In order to restore velvet that has got damaged by getting wet, it mi st bo thor- 
oughly damped on the wrong side, and then held over a very hot hoc. care being 
taken not to allow the velvet to touch the iron. Thin will quite restore the velvet to 
its natural softness. 

Keeping Silver Bright.— The .iccrot of keeping bright the silver that Is in con- 
stant use lies in washing it in clean, hot suds and wiping it with a clean, dry towel 
every time it in used. Silver that receives this treatment should need a thorough 
cleaning only onoe a month. A little borax in the suds in which silver is wash?d 
adds to the lustre.

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I'ickled ?o;k. - At ni {fat cut the pork in not too thin slicos, trim away the rind, 
pour boiling water over, t rain otT, and .-over with cold skimmed sweet milk. In the 
morning, take the slices fom the milk, roll them in flour, dust with pepper, put a 
little lard or dripping in 1 frying-pan ; when hot, put in the slices and cook a light 
brown on oach si Je, Take them on a hot ubh, pour olT the grease, leaving only 
enough to mako smooth a slightly-heaped tabiespocnful of Hour. Into this stir a 
bowlfui of tho milk in which tuo pork was soaked, a little at a time, and stir rapidly 
until thick. It should be porfectly smooth and free from lumps. Serve with baked 
paied potatoes- 

Pig's Feet.— Have the feet perfectly cleaned and split down the middle. Steam 
them for five or six hours, nail gelatinous, or sew them up, two together, in cheese- 
cloth, and boil five hours, lotting them cool In the water in which they were boiled. 
Thia water should have added tc it before the feet are put ,n (for one gallon of water) 
one hn If cupful of vinegar, two Ublesyocnfuls of salt, a la -go bay leaf and A dozen 
p. per -corns, lo serve— The cooked feet may be served hot with a sauce made as 
folio "s : Melt one tablespoonful 0! butter in a spider, ble A in ono toaspoonful of 
dour r.iid one level teaspoonful each of mustard and salt ; add two-thirds of s cupful 
of cream and two egg-yolks beaten light with six teaspoonfuls of water; cook until 
well thickened, then add one third of a cupful of good vinegar nnd some aapen. 
Cr roll the halves of the foet in bread-crumb*, dip in beater egg, roll in crumbs again 
and fry in deep fat. 
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Ilice tomatoes.— Into a pudding-disU put altcrnato layers or toiled rice and can* 
nod toiiHitoey drained from their litjuor. tSeuson each layer with salt, butter, and 
peppor. Cream may be used in placo of butter, and if tht flavour of onions is liked, 
add a vciy few thin slices and bake 15 or 10 minutes. 

Grease Stains on Matting. -Spread a paste made with fuller's earth and cold 
water thiokly on tbeee. Hub slightly in, and leave for two or three days. Then 
brush out with a clean brush. If possible the matting should be i*vken up and hunj; 
over a line before the paste is applied. 

Pig'sFoot Cheese.— Have the feet perfect^ cleaned, leaving tr ths hocks. 
Put them iu boiling water (seasoned as in the foregv^ng) and vimmcr uiJW the flesh 
falls from iho bones. Now remove tho bones, season the meat with salt, popper, and 
powdcicd sage, and pack in a crock with straight sides, piling it considerably above 
tho crock and weighting it down with plato and heavy Irons. 

Queen Cake. — Two cupfuls buttnr, two and a half cupfuls sugar, one and a half 
pint flour, eight e?Rs, half teaspoonful baking powder, one wineglassful each wine, 
brandy, and cream, half a teaspoonful each extract nutmeg, rose, and lemon, one 
cupful dried currants, washed and picked, one oupful raisins, stoned and cut in two, 
one eupfil citron, cut in small thin slices. Hub the butter arid sugar to a very light 
cream ; add the egps, two at a time, beating five minutes between nach addition ; 
add the flour sifted with the powder, the raisins, ourrants, wine, brandy, croaro, cit- 
ron, and extracts; mix into a batter, and bake carefully, in a papered cake tin In a 
moderately steady oven, one and a half hour. 
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rousjino and powdcrod magnesia mixed Into a pasta will clfiise white shoes; 
rub on tlto paste and let it romatn until dry, then rub oil with a clean, dry clonh. 

To Ilcitore Black Lace.- Shake or lightly brush it to romovo tho dust, then lot 
it Ho in vinegar and cold water (or lovonu hours ; 8 tablespoonfula of vinegar io a 
pint of water is the correct quantity ; rune in cold tea, press out the water, then 
spread evenly between two pieces of lineu, and iron on the wrong Ride. 

Macaroni Cheese.— Put 4 pint of milk and 1 pint of water into a aaueepan with 
sufficient salt to flavour it. When it boil.} drop in \ lb. of pipe macaroni. Keep the 
water boiling fast until it is quit? tender. Then drain tba macaroni and put it into 
a deep dish. Have ready 8 ox. o! cheese, sprinkle it over the macaroni, 
together with some fine bread orumbs. Place the dish beforo a bright fire to brown 
the crumbs, or brown with a salamander, and serve very hot. 

Egg rusks.— The ingredients for this delicious tea bread are seven eggs, a pint 
of boiling milk, quarter of a pound of butter, half a pound of sugar, two pounds of 
flour, a saltspoonful of salt, and a pint of flour into which a half teaspoon: ' f car* 
bun ale of soda has been sifted. Beat the whites and yolks separately and as ightly 
as possible. Into the boiled milk drop the buUer and sugar, and after mixing thor- 
oughly add the flour and yeast powder, and iasMy the eggs. Put In a warm place to 
rise* and when light add the pint of flour and soda. When risen the second time, 
make into small rolls, wipe the tops over with the white of an egg, sprinkle sugar 
and shopped almonds over them, tni bake a light brown* 
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Benton Tea Cakes.— Bub 4oz. butter into 1 lb. Hour, add 3 largo tablcspoonfuls 
of yeast, make into paste with sullieicnt new milk ; break on' pieces about the size of 
a largo apple, roll them to a thickness of 1 inch, put them on baking tins, prick the 
top with a fork, set them to rise before the lire for 10 minutes; bake in a good oven 
for about 20 minutes, rut open, butter and aerve hot. 

Bak»*d Banana*.— lteniovc the bananas from their stalks, but uo not p^el them; 
bake in a moderate oven from 20 minutea to half an hour, aceordi^ to Ihe Rise of 
the bananas; during We cooking the skins will turn black and shrivel, and will 
finally split at one end ; send to table in the skins. To eattbem, run a fork through 
the skin, which turn back; sprinkle a little sugar over the bananas, and also a 
nqueeze of letnom juice if liktd, or in America some persons eat them without sugar 
as a vegetable. 

Imitation Preserved Ginger.— Well scrape a.id cut in halves young carrots, and 
cut them into pieces the size you see preserved West Indian ginger ; parboil thum, 
being careful they do not break ; drain thoroughly and let tbem lie on the back of a 
sieve all night ; next day w<righ them, and put them into a preserving pan with their 
own weight of sugar, a tablespoonful of essence of ginger, the rind of A lemon, and \ 
pint water to each pound of carrots ; lot it simmer 4 hours over asteatfy fire ; remove 
the pieces of carrot into small jars, and take out the lomon peel ; boil the syru^ 
quickly for 10 minutCB, add a wine glassful of brandy to a pint, then pour over the 
carrots; when oold cover with tissue pap^r dipped in white of egg, r.nd store in a 
dry place. 
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Sally Lunns.—f lb. ftoar, 2 oz. butter, 1 egg, 1J teacupful milk, A oz. 
feist, 1 teaspoonful of sugar. Warm the butter and milk in a pan together till tho 
utter is melted, rub the yeast smooth with tho sugar, add the milk and butter ; stir 
it gradually into the Hour, add the egg and mix till quite smooth ; divide into two 
portions and put in well greased tins ; set in a warm place for 1 hour to rise ; buko 
in a quick oven ior 15 minutes. 

Norfolk Buns.— oz. fresh butter, 4 eggs, oz, pounded lump sugar and Jqupr- 
tern white bread dough, which can 4 >e obtained from the baker's. Beat the sugar 
uni eggs well together, and mix them well with the dough f. v L stilV, beat and 
'knead' with your hand instead of a spoon). When well mixed together, add the but- 
ter and mix again. Put the mixture into small tins and bake in a quick oven ab jut 
*20 minutes. 

Corrot Jarr.— Required : To every pound of Bugar, the grated rind of a lemon, 
tho strained juice of two lemons, six chopped bitter almonus, two tablespoonfuls of 
Wandy. Method.— Select young carrots ; wash and sorapo them clean, cut them in- 
to round piec s, put them in a saucepan with water to "over them, and let them, sim- 
mer till soft. Hub them through a sieve ; weigh the pulp, and to everj pound ailow 
the above ingreu.enta. Put the whole in a preserving pan, aDd let it boil for five 
kcinutes, stirring all the time. When oold, add the lemon rind find juice, almonds 
h.nd brandy. Mix well with the jam. Put into potB, which must be well covered 
and kept in a dry place. The brandy may be omitted, but the preserve wil! not then 
jceop ior long ; with the brandy it will remain good for months, 
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Gingerbread Loaf.— J lb. fresh b'.tter, 1 ib. Hour, 1 pinch of unit, 1 dessert- 
spooned of baking powder, $ Of, ground ginger, 1 ib. wanned treaclo. Well rub the 
butter into the Horn, add the salt, baking powder and ground gin er ; m ix, then stir 
in 1 lb, warmed green treacle, and a little golden syrup may be added if liked. Beat 
the mixturo well, then pour immediately into a buttered tin and bake in a rather slow 
. oven for 1$ hour. 

Hock Cakes.—} lb. butter, J lb. flour, volatilo salts, grated the sizo of a small 
nutmeg, 2 eggs, sutlicient milk to mix into a stiff batter, * lb. pounded sugar, a few 
drops of essence of lemon. Hub the butter into the Hour, add the volatile salts and 
pounded sugar, beat the eggs, add to the dry ingredients, then mix with the milk 
tmd essence. Scratch off small pieces with a fork and bake in a tin for about 15 
iiiinutes. 

Cream of Onion Soup.— Heat two tablespoon fuls of butter in a spider, and turn 
in a dozer, small onions minced, and a minced turnip; add ono cupful of boiling 
water, cover, and cook until the vegetables are tender; remove the cover, and when 
the water bus all evuporctcd blend in one tablespoonful of Hour; add now ono quart 
of milk, and when smooth turn into a double boiler; eook twenty minutes, rext rub 
through soup strainer, and <eturn to boiler ; add one level tcaspoonful of salt, one 
half sill-spoonful of pepe;, a cit of nutmeg, and the yolks of four eggs beaten with 
four tablespoon fuls of cold milk; s?tir til! it thickens, remove from the stove, add ono 
cupful of whipped criam, and serve immediately.

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Snow Cake (a genuine Scotch recipe).— Required : A pound of arrowroot, half 
a pound of pounded white sugar, half a pound of butter, tho whites of six eggs, 
llavouring to taste of essence of vanilla, almonds, or lemon. Method. — Beat the 
butter to :v cream ; stir in the augur and arrowroot gradually, beating the mixture all 
the time. Whisk the eggs to a stitT froth and add them. Beat well for 20 minutes. 
Put in whichever llavouring may bo preferred, pour tho cake into a buttered mould, 
and bake in a moderate oven for an hour to an hour and a half. This quantity is 
Bullicient to make a moderate sized cake. 

Scrap Cakes.— Required : Two pounds of leaf or the inside fat of a pig, a pound 
and a half of Hour, quarter of a pound of sugar, quarter M a pound of currants, an 
ounce of candied peel, ground allspice to taste. Method.— Cut the leaf or rlead, gs 
it is sometimes called, into small pieces; put it in a large dish, which place in a 
quick oven. Bo careful thai li does not burn, and in a short time it will lie reduced 
to oil, with the small pieces of leaf floating on the surface, and it is of these the cakes 
should be made. Gather aU the scraps, put them in a basin with the Hour, and rub 
♦Mem well together. Add the currants, sugar, candied peel, cut in small pieces, and 
tho allspice. When these ingredients have been well mixed, moisten with sufficient 
cold water to make the whole into a nice paste ; roll it out thin, cut it into shapes, 
and bake in a quick oven for 15 to 20 minutes. These are very economical and 
wholesome cakes for children, and the lard melted at home, produced from the Mead, 
is generally better than that purchased. To prevent the lard from burning, and 
to ensure its being a good color, it is better to melt it in a jar placed in a saucepan of 
boiling water; by doing it in tbU manner there is no chunce of discoloring.

Turn tho pudding into a well buttered mould anj 
J cam for two hours. Make somo sauce with mora of the apricot jam, to whioh a 
little sugar water and lomon«juice have been added, and serve round Lin pudding 

Apple pancakes.— Peel, core and stew six apples with £ pint of water, £ lb. of 
ar and the thinly cut rind of a lemon. Meantime beat up two eggs with two 
jlospoonfuls of castor sugar, add 12 oz. of nVr, a pinch of salt, a spoonful of 
oaking-powder, and moisten gradually with 1| pint of milk and four tablespoonfuls 
of butter previously melted. Beat the whole well together and pour into shallow 
pans. Bake for 20 minutes in a hot oven. Turn out, spread with the stewed apples 
while these are still hot and cover with the second layer. Sift castor sugar over tho 
pudding and serve with whipped cream. 

Moat Moul.l. Ingredients : / lb. of minced cold meat, 3 oz. of bread crumbs, 
the same quantity of boiled rice. 1 teaspoonful each of herbs (finely chopped), pars- 
ley, anchovy essence, Worcester sauce, chopped mixed pickle, 2 eggs, pepper, celery, 
salt and cayenne to taste. First, mix all the dry ingredients together, stir in 1 gill 
of riih gravy, beat the eggs thoroughly, and add to the mixture. Grease a pie dish, 
the meat, etc. Place a pioce of greased paper over the top, and bake in a moderato 
o-'cn for an hour. Turn out to serve, and garnish with any boiled vegetables pre.

Carefully wipo two large or three 
small cucumbers, and, without paring, out them in blocks about 2in. square. Put 
them into tbo oil and heat to boiling point. Move the saucepan to n cooler part of 
the atove, and let it simmer— not boil— for four or rive hours. Strain, and to each 
Go/, of the strained liquid add lot. of white wax and 2oz. of lanoline or hazclino. 
Put in the saucepan again and heat till thoroughly mixed ; then take off the lire m l 
V>at with an egg-beater till cold, adding, during the beatiog process, two teaspoon! ah 
simple tincture oi benzoin. 

Tomato Hauce.— A good tomato sauce is made in the following manner: Mix 
together a gallon of bruised tomatoes and Alb. of salt; io three days press ou; the 
juico, and to each quart of it add 2oz. shallots and 1 drachm of black pepper. Sim- 
mer \cry gently for twenty or thirty minutes, the.i strain, and ndd \oz. each of naco, 
altspicu, ginger, nutmeg, and cochineal, and 1 dracfim of coriander seed. Again 
simmer gently for ten minutes, strain, and put up in bottles. The proper method 
of bottling is to fill the bottles within an inch or so of the tops. Then suind them 
in a ve?sel of warm water, which gradually raise to the boiling point. In a short 
time the sauce will boil over, when the corks should be immediately knocked in. If 
this is done properly the sauce will keep for years. Should fermentation set in after 
bottling, heating the sauce to the boiling point will arrest it. (.'.) Boil a peck of 
sound, ripe tomatoes to a pulp; press through a sieve or colander to prevent tho 
skins remaining. Put the strained pulp into a preserving pan, and add lib. brown 
sugar, half pint vinegar, one tablespoonful of salt, one teaspoonful cayenne, two

Bananas.— Bananas, prob.ibly the first fruit ever cultivated, possessos all the 
essentials to the sustenance o' life. More people live on bananas than live on wheat. 
When taken as a steady diet they arc cooked— either baked, boiled, or fried. The 
fruit is very nourishing, as it contains so much starch and sugar. Banana flour is 
highly nutritious and very valuable. The farinaceous food is so prone to undergo 
rnalfermentation in tho tlomacb when the normal digestion is disordered that It be- 
cornea very important to seek somo variety of starchy food which can bo easily as- 
similated without the production of acid eructations of flatulence or heartburn. 
Therefore the flour has a decided advantage as a food for invalids. Thompson states 
that he has found that the finest banana flour, called " bananoso," at the end of one 
and a half hours of pancreatic digestion was capable of developing twico as much 
sugai as the samo quantity of oatmeal or farina, and nearly one and a-half times as 
much sugar as corn-starch,

JANUARY. 

Kitcrbk Oibden.— As uiis is usually tho hottest, and one of tha driest months 
Of the year, very little can bo dono in sowiug mA^ hut an there are likely to he 
thunderahowers, ndvantago should be takon of such, and cloudy .1 iys, io plant out 
cabbage, cauhflower, and calory plants, theso latter should be planted in troches ] 
about nine inches deep, in the bottom of which thero h, H been thru" iu- ln of manure ; 
dug in and incorporated with tho soil. » Water these every evening, if dry weather 
prevails, until they aro well established. Take up and store onions that are ripe, be 
careful not to bruise them, or they will not keep. , Cut and dry all kinds of herbs 
when they are in tlowor, cut only when they are dry. This is the best mouth to 
sow French beans for seed ; sow also cucumber, vegetable murrows, and squash, also 
spinach, tomatoes, and radish for suoeossiou. Sow lettuce in shallow trenches, 
where thoy are to remain, this will faoijituto watering, without which they would 
nt bt crisp, as they should be. If rain falls* a sowing of poos and turnips may bo 
made towardfl the oud of tho month, Sow in beds foi transplant *n£ cabbage, eauli- 
flow ;r, brocoli, savoy cabbage, Uruseols sprouts, Kohl rabi. Knot) the noil stirred 
betveon growing oropa, und water oopiously— m Bel at all— during dry weather, 
i'lant a fow shallots. Pog down vines of moluns, . marrows, &c, to prevent their 
boing blown about. 

' TFlowm Quidbm.— Out baok straggling shoots of let and noisette roses to one- 
third thoir length, borne of tho vigorous growing hybrid perpeiuals may also bo 
ulightly pruned to ioduco a late flowering. I Koscs may still bo budded, and the ties 
of thoso previously buddod sliould bo loosonod.y Continue to layer carnations, 
picotoos, «o. Out back pelargoniums, und propagate cuttings. Stake and tie up 
chrysanthemums, poustemons, and other plants requiring it ; also see to tho tying 
up of dahlias ; if good flowors for show purposes uro required, dahlias should be 
judiciously prunea and the buds thizmca. A sowing of balsams, oockscombs, 
portulacoae, alnnias, phlox drummondi, candytuft, and marigold, &c, may be mode 
in boxes or bods in a shady place *or planting out late on for autumn and winter 
flowering. Tako up rino bulbs of gladiolus. Gather seeds of desirable kinds of 
flowers as thoy ripen. Stir the surface of beds and borders frequently, especially 
after rain > to prevent weeds getting a start. Tay particular attention to lawns and 
walks, by mowing audwoeding, also clipping tho edges of gross-bordering to walks, 
flower beds, and bordorc. 

BusH-HOUSl. — Careful attention \ to watering and removal of decaying leaves 
Ac'., will be the main work iu this department. Fuschias will require constant 
attention to koop the thrip in chock, frequent syringing and an occasional applica- 
tion of an insecticido are the best means to accomplish this, those in pots that havo 
'finished flowering may be stood outsido to ripon their wood. Vigorous growing 
plants m pots, as (soladiums, begonias, achunones, gesucrins, &e., shouid havo liquid 
manure once or twico a woek. Syringe daily, and wutor-raw«l beds in which plants 
aire growing by giving a thorough soaring twice a week during dry weather. 
» . I Glajb-housi Attn Feme. —Many of tho plauts having boeu shifted to tho bush • 
house, thifl is a good time to effect alterations and repairs if necessary. Attend to 

■hading, watering, and ventilation regularly. Give the lightest positions to 
gloxinias, crotons, draconas, tydeas, tuberous-rooted begonias, &o., and keep ferns 

and lycopods in tho darkest. Allamaudns, cltriodendrons, n'ssua discolor, and 

ite^aanotu* ftoribunda should be at their best, look well after insects ou these and 
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syringe freely. Save seed of (ho choicest gloxinias, on.tons, and dn u r. tm lit 
mouth, propagate at onoe if not done. Make a cowing of culceoluri: 1 ., cm, ina, mA 
primula sinensis, also the large kind < of niimulus. 

Fruit Garden.— Now that strawberries have dono fruiting 3-year-old bade 
should be destroyed, dig the plant:, under, and plant with potatoes next mjMh. 9 
|b*i. grape vines are securely tic'*, and if cidiuni should nil ko its appearattco, which 
li not unlikely if muggy wcalhor occurs, anply sulphur utoi.ee, as it is not too late 
for oidiam to do harm. Remove suckers fRun the old wood of orange trees, and 
tb»r» the crop if very heavy ; apply insecticides to the trees with a syringe )1 the

Glass-house AJfD Frame. — This is a good time to put in n batch of gloxini u itH 
foliage begonia loaves for propagation, delect good sound loaves, and not

Sow calceolaria, cineraria, primulas, if not already done, as ouch of the«o— especially 
lha first-named — are liable to 11 dump off n while very young 1 , they should bo pricked 
olf into other pots or paus as noon an they are half an inch high. To do this pro- 
pare seed pans well drained and filled with modorately sandy sod, very finely sifted 
for the top, and pressed finn, get two atieks the size of u penholder, and make a 
somewhat blunt pt>iut to each, then to ono make a chisel edge, and out a narrow slit 
in it h . If au inch long, and all is ready ; take the stick with the slit in it in the left 
hsnd, ai d tho pciuted one in tho ri;?ht, catch the atom of the young seedling in tho 
cleft, so that tho tender leaves rest on ouch side of it, and witlt the other utick loosen 
the soil h low it and it can be lifted, transfer it to the other pan by making a hole 
with the pointed stick and lower the soedliug into it, and dm* tho soil to it with tho 
dibblo ; when all are pricked out, wator with a fine roso, add place in a shady place 
fcr a day or two. I have boon thus explicit in explaining how to perform a simple 
operation, in consequence of amateurs asking mo so often when toll, "such and 
such seedling* should be pricked off "how can I prick thorn olf until they are 
big enough to get a hold of." If left till then three parts will invariably have 
"damped off." 

Fbuit Gabobn. — Gather fruit aa it ripens, being careful not to bruise it, if for 
Bending away or keeping. Many pears ripen best off the trees, and to know when 
is the proper time to pick thei" just tako one of the pears in the hand, and. lift it 
sufficient to relieve tho stem of its weight, when, if fit, it will detach itself from tho 
tree, no effort should be made to make it do so ; by cutting the pear opon it will bo 
found that the seeds are beginning to change from white to brown, which is a 
further indication of its fitness far gathering. Fruit to bo packed for sending a 
distance must Ik? gathered l>eforo it is quito ripe ; stone fruit especially, aa soon aa 
any impression can l*> mado by squeezing them, if tho distance Ihj considerable. 
Pnpi.iegrouudforstniwborrioK. Thiifruit must have literal treatment as regards en- 
riching tho ground, Honodust is au especially good manure for tie m. Remove all 
surplus runners from tho plants, and peg down some of the strongest if required 
for extending urou under crop. Old plants uro uuproHtuhlo, and should be dug in if 
not d no Lust month. Orange* seo last month. LofHMB ties to trees budded last 
month, undreinove those buddod previously. Any that have missed may Ihj re-budded, 
but should be done early. 

Fihld.— Plant potatoes for full crop. Sow Cape barley for green feed ; sorghum 
and iraphoo may also bo sown if required early in tho month. Sow mangel wurzol, 
iwodes also ma- be sown largely (or planted out where they have been raised in beds 
for that puro >e), also yellow Aberdeen turnip. Rye g« ass and prime grass bhould 
bo sown tV nonth, if the weather is at all favorable ; the writer hu< known in- 
stances w re both of these have been .overed in by vuuning a flock or sheep ovor 
tho gro n. stead of harrowing, with marked sucetss, and would recommend the 
adopti' i this plan whero practicable, especially in light soils.

Tho autumn rains will probably havn iudicbted where drain* 
ing is necessary. This should be attended to without delay. 

Field.— Whoat may be sown this month, and, aj many advocate early sowing 
to avoid rust, everyone should make an effort to sow, at least, a portion this month, 
to test the efficacy of early sowing in their uidividual oa.se. Cupo barley may bi 
sown for green feed ; aluo tares or vetches— see last mouth. Oats may be sown for 
hay, but for grain, a little later will bo preferable. Lucerno may still be sown, the 
curlier in the month the better. Clover : Now is a good time to sow. Grass seeds 
♦nr.y still bo sown— soo h»st month. Maizo should ho harvested as soon us fit, and if 
tho stalks bo stacked under covor, or tied in bundles and stacked, so as In throw off 
tho ruin, they will afford a large amount of feed later ou when feed is scarce.

O down and clear 
away the old stalks, give a heavy drossing of thoroughly deeayor 1 stable manure and 
fork it in ; but do not dip deep enough to destroy tho crowns 'hat aro now funning 
for next year's crop. Clear away old stalks of rhubarb a' id scakalo ; also globe 
artichoke, if not done, and givo the beds a good dressing o'. raanu; o. Old rootn of 
rhubarb should be taken up and dividsd and replanted fa deopW dvtr and well- 
nanured ground, three feet apart. Sow poas— early and )ate — for nueeea..ion • alio 
broad beans, both Windsor and long-pod. Transplant heks, when large enough, 
into shallow drills ; dibbling them in 1 J inches deep. A <mall sowing may be mude 
>f cabbage and cauliflower if required. Ixmoraiaua's short-stemmed cuuliflower, or 
Dean's early snowball, will be the best to sew now, anr. St. John's Day, or largo 
fork cabbago. Sow lettuce, radish, and turnip (white stone) as required for suc- 
cession. Sack peas when 3 inches high ; ard keep the soil stirred between advancing 
crops of all kincfo. 

Flowbb Ga7il .;n t . — As thk is a month during which all ki::ds of plants, whether 
lcefduous or otherwise, may be safely shifted, it follows that it is about the best for 
iltering and reforming beds, borders, or the general re arrangement of tho whole 
pardon. Boforo commencing such, a piar of what is intended should bo prepared 
md definitely decided upon. AUtga^s in odgm f ;s and hedges should be filled at 
jnco. Plant out pansies, daisies, phlox. druinmoudi, &c, from reserve beds. 
,\i!f)!Ju i sowing of pausioe may bo made. Herbaceous perennials, such an phlox, 
|)ouslcmon, &o., may atill bo dividod, if not attended to. Out away old atoms of 
ilirvMatlthemiUni, fttti divide him! plant any it is dosirod to propagate. Jf nine- 
1' iilhH of ovcry plaut woro dug out every year— leaving the young grewt h and tl. j 
rest tiirown away, the result would la- bettor nVvors than uro pr«wiuoed at prcsout. 
Take up and store dahlias if no' already doue. Pruue rosea (soo Ust month), and 
put in cuttings of thoso it is losired to propagate. Muko a first planting of ghmi- 
>lu*. Narcissus, ixias, spaiaiis, frec;:ias, babianas, and hyacinths should be planted 
it once if not done. Amaryllis and hippeastrums may bo divided and reolanted. 
Stir the noil about anemones and ranunculus. Divide and replant lily of the valley. 
Oivo lawns a dressing of fine, well-deeoniposod mauure, and rake fine. Propagate 
shrubs, &c, by layers and cuttings. 

Busn-uousis. — Thero is little to bo dcuo in this department just now, except re- 
moving decaying leaves and hjeping all tidy, and effecting alterations, if saeh nro 
inquired. If dry weatiier prevails, raised beds made up with logs or stone", Hbould 
havo a good souking of water about onoo a fortnight, always watoring in tho murn- 
iug, or plants gr' wing therein will suffer matfjially. 

, Glass Stauctuuks. — Some of the earliest potled-off cinorariiis will now be 
throwing up their flowers, and these may bo put into the greenhouse. Keep a sharp 
look out for aphis on these, and rod jpiders on the calceolarias, and fumigate on 
their first appeal ance. Slugs also are ford of these plants, and require looking 
aftor. Cyclamens ought now to be flowering, and should be distributed in promi- 
nent positions in the hou-se. Pot on f nehsios, and continue to propagate. The 
scale muect and the mealy bng are luvar.ably troublesome at this time o f the year, 
and crotons, draeamcs, jlorodendrcns, **ophtmotusi, hoytm, ko., will require frequent 
attention in consequence. Thee require a moist haat at this time of the year, but 
where oaly one groeahouw if available for everything, it oftw btcomw ft difficult 
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matter to give each plant tlio treatment it requires. A batch of gloxinias may bo 
■tarted in u seed-pan, to bo potted olf later on. Water sparingly, but let nothing 
iuller for want of water. 

Fruit Garden.— All kind.* of docidiious fruit trees may be planted this month, 
being careful not to plant too deop. By careful observation the depth the tree has 
been growing can bo seen, and it should in no case bo planted deeper and uot quite 
iLjleep in newly trenched ground, a9 it is sure to go down. Apple, peer, po-ich, 
r^\^^tfirine, and apricot trees should bo 20 to 24 feet apart. Plum and quince trees 
'may be plautod 10 to 18 feet apart. The quiu-cunx stylo of planting is better than 
the rows at right angles, because u tree always grows round in tho head. Pruuing 
of all tho deciduous trees hhould also be pivooedcd with this month Cut away all 
cioHH branches chafing others, shorten back long shoots of tho preceding season's 
growth, and thill out where required. A treatise on pruning would occupy moro 
spr>f.o than the limits of a calendar will allow. No one ought to start priming with- 
o 't some knowledge of tho fruit-producing wood of every kind of tree. Attend to 
strawberry and raspberry beds at onco, if not already dono, us directed last 
mouth. v • . 

Field. — Wheat • If the Mowing of this has been delayed, it should bo proceeded 
with and finished at once. Barley : Both Capo and malting {Chevalier) may be 
sown for seed, and tho first named for a late crop of green-feed. Vetches may also 
bo sown for tho same purposo, or for hay, as previously romarked It is bettor 
mixed with barley. Oats Hnd rye should also be sown now. Onions may still be 
sown— earlier the hotter— soe last month. Opium: This is a crop that might be 
grown by farmers living a family of children who could gather the crop ; it is 
tedious wo"k for adults. Sow the Meed by dropping a few grains in patches a foot 
apart ; in rows '1\ feet apart, and thin to ono plant in a place. A rich soil is rc- 
qiurod to produce good results. Peas may still by sown— seo last month. The 
blue pea is most in demand for boiliug. Flax is another crop, which it is hoped 
will toon becoino generally grown, both for its eeed awl for homp. In considering 
a orobaiAV demand for any product, it must be borne in mind that, given a product 
capable of being produced in ouantiry, a market for tho same will h-jcroatod thereby. 
Sugar millfl ore iuH greeted taftiM the cano is planted largely ; neither will flax mills 
Uf fin m! oil ifiiUs bo greeted before it. is practically domonstratod that flax can be 
grown prolib l.ly. banners try it, and provo it, aud co-operate to oroot a mill if no 
one vim haw calerpmo lo do so, 

JULY.

It is a good plan to place a large flower-pot over 
tho crowns — a large drain -pipe will answoi the same purpose— and cover it with tho 
litter. Karth up oolery as it get* fit, always chosing dry weather for doing so. 
Sow pen** for Mu.eosston, also broad beans. Sow cabbage— early York and St. 
John's Day are two good sorts to sow now, the E.Y. will be cut as the latter come* 
in fit to cut. Turnips may als:» be sown towards tho ond of the mouth , early fit* 
weeks is * g*>0& aorfto sow now ; also red American Rtone. Thin and transplant 
onions ; and plant out cabbage, cauliflower, and Icttuco in showery or cloudy 
weal her. Lotiuco and radish may bo sown, chosing a light, well-drained, and warm 
situation. Keep tho soil open between tho crops by frequent stirrings with tho hoc 
Stick pea* as they require it. ^ 

Fi.owr.n ( »AiiDssr — 1 lurry on any alterations to tho beds, Ac., so as to get thorn 
finished as so ni as possible Plant out from roserve beds as required. Edging* ami 
hedges -st'Q last month. Finish pruning roses. Plant gladioli lurgcly. Finish the 
dividing of horbsceous perennials if not already dono. Give anemones aad rauuii- 
culm, aUo UUiuniB, thut we advancing in growth, a mulching of decomposed cow- 
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dung or other manure. up tree carnations, &c. Camellias may still be planted : 
old plants will bo much benefitted by u dressing of decomposed maauro ; and, if dry 
weather prevails, thoy should havo a soaking of water ouce a week, especially those 
that are flowering. 

liusir-ncuSK.— Not much can be done in tho bush-houso at prescat, except 
keeping tidy. All plants in pots should bo looked to regularly, to keep the drainage 
clear, and sco that they are free from worms, and also see that nooe .sailer from too 
aiuch shade. 

Glass 8teuotures.— The remarks of last month will appl/ generally to this. 
Oro should be taken not to fire up toD muoh in the evening auc «u )y night ; and 
thon allow the fires to go out towards early morning, as it is at this lutor period 
that heat is required to keep out the froot. Propagate ooleus ; and fuchsias may 
still be pat in. Do not give those latter artificial heat — a cold frame is the bust placo 
— und if the plants bo syringed frequently, and the frarn" closed early in tho after- 
noon, thoy will grow strong ; and keep froe from that pest of fuchsia growers — 
'•thrip. Cinerarias, primulas, &o. : Sao last month. Pelargoniums should now hav* 
their final shift, being caroful not to over-pot. 

Fruit Gaudkn.— ruining of deciduous trees should bo finished this month. 
This is the best mouth for pruning grapo vines, and cuttings of those should bs 
made at the end of the month, as may be required for oxtendiug the vineyard. 
Those starting new vineyards should select for planting sorts that havo been already 
proved in thoir district if possib'e. New sorts should be placed on trial beforo being 
planted largely, Proceed with planting of all kinds of fruit trees, so as to get it 
done as speedily as possible. Do not expose the roots of tho trees to drying winds. 
As soon as ihoy arc unpacked, they should all be laid in by their roots, which should 
bo covered, and then the trees taken out o \e at a timtj as required for plunting ; 
stakr and tie firmly as soon as planted. Mulch strawberry and raspberry bods with 
stable manure or othor suitable material, and, if a long spell of dry weather occurs, 
thoy should have 1 soaking of water, as this is the most critical timofoi strawberries 
especially. v 

Fiku>. — In light ground grain crops often present a sickly yellowish appear- 
ance This is owing to the land not being sufficiently firm about the roots, and all 
inch should bo rolled with a fairly heavy roller, or, bettor still, a mob of sheep 
driven slowly over it, and if thoy oat it down, it will rather improve it, by causing 1 
it to stool out, than injure it, esjKxdally iu tho una* of wheat, if it is intended yet 
to now wheat, it shod 1 bo spring wheat, and shou'd ho sown m early us powdhlo. 
Tiarley and oats, also ryo, may yet ho sown if pat iu early. At tho latter part of 
tin month potato planting may bo proceeded with iu tho wanner parts of ffto dis- 
trict; bat, as there are sometimes very heavy frosts lute in August, it is risky to 
plant too early where Bevero frosts occur. Opium poppies should bo thinned before 
they get too htrgo , keep thoia freo of woods. Cart out manure in dry weather on 
land intended for mangel or tobacco— both hungry crops— spread and plough it iu J 
when, byoross-plougbiugand harrowing next month, it will be in fine heart for sowing. 

AUGUST. 

Kitchen Gaiidem. — Where the autumn sown crops of carrots, parsnips, and 
beet vvero too small to last, no time should be lost in making a sowing, otherwise tho 
sowing may be deferred for a timo. Pens and broad boans (early long- pod or 
mazagin should bo sown at this time) for succession ; also turnips ; early six -weeks 
is a good sort. This is a good time to sow onions, especially tho s Iver-skin, fur 
pickling ; and if it is roqusred to supplement tho autumn sown crop, it should be 
dene, if possible, at once. Cabbage should be sown for succession - Sweinfurt is 
undoubtedly one of tho very best cabbages for summer growing. Coutinuo to tow 
lettuce, radish, aud endive for siihidiag ; ulso mustard aud cress. This latter com 
bination is not grown so much as it ought to be. Bhubard and scakalo seed should 
b* sown ; also asparagus. Plant potatoes earlier or later in the month, according to 
freedom or otherwise tho district is from frosts.-, Jerusalem artichokes (Ileliauthus 
Tuborosa) muy now bo planted; plant sams M potatoes, in some oul«ot-the-way 
corner of the gardon. At tho end ol" the month French beans, marrows, cuuurabors, 
tomato, and mtioiw may be wwo. Seakala i Covflr up another batch for Uaocbing. 
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Globe art i( hoks, asparagus, rhubarb : Sie Jast month. These may still bo planted i( 
got in at once. Thiu crops, and st'ok pcaa its they re juiio it, nud keop the soil 
stirred between all crops. 

Flowku O.vuniiN -Sec that anemones, ranunculu.4, and other bulbs, a c hyacinths, 
tulips, &c , do n t stilTm want of water, mulch tho beds if not done, as directed last 
month Contiuue to plant gladioli— a succession of flowers or this indispeusible 
Lulu may bo had for seven or eight months in the year by judicious successive plant- 
ings Plant dahlias after mid. lie of the mouth, sow hardy annuals, and plant out 
nuf that have boon kept in reserve for the purpose. Pelargoniums will soon ba in 
rk.wvr uud should be tied out. to sticks, to prevent being broken by tho wind, and to 
give effect, Tie up carnations, <kc. Lrwns should be raked or swep* and mown, 
tu uktf away the brown appearance. If any barn patches have not been repaired 
• iti-ml to it at ' nco. Any shrubs, whether evergreen or deciduous, that it is in- 
tended yet to shift, ahottld be moved as early as possible, and ull alterations should 
tluudtvd with, ut further delay.

Carrots, parsnips, and ne t, if a 
good sowing of these be made this mouth and next, and another in February ur 
ilarch, and a small sowing in May, a supply can bo kept up foi the whole ycat 
Peas : Another sowing may bo inado, sow early sorts only. Potuto planting thou id 
be finished at once. Sweet potatoes may be planted as soon as vines can bo got. A 
few pieces of tubers placed on some slightly heating material- a heap of decaying 
weods, for instance, if nothing better cau bo got — and covered with a litth. soil, 
will soon provide vines for planting. Sow radish, lettuce, and other salads as re- 
quired, also turnips—early snowball is a good sort to sow now. Earth up celery, 
and stick peas ns they advance. Cubbajie: As this is the " sheet anchor " of the 
vegetable garden, a small sowing should be made to provide plants for succcs,>ion. 
Sec-kale : As the crowns are cut, the litter and covering should ba removed from 
ahouts the roots, and nasi for covering up another batch for blanching till all is 
covered.

Plant peanut*, popcorn, and sugar maize, 
A small sowing of turnip may bo made if required, and another sowing of peas 
should he made for Mieees.sioii. Lettuce may be sown, and during the next four 
months it tdioiild be sown in shallow thill* where it is to remain, and if dry weather 
p nivalis il will need fmpient waterings ; as will aUo most of Uio other crops. Tho 
white summer cabhagn lettuce Is a good aort to sow now. Asparagus must lm cut 
ns it becomes (it, it a WMJQOHlnn is required. Thin ami stir the soil between all ad- 
vancing crops oft Di I f dry weather prevails crops of all kinds will bo greatly bene- 
fitted hy bom. :uulchcd with short, litter, leaves, or any similar material. A thick 
muMiing of i owdung on rhubnrd beds will greatly assist tho production of a good 
supply of luge >tall<s. Slid; pea* and hill potatoes as they require it. 

riOWXl Gakdi;n'. — OontillUO txf how half-hardy and tender annuals to take the 
plane of bulbs that h*V<i now d on. flowering. Those may be taken up and put into 
a box with soil to ripon, or laid in the soil iu an out-of-tho-wuy place in tho border 
for the same purpose. Particular care should be taken to preserve the names of the 
different sorts, as it materially assists in their arrangemout when plauting again in 
autumn. Plant more dahlias and gladioli, and tie those of the latter coming into 
flower. Plant out variegated plants propagated under glass for ribbon borders or 
carpet bedding. There is not ho RMCfl ol this doue aa there might be where glass is 
available for propagating tin quantity of each required ; but, uo dgubt, a precarious 
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water supply has much to do with the scarcity of this kind of bedding. Cnmelia* 
shoe d be attended to, as directed last month, if not already done; also bed* 
of pansics, carnations, alco. Roses should now be making a grand display , mulch 
with decomposed stablo manure, and look out for aphis, which are generally trouble- 
some at this time ; and syrlugo the affected parti with some good insoeticide. Hot 
water is a good thing for these, and it is surprising how hot water nan be used with- 
outinjury to the plants— test it and prove it. Mow lawns, and clipedgings frequency. 

Busii-housk. — The principal work hero now will be w^cring and syringing 
Any epiphitieal turns growing to the posts or wall must not be uegloctod. In dry 
weather thoy should have a good watering, at least, once a week. If there are 
climbers growing on tho structure — a ImuI practice as previously remarked— thoy 
fdiould bo kept thinned out, and not allowed to get too dense in any purt. Any 
plants not repotted should be attended to at once, and, as fuchsius and innny other 
plants can now hu brought in from the groen-hevse or frame, there should bo 
nothing want inyr to make this one ot tho chief attractions of tho garden. Give 
flowering fuchsias liquid manure. 

Glass Structures.— Part ^"d°r attention will now bo required to shading; 
lime- whiting the glass on tho underside is one of tho best methods adopted. Pi int 
ing the glass is objoctiouable ou account of tho ditliculty of removing all, or pgr! cf 
it, as required, in autumn or v/i iter. Water should bo freely used in the green 
houso, not ordy in watering and syringing tho plants, but on the floor and sides of 
tho house itself. Keep cinerarias and pnuiulas iii tho lightest position of the house, 
and as they go out of flower they should be placed in a fratno or some out-of-the- 
way corner to ripen their seed ; but previous to their going out of flower, tho best 
should be marked, and seed saved from theso only — the rest thrown away. These 
remarks will also app'y to calceolaricas, but, if attacked by red-slider, it is better 
to destroy plants and all at ouco. Give ornamental foliage, and climbing plants 
also a light position, and give air freely. Ferns, ealadiums, and aloeacius should be 
kept moist and in a shaded position. Tot up another batch of tuberous -rooted 
bogouias, gloxinias, i.nd achintones, and repot any roquiring it into rich light soil ; 
thoso coining into flower should have liquid manure onco a week. Tot on eokus in 
rich soil. Remove fuchsias to bush-houso. 

Fruit Garden.— Proceed with the pruning of orango ' cos. Loqnat trees may 
also bo pruned as boon as the fruit is oft, Look ovor all fi-n trees, anddisbud where 
necessary. This will Have a lot of winter pruning, as well as prevent wasteof energy 
on tho part of the tree in growing wood that is not required. Trees that iuvve set 
thoir fruit too thickly should bo gono over by the end of tho month, and the fruit 
thinned where necessary. Remove superfluous shoots from vinos, and where tying 
up is not practised, the shoots should bo stopped throe joints above the last bunch of 
fruit. Whero tying is practised it should bo attended to. Tho vines should be 
sulphured aw a jlVHNtttatm to oidium ; proper boilows being u*ed with which to 
apply tho sulphur. Of the several makes of sulphurlsllows, u H um s' Patent " is 
undoubtedly tho Ixjst. Keep down weeds in orchard and vineyard by frequent 
hosfog, Remove strawberry i innors to prolong the fruiting, keep the p'utlU 
mulched ; ulso ruspl>orrios, and rcmovo superfluous sin kers, keep the t.uics tnd up 
Look over grafted trees, loosou tho ties, and remove any shoots htarting on t he KttlcV 
below the graft. 

\ Fiklu. —Maize ahould now be got in without dolay for the early crop" Mai/u 
will pay for irood cultivation, even in sojwoiis when it is ehoanest, the nelt returns 
per acre from hum that has boon deeply ploughed, and after cultivation attended to 
in a husbuudman-like manner will invariably bo grmter than from land simply 



millet, broom millet, and toosiute. This latter will, without doubt, piodm e mou 
fodder from ouo seed than any other known plant ; as one seed will, under favour- 
able conditions, produce euough to feed the most voracious working bullock for U 
hours It should \u sown thjily iu rows, ut least, four feet apart, bow seeds of 
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• tmpkin* and melons ; also bur-kwhoat. The wlvor-huHed is much better than tL 
older kind* and more Productive. One bushel of seed per acre will ba sufficient 
liW erne may be sown if the weather is favourable, ami at this time of tho year i 
will germinate very quickly. See last month r$ dodder. Hill potatoes, thin grow 
tag crops ol mangolds, carrots, &o. Peas, if sown, ps advised in June, will nowb 
jit to harvest. Do not leave them to get fully ripe in the pod before cutting, or the 
will shell out in handling. They should not be knocked ubout too much in harvest 
lag; tlicy should be turned frequently after cutting, and ultimately carted to th 
bam and thrashed. The Haulm, if stacked and kept dry, will be eaten by cattle I 
il tir: o of scarcity. Tobacco will now require constant attention ; finish plaotin 
itUfe, if not dene already, and keep fr*o from weed. Those sown iu the field will re 
ouire a little m\\ drawn up to tin m as they advauce. If any arc eaten oiF, sear- 

* mold be m ule below the surface of the yround, in the vicinity of the plunt, and 
bfOWfl jmfo will most likely bo found. Destroy these : they feed at night, hence tin 
bavin* tp be searched for. Look out also for caterpillars, which destroy the leav 
in the da* ; the j will bo found un the underside of the leaf. Opium should now I

TiiEitK aro several circumstances connected with milking that may well be dis- 
ced when just now wo arccntering on another season, as it were, and they may only 
spoken upon to the purpeso by some piuclicnl man who hi s sat on the milk stool, 
,ui c the subject Em solely a practical OM, The act of Riving milk is so intimately 
ncelcd with (ho nervous system that, if the cow is abused or wrongly i-.cd, she 
nice goes oil in her niiik, iind eventually goes dry sooner or later, according to 
nervous temperament and natural aptitude, or otherwise to till the pail. Where-

is absolutely a " sine (jua non " to a maximum flow, though there are those cow- 
koepers who reckon if they feed their herds generously thero is no need to trouble 
themselves much further; but it is a sad mistake. It is just as the animals are de 
pastured in spring that they often come in for the most .ibuso Any loose hand is 
most likely employed to release them from their stalls and take them »<»eld, and if 
thero be a dog on the establishment Giles is pretty sure to enlist its services to help 
rattle (he herd along. When evening comes similar harsh treatment is brought to 
bear. There are likely to be timid heifers in the herd, for they often calve at this 
season, and, what with having only recently left their calves and the rowing with 
dog and man, tho poor kine get but a rough timo of it. It is known to every prac- 
tical farmer that the most idle lad about the farm will hurry up when driving cattle, 
and by such a hand you may expect to ;ioe the cows brought from afield all hot, 
blowing, and excited, and in this state hurried one on tho other's heels into the milk- 
ing stalls. That is precisely how the animals ought not to be treated, and under 
fciich usago not only will the butter 'oook tell a b*ul tale at tho quarter's end, but if 
abortion, colic, blown, or some other harm does not befall now and again to some of 
the herd, it will be no fault of the mistreatment. At turning-out time each cow 
should be kindly spoken to, caressed, if oniy by a slight scratching on the back (not 
be pntted though, as a would-be clever writer observed the other day), the chain bo 
gently unfastened from the neck, not allowed to drop on the cow's feet, and the 
animal allowed leisurely to draw hack, turn round, und leave the shed. Each cow 
should thus be treated, and each in its turn, day by day, or whenever released. The 
herd should bo allowed to draw along its own pace to the field. If there be any dog 
about he certainly should not bo allowed to help drive the cows, 
should be followed when the cows are brought from the field, 
should be used, and how they must be to give a maximum q 
cent quality and keep the flow up a fair period.

The milkman should, 
when he approaches with his pail, first of all speak kindly to the cow, caress her, rub 
the udder a little, sit quietly down on the milking stool, and if he whistles or sings a 
snatch of a song the animal will knew all is well. Then he may begin tho milking, 
alowly just at first while the stream comes, afterwards at a pretty good pace until 
there comes the 

STRIPPING. 

And even this is not long about when done properly. There must be no dregs left in 
the udder, they are mostly cream. Besides, if there be leavings, not only is there 
waste, but it tends to make the cows go dry. Albeit there are over c.ir^ful milkers. 
They keep on drip, drip, drip, until there is no end of it, in a mauner of speaking, 
because, of course, more milk is all the time passing into the udder, although but 
slowly. You do not require to wait for fresh milk to come, but to clear all the dregs 
out promptly, and on to the next cow. In a general way, thirty seconds is long 
enough to strip a cow, and in about eight or ten minutes her whole milking should 
be completed, and it may be without any undue haste. 

FAST Oil SLOW MILKING. 

Milking should be done with despatch as I have already intimated. If the 
herdsman dawdles too long at the work the cow nets tired of it, nrul tho pfti] gels less 
well-filled in the end than if tint operation was done in due time. Hut there an de- 
grees of fast milking- It is possible to force the lacteal fluid down the teats 
faster than the passaged cun take it freely, anil thon acuto pain is created. 1 have 
had cows that have kicked violently when this over-forcing has been practised. Yet 
n'ne out of ten milkmen, or m isters either for that matter, know not the cause of 
those kickings; it is, however, overfast milking. It Is very rarely that u cow ltieks 
when milked by a woman, unless she ha* aoquired the habit before the female milk- 
er has taken her in hand; and there are few cows but ^ave more milk, week in, 
wcok out, to a woman than o man. That, I am porsuaded, is accounted for by the 
moro gontlo handling and genera) treatment of »,be vumor. I may say, however, 
ovorfast milkors nre rare. nfl

This Is, lam aware, an old subjoot. but the sound raasous put forth time after 
time why only the dry hand should be used have, I am glad to say, bomo fruit, al- 
though till the men arc not yet convinced of tho better method. Without going over 
old ground further than necossary, I would like to pass a few remarks on the two 
plans. Thoro is no matter that we writers aro moro questioned obout than strong 
or unpleasant-rlavomod butter, and the questions are often put as if there was but 
one oauso of tho trouble. Hut thoro aro numbers— so many that tho space given in 
answering a query may not contain a fourth of ihem. So the plan I adopt is to 
touch on tho subject whon opportunity offers. Hero I would point out that wet- 
handed milking, may be set down among the list. Giles hvs nothing else to moisten 
hi*, hand in, so into the milk it goes as soon as he has got a little from the cow, 
Else, and this is perhap> tho more common plan, he drips the first milk into his 
hand, and what is not retained runs away into the pail. He milks away until ihc cow 
is finished, and then starts on another to practise the same objectionable process. 
That his hands are not clean beyond suspicion goes without saying, and it is as true 
that the milk gets the benelit of any uncleanncs3 there may he. It requires no 
stretch of the imagination to conceive that tho milk is more or less polluted, and the 
butter made from tho milk is liable to bear somo unpleasant flavour. With dry 
hands the milkman needs not to bring any part of his hand* into immediate contact 
with tho milk, henco there cannot be a possible chance of the butter being made un- 
pleasant in flavour from the milking source.

WHAT TO GROW, AND HOW TO GROW IT, 



[By E. H. Itainford, Instructor in Viticulture.] 

So many applications have been made to the writer for advice as to what varie. 
ties of grapo vines to plant, soil to select, method of procedure, Ac, that he has de- 
cided to write, in an article under the above title, a summary of the advice he has 
to give on tnc subject. Some points are necessarily tombed on somewhat briefly ; 
but these huvn been or will he dealt with at greater length in separate articles. It, 
however, must be well understood that louie recommendations nmv have to be 
modified b suit peculiar local conditions, t^iiuenslaud I* a country of such a si/.n 
and it is provided with so many widely different wotls, climates, and other physical 
Conditions that w! at is sauce for the gootG is uoi invariably sauce for the gander in 
this State; but, generally speaking, the advice given here will be found to buit mosir 
of the conditious uuder which viimyarda have been or will bo established, and if to 
it, the vigneron will join any experience of his own that ho has gained, be cannot 
fail to be successful. 

It was said above that there are widely different will and eilmalle conditio! m 
which have to be taken into considciation in planting vines, hut there i I something 
else rfo be taken into consideration also, and that is, the different temperament; of 
the would-be vignorons, which would have a marked inllueneo on the remits, and 
which must bo dealt with. To take this matter into hand, first wo have tin- lazy 
man, the careless man, and the painstaking man. 

To the lazy man the writer says at once, no mallei where he is or what nuy be 
his soil or elima!.'. " riant the Isabel!. ." It is the vine that will just suit him ; it 
can be planted on a lock, down a well, or in a marsh, llo never plough ; it, etllti* 
vales it or ehipn it- never prunes it, or at TOOtt a few slashes with an >ld scythe are 
made to do the business. Jt will hi ar. I, OHO bunches ol ihrec, or four berries each, 
one-hali ripe and one-half green. Ticking these will give Urn children something to 
do and keep them out of mischief. The vine will make Ml excellent hen n». tat 
ni^ht and clothes line by day, and if he rups it into the next paddock hee ni k M M 
pari of it to his neighbour. In time of drought it will feed the ilniry herd, and when 
timber is gelling scarce ho will get enough dead wood oil it to keep the humpy in 
fuel for a couple of years. The bee) advice, thtR. that can ho given to the Inv.y man 
is to stick to the Isabella, and don't attempt to grow any other variety. 

To the careless man tin* writer's advice h to plant the Syrian, or While Tabic 
as it is called. Ho givetf it an occasional chip round and iioine kind of an apoJoj y 
for pruning ; beyond that he does nothing* Notwithstanding this Bcurvff treatment, 
the vine will give you plenty of thade and a good many bunches of rather ta- iele. s 
grapes. Do not lot him try and run other varieties on those Uocs, but stick closely to 
the Syrian. 

Coming now to the painstaking man: Uoforo tho would-be vigneron puts in 
anything but a veiy smail number of vine* he thould ask himself, " Have I the thai 
to give them the proper care and attention they require ?" If he has any doubt on 
the point, then let him let vitio.ilune ulono, for unless a man is able aud willing tq 
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a vineyard a thorough good cultivation, it must turn out a failure. !'y enltiVO« 
t n,not only ploughing anu scarifying are meant, hut rational pruning, dial lidding, 
topping, spraying, Hulphuring, rve., .ill of which at one time or OOO t hi i are i 
A vigneron to be successful now, must grow line-.'juality grapes, and (.but id only :d- 
tained by scrupulous attention to details. Unfortunately, many selectors have Umj 
erroneous i lea thai a vineyard can ho cultivated at odil times when tli sre i nothing 
else to do. Not so; neglect of ceruin details of cultivation, or even delay of a day »r 
two, may mean the difference between success and failure. On this point the writer 
cannot insist loo strongly ; let DO man a -tempt viticulture of) any scale Unit I ho 
has ample time to devote to it. 

The nextpoint to bo considered by him is, which to plant- -wine cr Ulbl< grapes. 
The latter give the better return per acre, hut require more attention us a rule, and 
certainly take up more time in picking and picking; whereas wine grapes, being 
sold in bulk, can be grown on a larger ejalo. On this point much depends on the 
locality, nearness to railway lines, local demand, (Vc. 

It is not at all necessary for a vigneron to make wine if he grows wine Rrapi B ; 
nine times out of ten he had better not do so. Thorn is a certain and me., ing 
demand for wine grapes fro.n winemakcr-. in nil parts oi .he State.

taken to bo an impervious subsoil. If !he ground is dry, the water must bi Riled in 
two or throe times before deciding. If a man plants \ inex on an lm|H'rviou 
instead of being a source of profit to him, they will he an expensive worry, with dis- 
oasonnd grape rot for their portion. With the exception ol the Isabella, all Vines 
abhor stagnant moisture about the roots, and halt the disease ami sickness anion;-:. t 
vinos in Queensland arises from this cause. Drainage ameliorates the troublo, buj i -: 
costly and uncertain. It is far better not to tun any lis';;, hut plant other ii , or 
crops on such soils. If the subsoil is well drained, it is notnecfl sr^thal tl top 
soil should be rich ; in fact, in too rich soils the vine dor ; not loaowTljlh 
is so great, the vegetation resembles that of a scrub, entailing constant topping and 
tying up. If, on the other hand, this exuberaneo of growth is utilised to pru lue 
crop by allowing a more generous pruning, the result is a ve.y large crop ; I . aius 
times out of ten, the grapes are deficient in colour and ripen late and hi My. Mode- 
ratcly fertile soil of a sandy, loamy, or gravelly nature i- beat ; granitic, C 
schistose, and sandstone MrU are all good for vims, together wi.h recent oliuvlalfl 
and drifts. On poor soils of a sandy natne, vines thiive well for s few yeai 
after that some form of manure will he necessary to keep up th< ir strength. 

Asi'ia r. The question of aspect is not of so much Importance In Q 
In r.nrope, where the wannest exposures are chosen to en ure period n 
sacchaiine richness oi fruit, hore we have more Min than i u t|itire 1 fol i i 
poses. But in choosing a position for a vineyard care must he ob m ved hi 
one that is liable to spring fi ost -> or violent westerly winds, as both iln.-e tl ' ' 
will, in some seasons, considerably reduco the crop. Choose north and tit Mf it IS 
available; 'out, as said above, too much imputanco need not Le attaelun Lo il 
oint.

If tho soil is of a stiff 00 
I he cho«!oiMe soils of basaltic origin, it should be broken up as deeply as possibli 
with a sub soilcr, or by running a second plough in tin furrow 'hit b* UlC Brst 
Trenching is supenoi to anything, but, as not one man ii a thousand can afford to 
t'.o it, it need not be discussed here. After the hut plou,;hin;.-., lei the soil Uo to 
sweeten and aerate for some weeks, nnd then run a cultiva(t»r throngh II i OI 
t.viee to bring it into I i:ne state of tilth, doul c the. number of utin; i will rtviko 
in a fineiy divided soil M compared With those planted in a soil all dumps' And clod s. 
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I'i.antino. —Frequently tin. writer is asked the question, '■ Do you advise 
planting rooted vinos cr cuttings P Tlio answer depends to a considerable extent 
upon the. individual circumstances. Generally speaking, the writer prefer? plunking 
cuttings to rooted vines, making a small nursery of each variety planted, to fill in 
blanks the following year. Not much time is saved in planting rooted vims, us the 
transplanting. unless done very carefully, throws the young .ines Lack; and it 
frequently happens that at the end of the season the rooted vines have not inudu 
much more growth than cuttings would have dono. There are, however, occasions 
when it is advisable to plant rooted vines, as when the soil is of a heavy, sticky 
nature in which cuttings nrc apt to fail to strike, and also when planting variet ' B 
which are bad strikers, such as soino of the Amerienn hybrids — likewise when tic 
area to be planted is small and it is desired that there shall be uo replanting— rooto <l 
vines are advisable ; but when it is e matter of several acres, the vigneron will find 
that if adds considerably to the expense of laying out his vineyard n, instead el 
homing to make several thousand holes with a bar, hj has to make them v illi a 
shovel. The question of cuttings mvsjm rooted vines resolves Itself practically iiuo 
one of uniformity 9$rm$ expense, which must be decided by the handbook. 

T»»? distance between vines and between the rows must he - *\ rned by tho 
nature of tho soil and tho average rainfall. Where rainfall is warning, the distance 
<T. between rows Ktuct be increased, Hid where plentiful it can be diminished up to » 
Mi certain point. It is obvious that there is a greater amount of evaporation from the 
leaves of 1,000 vines to the acre than from tho leaves of 500 vine, if planted i.he 
same distance between each other; and an evaporation in excess of suupiy nieauR 
stunted wood, leaf apoplexy, and shrivelled, badly ripened berries. The snftiereg ton 
jg holds good when the fertility of the soil is taken into consideration, unlets iudecd 
*;{ consistent manuring is resorted to, which is tuvr done in Queensland. The met 
T-*- that '2,000 or more vines are planted to the acre in Europe does not affect the ugu- 

* J ment one iot.i, for there the rainfall is a constant factor, and manuring is made a 
t£ science; besides which the average crop frci one acre or 2,000 vines there, is not 

greatly in excess of t u t from 700 vi ies in good soil in Australia. 

A good nveruge distance is 6 feet between the vines and 10 feet between the 
H-* rows, giving 00 square per vine, or about 700 vines to the ae.e. Some favour H feet 

by rt feet, giving 0-1 square. Tho objection the writer has to that distance is, that ;r 
»M the trollisod vines urn to be pruned on the doable ( iuyot or on the Hovat systems, 

the length of wood becomes excessive, and the vine ih apt to balance badly. If vi.ies 
o are H feet iijuut, tlio llurdelaise espalier or double crown becomes obligatory for ,-li"it 
\ . pinned vines; and this sy Inn has, in *ho writer's opinion, many objections, which 

• have been dealt with in another arliolo. For the ltoyat or unilateral cordon and double 
Qtny^ or double fruit branch IJStemi, feet between tho vines Is quite snllieit nt, 
•\dvocotes of K f.;et by K feet distanco overlook tho fact that, in reduoiu," the distance 
between tho rows and increasing it between tho vines, thev ar\. pracl ieally increasing 
the number of vines and constant evaporation per acre. For if the vines extend to 
each other, Ihey form a •.otitiuuous lino of vegetation, and, so far as evaporation is 
concerned, might be planted H feet, feet, or 4 feet apart. For bush-prurud vinos 
tiki immaterial what distance is chosen, so that tho nuinbor per acre bo kept within 
bounds. 

If the vines aro to bo trellised, tho rows should bo in 4 he direction of the pre- 
vailing winds ; and if the site is on the slopo of loose soil .table to wash, the rows 
should be across the slope to prevent it. It will happen, however, that the two latter 
recommendations cannot be followed out together, and one will have to be neglected 
in favour of the other according to local circumstances. To plant a vinessrd with 
the utmost regularity should bo the nim of tho vigneron, as its cultivation is ren- 
dered easier and its general appearance made pleasing to the eye. To do so, be 
should have two wire lines, say, 4 or 5 chains long ; on one, knots of sold ?r are 
fixed ot the same intervals that tho vines aro intended to bo apart, and on the other 
at tho distances intended between tho rows. Tho latter line can be half the length 
of the former, if preferred. String or cord lines shrink when wet or damp, and 
material tied on to mark the distances gets torn ol? or moved from its place. Two 
sides of the vineyard perfectly parallel are first sighted out with four of live lighting 
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rods on either side. The wire for the rows is tightly stretched at right angles to it, 
the first knot of the vine wire Coinciding with the lirst knot of the row wire, lie 
careful in stretching the wires that the pegs they are attached to do not give, or it 
will throw the Unas out. At each knot on the vine wire u hole is made with a bai 
about 1 foot deep, the cutting put in against the knot on the wire, and the hole 
tilled in with tine loose soil well pressed down but not too hard. When the row ll 
finished the vine wire is advanced to the second knot on the row wire, the other cue 
being measured off with a 10-ioot rod or whatever the distance between the rows niav 
bo. A second row wiro, of course, makes the work easier. 

When the Inst knot is reached on the row wlw it is advanced, being laid alwav I 
carefully in li.ie with the sighting rod; if this point is attended to, 10 vine will m 
more than 1 inch out of its place at the finish, lie careful in planting, not to hav" 
tho butt of the cutting in the : ubsoil ; l k ?hould b<' always in the top soil. Gutting I 
should invariably be disinfected before planting, uniess it is known that it has 
alreafly been done. They should be dipped for 20 minutes in a I per cent, solutio i 
of sulphate of copper— i.e., I lb. to 10 gallons of water. 

Varieties to Plant.— The varieties to be planted must depend upon tho climatic 
conditions of the district where the vineyard is situated ; tho distance from markets, 
as some varieties of wine and table grapes will not stand much knocking about : and 
also the requirements of customers. Some of the best-known grapes »vi!l be passed 
in review, that vignerons may be able to judge for ihonselves. 

To take wine grape 1 first. Varieties lecouuiiendcd for making claret class of 
wine : Carbene';, Ifalbec, Dolcetto, B. Hermitage, E^t .ir or Mataro. 

The Carbenet and Malbec are favourite varieties in the Bordeaux district of 
France, and have done well in all parts uf Australia ; are good bearers, ripen pretty 
early, and are free from disease in dry climates. They do best with long pruning, 
but also do well with short pruning. The Dolcetto is a North Italian variety; the 
wine from it has colour, aslringency, and full acidity, it nust 06 sulphured in tho 
spring, as must also the two former varieties ; short pruning. The B. Hermitage is 
the principal variety in the Hermitage district of France, where it is generally 
blended with the \V. He'-'oilage to give the wino ftrtttottO. It Ifl an excellent ull-i omul 
grape for Queensland, and will do well in all parts ; it does well with both long and 
hhort pruning. Tho Kspar is front the south of luauco, but is of Spanish origin. A 
proliHe hearer, but not to bo rooomnicudcd by Itself for a ::laret, as the wine is harsh 
and Inferior to that of other varieties. The grapes should bet fully ripe before pjoh 
Ingj short pruning. The two latter uvrieticH ate to be roconuuended for coastal 
districts. 

For Wines oi a Port Character.- V par, 13. Hormitage, Grenache, Klsinfeoro, 
Lenoir. The Grenaelie is a good bearer of Spanish origin, largely used in the pro- 
duction of Taiagona red wine, but it is very liable to fungus attacks in dump sur- 
roundings, and must be carefully looked after. The Bis^.toro la a hybrid 
American variety, giving a fair crop of small bunches and berries like most of the 
/Lstivalis hybrids ; density of must, high in good season ; deep colour and 
agreeable flavour ; short pruning. The Lenoir lu a hybrid American also, great 
cropper, and vigorous grower; makes a splendid grafting stock; wine keep m 
colour, of UOUtral ChftWUikr, passing for a port if sweetened up; long and snort 
pruning, according to soil All tho above varieties may be planted on the coast, 
except tho Grenache. Lenoir will require looking after for anthracnose. 

Pol Light White Wines rn Rock Character.- Kio; ling, Clairelte, \V. Hermitage, 
Ohnrdonay or W. Clusier, W. ttalv«nc. The Riesling is a very hue variety of 
German origin, producing excellent wino of great aroim and quality in its own 
country; si. vt pruning. Tho C'.airetto is what is called the VeuU ilhoot Queens- 
land, which is incorrect; great bearer, good for blending; inert pruning and in 
mog | places free from disease. Chnrdomi) or White Cluster : Fair bearer, glfinfl ft 
good quality of wino; free from disease; short and »ng pruning. W. Sal vino : 
Vigorous grower, good bearer; average quality wine, free from disease; .short 
pruning. The three last may bo p'anted on tho coast, but will requiro attention for 
anthrncnose, 
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For Sweet Whiie Wines and Wino of Sherry Character.— Vcrdcilho, Tokay, 
\V. Portugal, Malvatia, Fronlignnn, and the red, white and green Sal vinos. The 
Yerdoilho, known em Madeira in Queensland, is a fair cropper, small bunches, wine 
of good quality and aromatic ; very liable to oidium and rot; must bt frequently 
sulphured ; long pruning is hest. The Tokay, also liable to disease and rot in damp 
surroundings, produces excellent wines; good bearer ; long and short pinning. W. 
Portugal is a Maderia variety, good bearer, and gives good quality of wine ; liable 
to spot; short pruning. The Malvasia is found in all countries, and always glvci 
a line quality aromatic wine ; medium hearer, liable to oidium and spot if not nni- 
fully lookod after , short pruning. The Froolignan is the Muscat grnpc DStd in 
wine-making; fair bearer; excellent aromatic wine if properly prepared; liable to 
fungus diseases if not ear<>f Jly looked after; short pruning. Bed and green 8 il- 
vinos, medium bearers with high density musts, but the grapes arc bad carriers, and 
very liable to rot with wet; fairly resistant to disease; short pruning. 

The green Salvino is improperly called Riesling at Roma— " Grig/dings." Paddy 
called them. 

It must be understood that only a few cf the best-kno.vn varieties have ken 
mentioned. There ore nif.uy fine varieties, newly imported, being experimented 
with at the State farm?, which will bo rcpoucd upon later on. 

Coming to tabic grapes, there is a wide choice, but those which give aompli Us 
satisfaction are not very numerous. There can be no doubt, however, that many 
varieties now spoken of unfavourably would do well if more attention were given to 
winter dressings and spring sprayings. 

Very Early Varieties.— MadeUine Royal, Early V. Malvasia, Courtiller, Ma- 
lingre. The Madeleines, of which there are several varieties, are a fair quality table 
grape, ripening about loth December beluw the Itewge; being thin-skinned, it is a 
bad carrier, liable to oidium unless looked after. The same remarks apply to the 
Karly W. Malvasia, but it is a better carrier ; short pruning for both varieties. The 
Courtiller is a ChassHas seedling, huely imported from France, and not fruited yet. 
The Malingro is a very early bet poor-quality greenish berry, without much merit ; 
short pruning. None of the above arc suitable for tho coast unless very carefully 
lookod after for diseases. 

Early 1'arutirs.- Sweetwater or Chasselas dor/-, 11. Hamburg, V. de KjOSMDI, 
lllue Portugal. A do/.en dilTercnt gruncH aro called Sweetwater in Queensland ; llic 
correct vino should answer Ihu following description : -Young leaves brotlXC green, 
adult leaves light ;'reen \vlih a lec.den huo, glabrous ubovn and below, generally tii- 
lobod with shallow slims, tunall blunt teeth, long footstalk; huueh cylindrical 
conical, compact or loose according to soils, not much shouldered, stalk longifth, 
berry round, llesh to soft according to soil, golden colour when ripe, touched with 
redress when caugl I by tbuHUii, llavour very agreeable Black Hamburg : Too well 
known to need description ; should bo grown everywhere with ordinary care. J 1 ' de 
Lonseps is a hybrid American, small bunch, while grapes; excellent llavour, U\\t 
bearer, liable to anthrafnose; long or short pruning. Blue Portugal, origin 
unknown, certainly not Portuguese; fair quality, good bearer, but very liable to 
ttuthracnose ; can only be grown in very dry localities. Chasselas dorc, B. Hamburg 
and Lesseps recommended for coast districts. 

Medium ami Late Varieties. — Illw uoimn leyio est. — Black Prince, Muscat Ham- 
burg. Muscat of Alexandria, Crystal, Royal Ascot, Mrs. Pince, Malaga, Calabic^e, 
Morocco Prince, Gros Cohnan, Doradillo, &c. Crystal, Malaga, und Doradillo very 
liable to anthraenose— the two former especially ; the latter is a valuable white prapo 
resisting wet ; short pruned. Muscat Hamburg and Mrs. Pince are two excellent 
black muscats, freo from disease and good for coast and northern districts, food 
croppers ; long and short pruning. Muscat of Alexandria, tho king of table grapes, 
but cursed with the vice of non-setting; tins deficit is getting more common from 
want of precautions in selecting canes for planting from good stocks. Notwith- 
standing all that may bo said to the contrary, this and the Gordo Blanco are' one and 
tho same grapo; tho Muscat of Alexandria in Spain is called Gordo Blanco. Tho 
dliTcronce in the shape of the bunch aud berries is not a variation, as the Muscat of 
Alexandria will have, on tho sumo bunch, round und oval berries und on tho eauif 
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vine, short anil long bunches ; the writer litis frequently scon the s.unc thing on tho 
Gordo, which ; s supposed to be a dill'erent grape. The Muscat of Alexandra is 
extremely prolate and a vigorous grower, but is veiy liable to fungus diseases and is 
t bad setter. To combat this latter dulcet, drastic pinching, sulphuring at flowering 
time, ringing, itc., are retorted to, but at times without efr'ect. Experiments will 
bo made at the Westhrook Faun this year on this point, and re6ults published ; both 
short and long puming can be given. Black Prince: Too well known to need 
description ; Hablo to anthracnose and rot ; would not do well on coast unless care- 
fully looked after ; long and short pruning. Hoyal Ascot : Vigorous grower and 
good bearer; should do well on coast; long r.nd short pruning. Morocco Prince : 
Nino time* out of ten the Oros Column is called Morocco Prince in Queensland, and 
the two vines are utterly unlike. Bunch of Morocco Prince is small and loose ; 
berry large, oval, fleshy,' and agreeable, colour reddish purple. Oros Column is a 
forked bunch ; berry large and round, colou*/ dark red, veiy liable to crack in wet 
weather. Both vines require short paining, and thould do well on ti e coast. There 
tare mar y other varieties of merit, but to enumerate them all would outlast a Russian 
winter. All the above are of Europoan origin, but there are, however, many varieties 
of American hybrids which should be mentioned. Although, generally speaking, the 
size of the bunch :md the qua'ity of the berry of American varieties Is inferior to that 
of Yinifera varieties, especially in the defect of the slimy pul»i 30 frequently met 
with, yet their freedom from disease makes the Americans favourites ail along the 
coast as far north as the vine is planted. The varieties to be recommended are : — 
Concord, bunch medium, berry round, colour black; Delaware, bunch small, berry 
round, colour red ; Iona. bunch large, berry round, colour red; Goethe, bunch large, 
berry oval, colour amber; Miles, bunch small, berry round, colour black; A!vey, 
bunch small, berry round, colour black; Hulander, bunch small, berry round, colour 
red. 

Cultivation.— Vines should be ploughed twice a year ; the first time to about 
the end of May, and the second towards the end of August. The first ploughing 
should betiway from the vines to the contre of the space between the rows, the ob- 
jiet being to allow the soil round the roots to well aUratc, as this invigorates ihe vine 
and induces healthiness; the second ploughing at the end of the winter throws the 
soil back again to the vines. Do not listen to those who say one ploughing a year k 
BUilicicnt; in soils at all inclined to be heavy it is utterly insullieii nt. Ploughing 
break?; up and brings to the surface noil ordinarily out of roach of tin- action of air, 
light, and rain. These latter chemically decompose the noil, whirl) yields up fii • h 
Hiippliea of plant food at eve.y ploughing. Vines on noil* insullieii nlly ploughed 
cannot give as good a crop or bu as healthy as those on soils properly ploughed. 
Ploughing Hhould from tfie first be deep. Homo surfaco roots will be broken, whirl) 
will do no harm ; the vine soon leiuns to send its main roots below thu depth of the 
plough. Pruning oft surface-roots is advisable if the vineyard is small, but for a 
large vineyard the work is long and troublesome. The plough will do it roughly, 
but oflectively. The cultivator should be kept going when weeds are getting tho 
upper hand, when the surface cakes after rain, or when the ground cracks from 
drought. The number of scarifyings will, therefore, entirely depend upon the soil, 
season, A'C Never let couch or nut grass get n hold in vines. Do not beconu nt, 
with running a cultivator through tho rows, leaving tho woods to seed in the strips 
between the vines. It looks bad, and does not pay iu the cud. Chip them as soon 
as the scullling is finished. 

Thki.lihino.— If the vines are to bo trellised it is better to trelli3 them the year 
after they are planted, if the soil is fertile and they have made a good start, other* 
wise stakes will have to be provided the second year, which would be an unne< essary 
outlay. If the expense can be borne, the writer strongly advises trellising the vine- 
yard; tho crop will be larger, tho quality of fruit liner, and the risk of fungus attacks 
and rotting of fruit from wet considerably reduced, Most people are content with 1 
two-wire trellis, the 3tock being trained on the lower wire and the canes tied to the 
upper; but this is insufficient, and not less thun three wires should be used, otherwise 
thort topping will be nee. ; suy «"hich is injurious, and thu fruit runs tho risk ol 
being uwbiunt, with consequent witting aud uucycu lineuLig, The vmu ut the 
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State farms are on five wi e trellises, the socond wire being double, n who fixe d with 
staples passing on either s doof the post*, whieh ure pui in sideways, and are 3 to 4 
inches thick. The young shoots in the spring grow up between the two wiroi, re- 
ducing damage by wind to a minimum, and doing away with tying up. The first 
wire on which the stock is trained is 18 inches from the ground, the double wire 12 
inches higher, a third 12 inches higher, and a fourth 15 inches from the third, or 
about 4 feet 9 inches from the ground. The numbei could be reduced to thrti for 
most places, but the incessant winds at Westbrook and Biggeuden necessitate closer 
wires to provent breakage. The posts are H feet apart, and sunt: 2 feet (» inehes & i p ; 
etraiocrs aro sunk 4 ft. The soil of these vineyards is very yielding in wuft weather, 
and requires deep trellising. In sandy or gravelly soiN, posts and strainers could bo 
put in less deep. No. 8 wire is used for training tho stock on, and No. 1U for the 
rest. Vignerons unable to spend much on trellising must put in light*! material ; 
but the trellising of the State vineyards is described that an idea may be given of how 
a good substantial trellis should be put in— not necessarily for imitation. The low. 
ost wire can be more than 1H inches from the ground ; but do not put it too high, HI 
as it gives too little height for the shoots tc grow before being topped, which I, un- 
iveisal and carried to deplorable lengths or rather shortnesses. 

Stakino, — If the vineyard is to be bush-piuned and not trelliscd, the young vines 
must be staked the second season, otherwise tho force of the wind jn tho strong 
growth will cause distortion and breakage of the thin stems; the st .kes should bo 
about J feet long and 3 by 3 inches or 3 by 2 inches, driven firmly mtothe ground. 
Unless there is constant supevision in tying up, there will always be damage to rank 
growers like tho B. Hermitape; to avoid this, the writer, at the Westbiook Farm, lias 
adopted the following system :— Three sawn stakes, 6 feet }| by lj inches, arc driven 
round tho vino in the shape of an isosceles triangle, and the top brought together; a 
wire ring encircles the three stakes at about 2 feet from tho ground. In this way 
breakage by wind is most impossible, and tying up reduced to a minimum. 

Phevkntion of Disease. — If the cuttings or rooted vines were proper); dis- 
infected before planting, it is improbable that they will be, tho first year, affected 
with fungus disease. The following winter all the plants should, after priming, bo 
painted with a solution of 1 lb. of commercial sulphuric acid to I gallon of water. 
Thu proper time to apply it is just before the buds start to swell, a. id it In Utterly 
useless to apply it earlier in the season. Another solution is I lb. ot sulphate of iron, 
^ lb. of sulphuric aoid, and 1 gallon of water. I'ut oh old elolhes when lining il, 
ami paint the whole vino, especially tho spurs. This dressing will in most eamm ho 
HUllicieut to keep olT disease, but PMM vines being very susceptible, and nun < 
pecially in damp localities or on the const, subsequent treatments may bo noc< .uy. 

Vignerons must always bear in mind that an unhealthy vine is more easily at- 
tacked than a healthy one, end thai, stagnant moisture at the roots, Improper prun- 
ing, poverty of soil, or improper cultivation aro cause.! of sickness in viae*, l*re« 
vention is butter than cure. But some varieties, however woll looked after, will uf« 
fer from fungoid attacks— i.e., oidium o v powdery mildew rod a.ithraenose ot hack 
spot; and tc prevent these, timely sulphuring and spraying arc indicated. Sulphur- 
ing should, as a rule, form part of thu cultivation scheme, and every teaaOO ulphur 
should be dusted on tho young shoots when about 4 in^iu-s in length, and again on 
tho young grapes, after setting, when of tho size of luigo shot. The yjung grapes 
should be well shaded at the time. Bellows aro sold for tho purpose, but a line 
muslin bag or fmo Hour dredger acts just as well and are less cumbersome to handle. 
For anthracnoso timely spraying is indicated, although some authorities recommend 
dusting the vines with powdored sulphite of iron, lime, and sulphur.

and February, 18 ( J0, p. 124 ; there is not much to choose between them, and readers 
oau take their choice. The great point, howovcr, to be observed in these Spraying! 
in thci - fitMrttfOft ; nino times out of ten they ate givori too late— tnat is, when tho 
r iot is already showing. To a certain oxtont it prevents its spread ii g, but the dam- 
age to flower, fruit, or wood has already been done when the spot shows. Now, for 
the spores of these fungi to bo able to germinato a cortain degree of atmospheric 
humidity is necessary, for it will bo noticed that during continued dry weather they

The condition:; Otost 
propitious for their germination arc during muggy, fongy, damp w^utlnr. or after 
spring and summer raim., when the evaporation from the hot Moil uvittrafc the Mi 
with moisture, which is deposited as heuvy dew at night. It in at '.his time il .a 
spraying should be spotted with the effect of nipping in tho bud tin; nascent fungus 
attacks. If vignerons would bear this advice in mind and hasten to spi.iy their 
vines within twenty-four hours of wet or muggy weather, the attacks of anthracno.-e, 
and oidium albo, on the most suwoptiblo vines will be diminished. Whan grapes 
are full grown and ripening they are much more resistant, and precautions may bo 
dispensed with. 

YVintfu I'iicnino ami Su.UMt:n Pianino. — These two subjects are too compre- 
hensive to be included in this article, and, besides, thoy nave r.iuudy been dealt with 
if) fonnei articles, to which the reader is referred. Thero are various other detail! 
connected with viticulture, such as grafting, drainage, ifce., »V*c., but these do net 
come within fie scope of the present article ; they will be taken in hand in future 
nrticles. 

The various details of vitioulture dealt with in this article haw necessarily been 
touched upon somewhat briefly, but thu writer trusts that even so the advice given 
may provo of some assistence to those who Intend to give it a trial. 



FEEDING HORSES. 

A paper on the feeding of horses was read recently before the Glasgow Agricul- 
tural Discussion Society by Mr. T. B. Hamilton. Ho said : — 

In olden times horses had to subsist upon the produce of Lhe farm, or the 
surrounding districts, so that their diet consisted almost entirely of oats, barley, 
beans, hay, straw, and roots, and, within my own recollection, not only were the 
horses engaged on the farm fed upon oats and hay, according tot^o discretion of the 
man who worked them- in quantities which I may say had generally m> direct relft* 
tion to the capacity of the horse's stomach — but they received every night, titer 
coming in from ihoir hard day's work, a large pailful of boiled fond, the principal 
Ingredients of which wore barley, beans, roots, ami wheat or oat cha& II WttH not 
be wiiiuh rid nl that, fed in (Hiefl i|uaiititicH, and afb'i a fali;;i iim day' \ rk, wh- n 
the process ftj digestion is least ..etivo, on u much too highly albuminoid diet, eolhi 
tusoe were of frequent occurrence, and tho mortality was high. IdoiiMwbdi fn 
eonv >y that I condemn the practice of giving boiled food absolutely ; there an' many 
eases where (properly prepared and judiciously administered) thu u \< ot boiled food 
is attended with the vcry'bost results; as, for i istaruc, when a home is in a low 
condition, recovering from a prostrating illness, or is suffering from some, denial 
affection. Then in many instances it is tho only practicable way of using Up eel tain 
farm products, such as damaged grain, of which thero will be a very large iraaulity 
throughout the country at the present timo, the result of the unfortunate h;uve:t. 
In thig way oats, although discoloured, or even slightly altered chemically by < x 
posure, when used in association with a proper proportion of peas or beans, roots 
and chalT, make an excellent nutrient food for horses doing bard work. At all 
time9 the greatest care must be observed in tho use of boiled food, as from its con- 
sistence horses are very apt to swullow before subjecting it to the requisite mastica- 
tion, which must be very complete and thorough in tho case of all food stulTs 
containing a largo percentage of Ktarchy matter, such as bar'ey and Indian COW. 
The snlivu, which becomes intimately mixed with the starches of these fooda durii g 
the process of mastication, has 'tho power of converting it into a form of sugar, 
without the change the material, or jty least the t.ieater part of it. passes through the 
alimentary track unabsorbed. This, again, forms a fruitful source of

and the fatal results which too frequently follow in its train. It should, therefore, 
bo an iroportaiH poiut in the preparation of boiled food to render it as diiiicult as 
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posbiblo for horses to bolt it, by using cut bay or straw of suflicient length to enforce 
the requisite mastication and salivation before it passes into the stomach. There 
are four elements whieh are essential to life— mimely, carbon, hydrogen, nitrogen, 
and oxygen, and theso oxisb in various proportions in the food-stuiTs which era thus 
classified — organic or combustiblo, and inorganic or incombustible. The organic 
Rre divided into two classes, nitrogenous ai.d non-nitrogenous. The former i t pi t- 
sent the albumens, and tiie hi'.ter the carbohydrates of starches. The function of 
the albuminoid or nitrogenous material is the repair of tissue waste— to assist in the 
formation of fat to a less degree, and to produce energy by absorption Qt oxygen. 
The feeding value of all food-stuiTs is decided by tho proportion of this matter, which 
exists in a potential form, to that of the fats n.nd carbohydrates. The white of an 
egg U the purest type of albumen, all tho waste products uf which leave the system 
through the medium of the kidneys in the form of urino, which is simply the pro- 
duct of the oxidat;on of the nitrogenous constituents of the body. The danger, 
therefore, of feeding an Animal on a rich albuminoid diet when it is renting, and 
there is therefore little tissue waste, will be apparent to ah. It is a fruitful source 
of a disease termed azoturia, which is manifested frequently when an animal is 
suddenly put to work after resting, but which can easily be avoided by paying proper 
attention to the composition and quality of the feed, as well as to the temperature 
of the stable and giving of the necessary exercise. Tats contain 80 per cent, of 
carbon and 10 per cent, of available hydrogen. This fact enables them to take first 
place among all food-stuffs, in respect of the amount of heat and energy obtained 
from combustion in tho body. Their particular function is the regulation of animal 
heat, and in this way they economise the use of albumen. Carbohydrates represent 
the starches, and their function after digestion is tho production of energy and 
oninial heat by oxidation. Their action and use is, therefore, similar to fats, but 
they are two and a-half times less valuable from a nutritive point of view. _ Their 
digestion is carried on principally by the action of the saliva and pancreatic juices, 
which convert them into an absorbable substance termed glucose. The saline mat- 
ters of the inorganic group are also important, as, besides assisting very materially 
in digestion and assimilation, they serve various other functions within the body. 
They are specially useful in preserving alkalinity of the blood, and eminently i^es;- 
sary to the formation of bone and muscle, and the removal of waste products out of 
the system. If in the selection of a diet for our horses we were restricted to a single 
class of grain, oats undoubtedly stand out ahead of all others as being the one con- 
taining in the best proportion all matter neoossary to Ufa, and would, therefore, be 
the choice of every horse-owner as being beat adapted to supply the material which 
an r.nimal gives off while doing work ; but, as several kiuds are available, I should 
certainly never hesitate, but should immediately prefer 

A MlXim MKT, 

as being equally as healthy and much less expensive. Many horse-owners, 1 know, 
continue to feed in the old way, but tho practice of single dieting is not nearly so 
common as it used to be, owners having to some extent got over the prejudice which 
lor such a lengthened period existed against tho use of Indian corn. This train, 
which in some countries has for long been tho staple diet, is the only new feeding 
factor which has been introduced into this country and made general use of during 
the last 20 years. The su( ?ess which has pretty generally attended its use in huge 
cities, where the mixed diet prevails, may have had some effect in bringing about 
the change of opinion ; but, principally, I think the reason is that horse-owners 
themselves are now paying more attention to tho chemistry of food and its functions. 
Before proceeding further, I should like to say that I am indebted to Mr. John 
Young, general manager, Corporation Tramways, who personally superintends all 
mattprs pertaining to the feeding of tho horses of the department, for access to the 
records of cost of provender, deaths from dietetic diseases, <fcc, all of which have 
been carefully and systematically noted from the initiation of the ayntem in 18U1 to 
tho present Jite. Some of these ascertained facts 1 intend to put be, ore you, in the 
hope that they will prove interesting by demonstrating tho actual effect over a huge 
itud of horsed of a system to feeding in whigh Indian ooru, as the agent of eupplying 
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the starches and fats required, has entirely displaced oats for nearly four and a-hah 
years. Where the stud is numerically large

beoomes a question of grave importance, inasmuch as the addition of a very small 
amount per horse per week may total n any thousands of pounds per annum, and 
thus mateiially affect the financial success of the undertaking in which the animals 
are engaged. This being so, it must be fully evident to everyone that, to manage 
successfully the feeding of a largo number of horses on the most economical lines 
those in charge must, with thorough knowledge of the uses and composition of the 
various food-stuffs, study tho markets so as to take advantage of the fall in price of 
any particular class of grain by substituting It in its proper proportions for some 
more expensive food stuffs. They can thus ensure that the same ratio of albumi- 
noids to carbohydrates nod fats may be continued, and in this wny a considerable 
saving in money may be effected, with results in heal'h and condition practically the 
same. In July, lbi)l, when the Glasgow Corporation took over and commenced tin 
working of the extensive system of tramways, the stud numbered upwards of 3000 
horses. These had been gradually accumulated during the four or five months pre- 
vious, and were drawn from different pints of the world, notably tho United States 
of America, Canada, France, Belgium, Ireland, and Wales. The majority were in a 
very green condition, although five and six years old, particularly the representatives 
of the States and Canada, from both of which countries we received largo numbers 
of excellent trammers. You will not, therefore, be surprised to learn that, alter 
having been exposed to the inclemency of the weather during the voyage across tho 
Atlantic, many of these animals developed severe colds and chest affections shortly 
after arrival. In fact, very few escaped some form of illness, and on July 1 a large 
number woro fit on'y for partial or half work. In this connection I may point out 
that only two of th so 3000 horses had to be rolurued to the denier aa bad worker: . 

1 don't know whether this may bi considered as a testimonial to the honesty of 
those who supplied them, to the careful handling of the car drivers, or to a natural 
bvo of the horses for tramway work, l'evhaps a little of all th-ee helped to produeo 
this remPikablo result,

followed the usual methods which are adopted in the preparation of horses for future 
work— namely, the giving of work according to physical fitress, and a diet in pro* 
portion to the effect of the work done. It usually occupies about three month* from 
the date of purchase of a tramway horse before it con be said to be lit for full work, 
and until that time has elapsed any work it may perforin during the period of pre- 
paration is not taken into consideration in calculating the weekly mileage to be aono 
by tho number of horses in the stable. At first, on account of the green condition of 
our horses, 110, and in some cases 10, horses were required lo supply sullicient power 
to enable a car to complete a full day's work, which at the present time is easily and 
comfortably performed by 10 seasoned trammel's. Tho object to be kept in view is 
the building up of the muscular frame without supplying fat in unnecessarily large 
quantities. Our conditioning feed consisted of : — Oats, 5 lb. ; maize, G lb. ; beans, 

2 lb.— 13 lb. (grain) ; hay, 10 lb. ; straw, 2 lb.— 12 lb. (bulk). Total, U lb. This 
mixture shows an albuminoid ratio of Hi, 11 :b. of the 25 lb. being the amount of 
material capable of complete digest'on and assimilation. Until October, 1890, or for 
a period of exactly two years and three months, oats continued ono of the ingre- 
dients of our standard mixture, but since that time it has oniy been in use on two 
occasions, each an unimportant length of time, ho that, practically speaking, the 
entire stud would have been fed for a period bordering upon four and a-half year* 
on

Dudng the wh^'o of that time the horses have maintained their condition, and 
their eftoiency has been at least equal to what it was when oats formed pit of the 
standard food. With regard to tho effect* of the change of diet, I fini from the

per cent, average stud por annum; without oats, '218 per cent. average stud per 
annum. In other words, a death has occurred from these causes yearly of o iu in 
overy 500 horses, practically the samo with both feuds, and very infrequent in either. 
Whilo these are the only fatal cases, I may add thtt cases of colic from indigestion 
r-ve very un isual. The daily rations issued to each cart horse- -the average weight 
uf which is 1100 lb.— are :— Maize. 10 lb. ; peas, 5 lb.— 15 lb. (grata) ; b»j, U lb. ; 
siraw, 4 lb.--13 lb. (foragn). Total, 28 lb. It represents iS albuminoid ratio of 
I'D; about 11 lb. of the 28 lb. are actually digestible. The Xttt uf this feed at em- 
lent prices works out at 7o. 8-8-!d. per week, which includes cost of prupaiatiun. If 
outs woro substituted 'c tno mailt and peas, and the hay and straw wjiv allo*H d to 
remain in the same proportions as above, 22 lb. of oats would bu necessary to supply 
the same foeding valco and maintain a like albuminoid ratio. The feed would thus 
be : — Oats, 22 lb. ; hay. U lb. ; straw, 1 lb. ; total, H lb. And the cust of thin ration 
at ourrent prices would oc 0s. 8 , 9Ud. per horse per week, tin Increase un 'he cobl of 
2s. pe. horse per week. The saving of thu amount can be calculated by each boTSC 
owner hero for himsel'. In the tramways departments, with ovt r 1000 bursas, it 
meuns many thousands of pounds yearly. Of course, I do not *hink many horso 
owners nowadays would oontlne themselves entirely to outs as a grain, but some 
sMll hang on to a mixture in which oat.i form a costly part, under the fmprci 
tboy are thereby conserving the health of theii stud. If the fact in health result* 
which I havo beon able to give mean anything, thsy clearly prove that, when desired, 
maize may bo substituted as a more economical constituent without any ri.-.k it hi 
ji zing the animals to which it is given. In making these remarks, 1 am award that 
I am entering on contentious ground, but, as t result ot my experience, I must 
maintain that Indian corn, when properly blended with peas or beans, carefully 
broken and mixed with out hay and straw, makes an ideal feeding for city hor. c *, 
whether ongagad ill last or slow work. No feed, however perfectly it may be 
blendod and proparod, oan bo lonofioial to those to which it is supplied unless every 
care in .shown in

Perhaps tramway work, in which each animal is only engaged regularly for 
about three hours in the 21, lend* itself to a porfeut system of feedm;* and oilier 
stable arrangements. In connection with this I an; able to givo transductions to 
strappers which are posted in every yard, and carried out in every detail. They a.e 
as follows : — All working hoises be fed six times dnily- -First feed, o.m. ; second 
feed, 8 30 a.m.; third feed, 11.30 a.m.; fourth feed, 2.30 p.m.; fifth fetid, 5.80 
p.m.; sixth feed, 830 p.m. All hordes ar to bo watered shortly before being fed. 
Horses going oc duty a;o to be to 1 not less than ono hour and not mors than two 
hours before leaving the stable. AH feeding to be damped In cooler and then thor. 
oughly mixed before placing in ma .gor. Coolers aro to bo cican.-ed out after each 
feeding. The proper amount of water for damping chalT is two pailful* to each . g\ !c 
of feeding. Each sack of feeding contains the requisite amounl fur two bora I Ml 
day. A tablospoonful of salt is to be dissolved in each pailful of water before mixing 
with tho food. Ail feeding left in mangers is to be collected and put iu the a oh I ; 
for steaming. These instructions map cut in every particular the procedure <u each 
day of the week in all our stables, so that at any time it is possible *o tell exactly 
what is going on, and at no time is anything relating to feeding left to the discretion 
of tho man in charge. The 

DAM?lNO Or T1IE FOOD 

is rigorously enforced, as, besides acting at an appetiser by libera tin-,' the natural 
aroma of tho hay, it is also of great assistance ai a digestive solvent by allowing tha 
saliva to permeate tho food more rapidly while in the mouth, it must not, howevi r, 
be used too lavishly, or, by lowering tho temperature, it may retard instead of increase 
the activity ot tho digestive prooess. Hegularity in feeding is of the utmost impor- 
tance, as the animals very quickly learn when to expect their food, and digestion is 
always nost actively carried on at such times. In addition to the standard mixture, 
tho following auxiliaries are issued ;— 

Treaclo— 1} lb, per horse por week— cost £d. per horse per week. 
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Oatmeal— 2£ lb. per horse per week— cost 2d. per horse per week. 
Pea-meal— 2J lb. per horse per week— cost '2d, per ho.so per week. 
Bran— 2^ lb. per horse per week — cost 2d. per horse p2r week. 

Total cost of these extras is 6$d. per horse per- week. Every day each animal 
receives one of its feeds in a steamed condition. This is arranged as .follows : -Any 
feeding which has been left uneaten in the mangers is collected before fresh feeding 
is put in and placed in a large cooler. To this the daily quantity of treacle is added, 
then boiling water is poured over it until thoi oughly saturated. A covering of bran 
is then added, and the mixture allowed to stand for three hours, or until next feeding 
time. This trci.tment provides an attractive and easily digested feed, but not ono 
which the animal can swallow without perfect mastication. Excellent results in 
condition attend the use of food so treated and, as digestion is much iacilitated by 
the softening of the grain, colio very seldom occur* among the horses - tier partaking 
of their mixture prepared in this way. It is very important to tlio ,ocee°sful feud- 
ing of a largo stud of horses that food skills should bo of the very ltrst quality, and 
that all dust should bo sifted, and other extraneous matter removed before distiibu- 
tion to the stables. For this reason the food for all our depots is mixed at and sent 
out from one central granary, and the method of operation there is as follows : — The 
grain is discharged from lorries into a large hooper fitted with wire netting, through 
which it pusses and is raised in bucket elevators to the top Hat, and run along in a 
screw, from which it is precipitated through shoots into largo bins in any part of Hie 
various Mats. From these bins the grain is run down the shoots to a serow in the 
bottom Hat, and tlutfico into elevators to tho top Hut, and passed through fanims to 
remove dust, Stt* All nails and smull pieces of iron uro extracted by powerful nuig- 
ncts, when tho grain is on tho way to tho bruisers. After passing through tho 
bruisers tho grain passes iiuo 11 largo hooper, and thence to the mixing machine. 
The hay and straw, while being passed through tho cutters, In funned lo remove 
dust, and then carried by elevators to tho top Hat, where it is passed over riddles to 
romovo any putt improperly cut, &o. It is then passed on to tho mixing machine, 
into which, by an automatic airungoment, the neceasaiy quantities of grain and 
chall arc precipitated, and after being thoroughly mixed it is passed through it shoot 
into bags, almost automatically. Those bags are stowed away on a loading it^fo 
from which they are built on lorries and forwarded to the various depotn of the uc- 
partmant throughout the city. During the year for May 81, 1000, for our average 
stud of -1000 horses, thoro was doalt with at the granary a total weight for feeding of 
over 1000 tons, In addition to which there wero 150 odd tons of treacle and about 
4000 tons or moss litter. Tho latter, of couiso, does not come in through the 
granary. The total cost of this immonso quantity of provender wait about 00,000, 
and the following is a statement showing tho year's expenditure for tho preparation 
of sumo nnd litter, less the amount realised for manure sold, showing the average 
cost per horso per week ;—

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PURE-BREP PIGS. 

At a meeting of tho Farmers' Institute in Pawnee City, Nebraska, Mr. John 
Blair read a paper, entitled M The thoroughbred hog as a money-maker." After 
Riving particulars of his own leng expeiience which went to show how profitable 
pure-bred animals are, Mr. Blair discussed another phase of the question, which is of 
importance to swine-breeders everywhere-- i.e., the tendency towards delicacy. 

"This ia a charge often made against pure bred stock of all kinds. So far as 
the hog is concerned, this charge »3 not altogether without foundation, for 1 think 
many of our pure-bred hogs, as well as grades of mixed breeds, arc too tine boned 
and small to be profitable. There are several causes for this that I might hero men- 
tion. One in the constant use of immature breeding animals, Helectel from hogs of that 
type, and fed highly upon corn in their infancy, the result of thU practice reducing 
the tii/o and quality of bone of any breed of swir.o. The tendency is to too much ftti 
rather than bone and muscle. It is diilicult for the pig to make bone and musclo 
out of a food that does not contain these elements to any material extent. Tho 
remedy is thin: Use more clover, alfalfa (lucerne), and other grass, oats, barley, oil 
meal or shorts in connection with corn. The creamery fellows will tell you to milk 
more cows, Bell them the cream, and feed the milk to the pigs. I presume the 
advice is worthy of consideration but as I have had no experience in that method 
of feeding, I am not qualified to say much, if anything, regarding tho effects or 
proBt. 

" Have we reached a climax? I answer, no. Someone just about hit the nuil 
on the heai when he said something like this : ' The striking dilTerence now appa- 
rent among other various breeds must become less marked and must gravitate 
toward the same model - that of a perfect hog, at the same time having in mind the 
one common purpose — viz., the greatest amount of pork at the least cost.' The 
ideal form must adjust itself to meet the requirements of the consumers anu pro- 
ducers. That form must of necessity app.oach a common standard, since the end 
of all ia the pork barrel." 



FAVUS IN POULTRY. 

Favur is a disease produced by a minuto parasitic fungus, known scientifically 
as Aehorion fchunkiuii (Hemak). ThiR fungus attacks the oomb, wattles, and neck, 
Ac, of birds, and causes the feathers of the latter to fall off. Sometimes one side of 
the neck only may be affceted, becoming quite deplumed, whilst tho other shows no 
signs of invasion ; but, as a rule, it is the comb that suilers first and most from tho 
attack. 

Tinea f avast is common to man, the cat, dog, rabbit, and is particularly preva- 
lent in rata and mice. Mr. J. White Fox states that it is rarely met with, however, 
in human beings in this country. 

It is very destructive in poultry-yards, and, being highly contagious, often 
Bpreads with great rapidity. A single diseased cock soon contaminates the .vhole 
run. 

The first signs of an attack of favus aro small, pale, irregular, cuplike snots on 
the comb or wattles, generally appearing on the comb first. These spots grow 
together, and sooner or later form a confluent covering of a dirty yellowish grey sub- 
stance, which is often arranged in concentrio layers. These crusts oflen grow to a 
considerable thickness. When present on the comb or wattles thero may bo a com- 
plete and rapid disappearance of tho malady ; but when the feathered areas become 
invaded it is more persistent. I have seen the breast, and especially the rump, 
denuded by this fungus which, when present on the feathered parts, usually ends 
fatallv unless treatment is resorted to. Tho feathers become erect and dry and fall 
oft, and leave behind the denuded skin covered with yellowish-grey crusts, showing 
here and there depressions from which tho feathers have fallen, Tho fungus may 
oasily be observed by s-jraping the diseased surface or the Bkin under the crusts, and 
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examining the d6brls under the m;c> oscope. It will thon be seen to consist of a 
number of fine threads, the mycclia and numerous sporus, sometimes nearly tlio 
whole mass com posed of the latter. To examine tho fungus, the ucbris from tl.e 
Bkiu and crusts should be put on a slide, and then moistened with distilled water 
ar.d a little acetic acid. 

Nearly nil breeds seem easily susceptible, but I have never known this din 
to occur in Indian game. Zurn states that those of Coohin China aie most liable 
to it. 

Care should be taken in handling patients, as the disease can be transmitted to 
man, on whom it is not so amenable to treatment as in birds. I fancy, however, 
that the disease can only be planted either naturally or artificially on an abraded 
surface. At least, in experimenting on poultry, I have found this to be tho 
case. 

Treatment,— This consists Ui bathing the invaded parts with warm water and 
soft soap, and then applying somo ointment to destroy the parasite. Nitrate of 
silver well rubbed into tho comb and wattles has been found of great benefit j an 
ointment of 5 per cent, of tho nitrate of silver in lard may bo used fo' this purpose, 
I have found red oxide of mercury one part, to lard eight parts, an ex ;ellent remedy 
If used for several days. A correspondent of the Board of Agriculture advises 
"powdered zinc, copper, and iron rubbed on the damp comb." At t5<o recent 
Poultry Conference at Heading, thymol was mentioned as a possible remedy for favu. , 
it having been used successfully in treating ringworm, a somewhat similar panuittc 
disease in the human subject. 

In any case, it is mosi essential to well foment the diseased parts previously to 
applying the ointment, and to remove as far as possible all the favic crusts with a 
blunt knife. One cannot be too careful in examining afresh bird before turning bin 
into the run, which, needless to say, should not be done if any signs of favus ate 
noticed upen it. 

Should the disease disappear, the bird should be at once isolated an 1 treated, as 
when the parasite reaches the feathered tracts it is much more diflicr.lt to eradicate. 
—Fred W. Theobald in the Journal the Hoard of Agriculture. 



FUMIGATION OP INSECT PESTS. 

The great drawback to moro general adoption of fumigation for the various 
scales that infest fruit trees lies in tho dilliculty of adjusting the tents. Where A 
man and a boy can go into the orchard with a spray pump, and get over quite u 
large number of trees in the day, it requires a gang o' careful mon to fumigate a 
comparatively very much smaller number of trots. Certahly, fumigation which 
under tho ordinary system may bo said to roquiro at least one hour per Ire** to do 
everything with tho necessary care, will elloct a result that cannot, pcrbap*, be 
achieved, as in the case of red scale, in four or five sprayings. 

The 'ents hitherto usod in New South Wales are after the pattern of tin 
adopted in California. There, however, the trees are generally of greater propor- 
tions than ours, and the system under which citrur orchards are worked makes it 
much easier to get for prcise work like fumigation, at all times, the requisite labor. 
In the United States, Professor Johnson, who has had wide experience in ftp: aying, 
has found that white California sheet tents are right enough for irrigated orchards, 
trees of smaller habit of growth oan bo more expeditiously and effectively treated in 
what he calls box tents, and which aro really of tho same stylo u* tho little eanva 
covered frames of the Fruit Expert, Mr. W. J. Allen, designed and illustrated ha Ijh 
orchard notos as suitable for the handy treatment of nursery stock. 

In describing his fumigator, Professor Johnson says:— "Tho effective ness of 
this gas dependi largely upon the accuracy with which the cubic contents of the 
space enclosed is estimated. It is difficult to oDtaiu with exactness the cubic con- 
tent of a \oono tent covering a tree. To overcome this dilliculty I perfected a eai .as 
or box tont which I call tho 1 Emory fumigator.' In »ny fust expcuincnt' the box* 
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were constructed on a large scale, so as to cove r trees varying from 15 ft. to 20 ft. in 
height. The boxes wero made with hoods which extend from 7 ft. to 10 ft. above 
the top of the box. They were bandied by means of rigging. It require? three or 
four men to operate an outfit of this kind, the help depending upon tho number of 
fumigtitors in use. It requires one man to look after chemicals and keep time, 
while two or throe others are neoessary to handle the boxes and rigging. The cost 
of the Errcvy fumigftor depends upon the size. A very handy and Generally Bigfpl 
size is the 6 loot square ft base .aid from 8 ft. to 10 ft. in height, not count ing*uio 
hood extension. There boxes are made ot 8-oz. cotton duck, such as is used in tho 
array for tents and sails. The cloth is tacked over the four seotions, the box being 
fastened togother afterwards with screws. The hood was fastened securely around 
the top, and it was ready for use. When trees are under 8 feet in height a smaller 
box can be used to good advantage. A box 5 bet square at baso 7 ft. to 8 ft. high, 
with flat top, is perhaps the most x?%?tfj in orchards for trees of this character.' " 

Professor Johnson quotes a case where, with fifteen of these fumigator3 in use, 
0,000 Japanese plums and several hundred peach-trees were successfully treated last 
autumn for 3d. per troe:— " Three strips of ducking, each 20 feet long, were stitched 
together and securely fastened around a light wooden mime. Another pieco 
of cloth was then taoked over the top and around tho edges, resulting in a gastight 
enclosure. Boxes of this character cost about £1 each. At the same time the cloth 
was not injured. After the work was done, the duck was removed from the boxes 
and used as wagon-covers fo/ hauling fruit. Tents or boxes made in this manner 
are given a heavy coat of boiled linseed-oil ; this makes them perfectly tight and 
more durable. 

u The chemicals used for the fumigation of orchard trees are the same as Tor 
nursory stock, the proportion, however, varying slightly. In the nursery OL'o 
gramme oyanide per cubic foot space enclosed is used, while in the oi chard only 20 
gramme per cubic foot is necessary. In estimating chemicals follow instructions 
given In previous issues for the fumigation of nursery stock, and heed cautions 
cited." 

All details as to quantity of oyanide, Ac, based on work carried out in New 
Bouth Wales can, however, be found in Mr. Allen's table. 

This method is not easily applied to very huge trees, but it MtlRt to he tho 
coming remedy for younger trees, especially those under 10 feet in height, in orchard* 
where scale insocta have become established. Tho work can be donn quickly, and 
tho cost cf equipment is not very great.— New South Wales Ayrituttum Otmttr, 



CHEESE-MAKING. 



(By M. A. O'Callaohan, the New South Wales Dairy Expert.) 

The passing of the Commonwealth Act has put rather a different aspect on 
cheese-making in this State. Hitherto we would have had to pay toll on ony sheen 
which we might send to most Australian markets other than Sydney, while Vic- 
torians, Queensland, and New Zealanders had free access to our local markets. 
Now there is a certainty that we shall have a free n; .iKet in any part of Aus'.ralm , 
while there is the probability that cheese makers in all other parts of the world, 
even in New Zealand, shall have to pny a tax before they can put their goods OH 
Australian markets. This means that New South Wales cheese-makers should bo 
able to get a better market for a really good article. New Zealand, because of its 
cooler climate and better watered pasture lands, is more suitablo to high -class 
cheescmaking than almost any part of New South Wales, still there are parts of 
this State where the pastures are free from noxious weeds, where the undulating 
lands are well watered, and where the temperature is seldom very high, and there, 
with duo care, a high-class ChcMar cheese might be made. If should bo otorlj 
understood that injurious fermen. aliens, aided bf high temperatures and a mu- y 
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atmosphere, affect cheese making much more than butter-making, and if good 
cheese id to be made in this State, the milk must have special treatment. Ferine, 
tation proceeds very rapidly in milk during our summer weather, und for clnc-sa 
making it is necessary that the milk should be carefully controlled from the moment 
it leaves the cow's udder until it is made into the finished product. If possible, this 
is even more necessary with milk intended for 90ft cheeses, such as Stilton or 
Gorgonzola, than with hard or pressed cheeses like Cheddar or Cheshire. T ho milk 
should be passed through a strainer, and then over a cooler or aerator, as soon as it 
is milked. Factories making cheese would do well to get the farmers to deliver tho 
milk twice a day during summer, so that the cheeseitmker might control the even- 
ing's milk by placing it in a vat kept cool by the circulation of cold water or brine, 
because if the night's milk should become too acid (milk for cheese-making should 
never be allowed to develop more than *2H of 1 percent, of lactic acid) oy morning 
by quality of the entire batch of cheese will be lowered. Farmers who hold the milk 
overnight would require to strain and aerate it as poinied out, and then would do 
well to stand the vessels containing the milk in cold wator. Another extremely 
important item in cheese making is that the cows should have clear running streams 
in which to drink ; stagnant pools and low, marshy rank pasturo lands are fatal to 
the manufacture of good cheese. I have given below a short description of tha 
technique of English Cheddar, and of some toft now milk ami cream cheeses. 
Cheese -makers who have been accustomed to making Cl.^ddar on tho Canadian 
system as taught by the Hawkesbury Agricultural College will recognise the chief 
points of difference. Instead of allowing tho curd to mat in the vat as is done in 
the method below described, it is removed from the vnt immediately it draws threads 
about a quarter of ineh by the hot iron test, placed in the draining utensil and 
stirred by the hand rapidly for some minutes to aerate it and prevent it matting. It 
is then packed and allowed to mat as in the English system, cut into nick -shaped 
pieces, and allowed to cheddar, being turned about every twenty minutes. The 
remainder of the technique is similar to that of English Cheddar, save tome details, 
such as bathing cheese in warm water, which is done to improve the coat, and which 
Ifl scarcely practicable or neeessnry in factories whero large quantities a e made. It 
has also been found that twenty four to thirty six hours suNices to lt&96 the etaOM 
press -factories emjld scarcely afford to allow eheesu to remain three d»iys in press. 
Cheddar cheese on tho Knglish principle is made on thu Kameruka usta'.e near Uogft 
with min h MieuoM, hut tho Canadian principle will be found to answer .piito a:: well 
for our trade, and even under trying olrcuniKtuncoB thu opening up ami aeration of 
the curd immediately tho whoy U removed will be found to bo an luivunlago. I 
havo been repeatedly asked for the technique of cream ehecse-making, and now givo 
details of same, as well us of some other fancy cheeses. The market for theso 
classes of cheeses is very im%li in Australia, hut it is possible to develop a market 
for any «ood class fancy cheese to an extent to pay private makers with timo to 
spare. There is at present sold in Sydney a Canadian fancy cheese put up in jars, 
which is meeting a good demand, and which mu*t bo paying the makers hand- 
somely. 

CHI'.riPAH CHEESE. 

The General Engliah Method— Technique. 

Tho evening's milk, after being aerated and thoroughly strained, is placed in 
cheese vat and occasionally atirrod. Noxt morning the evening's milk is skimmed, 
the cream heated to a temperatures of 05 degrees, and mixed with the momlng'l 
milk, after which the whole is mixed with the skimmed evening's milk in the vat. 
The temperature of the whole will now be 70 to 75 degrees. 

The temperature of the whole in now raised to 84 degrees by hot water poured 
into the double sides of the vat, or by steam jet. At this point the acidity of tho 
milk should be ascertained ; if 4 fluid ouncen of milk can be coagulated by B c.e. of 
Hansen's rennet in from twenty to twenty Ave seconds at H4 degrees, the correct 
amount of acidity has been developed, and rennot may be added at the .ate of §| to 
4 oz. to 10Q gallons of milk which will coagulate in from 45 to 50 minutes. If tlm 
milk is not acid enough it may be allowed to remain at 84 degreos a little longor, ov 
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a Utile sour whey may be added. It the milk is very acid a larger quantity of rennet 
may he used, and the succeeding operations performed quickly so as to prevent the 
dovol jp:nent of too much acidity, or if too iweet a suitable amount of rennet, and 
the & jeeeediog processes longer delayed. As aoon as the curd is ready to cut, which 
is ascertained by it breaking clear over the finger, it is gently cut with the vertical 
knife both ways, and afterwards in the same fashion by the horizontal knife. The 
ourd .'s now allowed to rest for a short time to permit separation of whey nftei which 
the bottom and sides of the vat are cleaned with the hands, the curd cut quite aatll 
until the size of peas and then allowed to settle for about fifteen minutes, when 
scalding may commence. It is first gradually heated up to 00 degree3, at which 
point it is stirred for fifteen minutes, then to 95 degrees, being stirred for fifteen 
minutes, and finally up to 100 or 102 in cold weather, and stirred with the breaker 
until in a fit condition for draining off whey. 

The curd is fit to gather when it shows a disposition to sink rapidly, has a shotty 
appearance, and squeaks on the teeth, and gives threads nearly an inch long with 
the hot iron test. It is no •/ allowed to sink to the bottom, and weighted rack is 
applied to cause the combination of the curd particles, after which the whole is cut 
through the centre, rolled up, and pressed whilst the whey drains olT. When sufli- 
ciently dry the curd is removed in bricks to the curd drier, covered with dry cloths 
and weighted, cut up and turned occasionally (every half hour) until the curd 
presents a dry, mellow, rich appearance, tears up stringy, smells acid, and draws 1 
inch with the hot iron test. 

The curd may now be ground and Halted if at a temperature of 75 to 78 de- 
grees (2 lb. of salt to 100 ib of curd), thoroughly mixed and put into cheese vat at 
70 to 75 degrees, first putting warm cheese cloth in cheese vat. Place in press and 
add weight gradually until weight reaches 10 cwt. at end of two hour, (at the Sent 
turn of press, whey ought to ooze out freely), and then allow it to remain thus until 
next morning. 

Next morning the cheese is bathed for one minute in water at 120 degrees, tbo 
cheese cloth wrung out and replaced under press. Next day grease rough end, place 
cap on and put under press with smooth cloth. On the third day grease other and, 
place cap on and put under press until three full dr.ys are completed. The weight 
meanwhile being increased to 1 ton, when the cheese may be strongly bandaged, 
and, after being weighted and dated, placed in curing room at M to 70 degrees. In 
about ten week the cheese will ho fit to uhp, having shrunk li nor cent, from green 
cheese, or to about 15 per cent, from weight of curd. Good eneese when ripening 
should have an orangc-liko smeii, firm and springy to thy touch, and should no', 
heave. Choese mnde from sour milk fouls less firm and more spongy. In curing- 
room ohoeses are turned every day ; to be good the choese should show greasy and 
smeary upon testing iron. Only cheese gauze should be used for capping purposes, 
as if butter cloth or other material is used it is difllcult to remove again. 

In summer the temperature of the ovenlng'a milk should show about 61 dogrcca 
in the morning ; in winter, CO to 08 degrees. 

When the cheese is stripped It should bo of a light-brown colour, as u yellow, 
groany colour is not good. 

COULOMltlBllH— HOFT N);W MILK L'HEEbEH — TKCIINIQUli. 

• In the manufacture of this cheese whole milk is used. This is set 82 degrees 
to 84 degrees F., and | cubic centimetre of Hansen's rennet to every 30 lb. or '2 
gallons of milk used Is added. Stir constantly for a few minutes, and occasionally 
for the first two hours (or until the milk sets) to prevent the cream rising ; but care 
must be taken not to stir after the milk 6ets. Tho curd will be ready to cut in eight 
or nine hours, but a little green whey must have collected on the top before the 
ladling-out commences. The curd is ladled out In fine slices into moulds made 
double, the top half of which mould can be removed while the cheese is draining. 
The mats on which the cheese rests should be scalded before use, und the boards 
used ahould be of vellow plnu or beech. Two or three spoonfuls ought to be put 
into the moulds a few minutes before filling in the bulk, as this prevents loss through 
pretsurs at the bottom. If cveam bus collected on the top, remove this, nod use for 
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butter-making, us this spoils the appearance of the cheeses When the curd has 
settled into the hottom part of the mould, which will probobly be next morning, a 
rnut (mude of straw) and board is placed on the low if pin t of the mould, and tho 
whole inverted. When the cheeses are almost firm enough for the moulds to be 
removed they are turned, and salt carefully sprinicied on the upper side. The 
cheeses remain so for eight to twelve hours, or say till next morning, when they are 
again turned and salted on the other side. The salt will have properly dissolved by 
next morning, when the tins or moulds can be removed, and the cheeses will be firm 
and ready for sale. If required, they can be kept for some days, which improves 
their taste, and in this stage they are generally preferred, though the appearance is 
not so nice as when the cheeses are fresh. If the cheeses art to be kept they must 
be removed to a cool room. It is well to wash the mats and boards occasionally in 
bot water, to which a little permanganate of potash hes been added. These chcescj 
aro sold in England wholesale at about 6s. per dozen. 

OERVAIB CREAM CHEEBK. 

This is a cheese made two-thirds milk and one-tbird cream. The technique is 
ub follows. The milk and cream should be of one meal, if possible, and tho cicim 
separated. Have both quite fresh. The mixture is set at a temperature of Co de- 
grees F., a little lower in summer, and a little higher in winter. Mix the two half 
an hour before adding rennet, and stir carefully. The best cheeses tjra made from 
a twenty-four-hours curd, which is obtained by adding 1 drop of Hansen's rennet to 
each quart of the mixture, first mixing the rennet with a little water. Stir occa- 
sionally until the mixture coagulates. If a quicker cheese is required 2 drops of 
rennet can be added per quart, and the coagulation will be from eight to ten hours. 
A little whey should collect on the top of the curd before ladling. Use crash cloths 
for drainage. Ladle the curd out with a round bowl iron Indie carefully, and in 
fine slices, being careful not to crush or break. About 3 quarts to one cloth is 
suQicient, the cloth being previously sor.kcd in and wrung out of hot water. The 
cloth with its contents is then either hi.ng up to drain, or laid over a small drainer 
made of wood, provided with a wooden follower. Open the cloth once or twice 
during drainage, and scape down tho sides to ensure uniformity, and when the curd 
is fairly .olid it is slightly salted or not, as desired, and then put into the moulds, 
which in cnHo of the small cylindrical shapo are lined with n special white QngUted 
paper. In tho.su moulds the chocs'* ought to remain about threo hour-, to si ttlu and 
drain. If the curd hua drained too much, mix with a little fresh cream. When thu 
cheeses are made in larger Mixes Hpeclal shape* are provided, which are of tin. per- 
forated and provided with a light tin follower, on which is placed a 4 lb. weight, 
The shapes aro lined with line butter muslin. If tho curd Is gritty press through a 
line checfie-cloth before vutting or moulding. Neglect to stir the mixture when set* 
ting causes a proeipltation of milk in the bottom of tho howl. This should not bo 
mixod wii,h tho other, or it will will oauso grittinesa. A yellow pine or beech hoard 
and straw mat is necessary on which to place tho moulds, and when ready aro sold 
at 2h. Gd. por dozen wholesale, or ad. retail. The choescs should be drained in a 
room not higher than (>0 degrees F. 

CAMUUIDOEHMUE CUE AM CHEESEB — TECHNIQUE. 

Half a gallon of new milk to | pint, raised to a temperature of Do degrees to 98 
degrees F. Add enough rennet to form copulation firm enough to put into boxes 
in one hour. During this timo the curd has to be covered up and kept warm. 
Ladle out without breaking more than can be avoided into the boxci. These arc 
made of (Mean wood, narrow and hifih, in proportion, with three pieces of wood 
nailed across the bottom in the form of slats. Straw mats to fit these boxes are laid 
over the slats before the curd is put in. When the boxes are filled they are left to 
drain, and aro neither t irned or salted. Tho milk cheeses are made in exactly the 
sumo way minus the oream. In England tho better ones sell for Is. each, the others 
||. each. The height of the box in 7J inches, length Inches, with 5£ inches. 
Borne of the boxei hava only two flats across the bottom. The itraw nuti go 
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MR UU BALD f— TECHNIQUE. 

It requires 5 gallons of sweet milk to make one cheese. This is renncted at a 
temperature of 95 degrees F. ( and should bo ready to cut in thirty to thirty-eight 
minutes. Take wooden knife and cut carefully into cubes a little more than 1 inch 
square, then break with the specially made breaker, laying the handle over the 
edges of the vat and turning it round very carefully. The pieces of curd should bo 
about the size of beans, breaking taking fifteen to twenty minutes, and together 
with the scalding occupying twenty to twenty-five minutec. It should be scalded 
up to 104 degreed F.. but scalding water may not be above 170 degfeas F. or so, and 
stirring carefully proceeded with while scalding. It should tWn be stirred till the 
curd is sponge, rather like caoutchouc, and retains its form when pressed. Draw off 
whey, and take net with same and ladle, slightly pressing meanwhile to expel whey. 
Then place in mould, which rests on a board, pressing in thfe curd thoroughly. A 
cheese-cloth must have been previously placed in the moulv. When all curd is in 
level, carefully turn over cheese cloth so as to have only erne thickness over curd, 
then place a follower rt .nd about 20 lb. weight as pressure, turn it fine, and then at 
increasing pressure each time by 5 lb. or more, or up to 35 lb. Next day take off 
cloths leaving the cheese thus to dry till next morning, when it is again turned and 
the following morning it is turned and salted heavily on other side and bides. It 
then remains in the cheese-room till dry — aoout twenty-four hours, and is then 
brined daily with weak brine at 80 degrees F. (being taken to a cellar) till cheese is 
six weeks old. At the end of seven weeks the cheese will be ripe for sale. Port du 
Salut is a cheese the technique of which is supposed to be a secrot confined to the 
Trapptet Monks, bui the above system is taught in England. 

CREAM CHEESE. 
Om Method, a* taught in English Dairy Schooh, 

Conditions. — In winter a preservative is not required, bat in summer w good 
preservative should be used with the milk, and if the weather is very bad, a iittio 
may be used with the cream as well ; \%k ox. of cheese are got from 1 lb. of thick 
cream, The old method of sett'ng is preferrable to Jersey cream, the latter Injuring 
the flavour for cream cheese. Separated cream is best of all, but you must got your 
cream oft very thick. 

Tako tho required quantity of cream, get It into a clean cloth of voiy fine calico 
or linen, and hang it up out of doors, in a draughty but shudy place (if Ultra is frost, 
hang it In a oool cellar or dairy instead) for twelve to twenty-four hours. The time 
will vary according to the weather. Then take the cloth and place it in an earthen- 
ware bowl, wh«n it will be found the croam is much thinner in the mass than on the 
outcide. Get a wooden knife and scrape the thick cream down from the sides of 
cloth, stir u round so as to mix, and hang it up again for about six hours. Now a 
oloth of moro open toxturo may be used, and the cream should be changed to a clean 
cloth at least three times a day, until it Is of suflident consistency to make up with 
smooth Scotch hands. Times of making vary according to the weather, but the 
oftencr the cloths are changed the shorter the time ; but in any case it will take at 
least three days, even when there is a good drying wind. The oftencr the cloths 
arc changed after the first time the sweeter and bettor the choese . Sometimes 
people rise in the night to change tho cloths, so as to haster ripening. Tho cloths 
should be wo shed in hot water and afterwards boiled, taking care to use neither O oap 
nor soda. Of course, these cheese-cloths should be used f~r this purpose only. As 
Bream cIicchc is very susceptible to taint, it should bo cmofuily kept awuy from all 
such articles as onions, meats, &c. 

Weights of these cheeses are 2J and 5 oz. ; pricei, about 5s. and 10s. per dozen 
wholesale in England.

tarn, as it so often occurs in nature, both in animal rnd vegetable kingdom, that 
they go back to the grandparent, and bo inherit in that way a worse or bette r 
btamina than they could derive from their last progonitor ; but it would b: very bad 
practice to continue sowing inferior seed if good is procurable. Wo all know that 
though the grain may be shrivelled and immaturo, still tho germ of life in its centre 
may be fully developed ; if it is ho, then wo get us good a sprout as wo would from 
the plump grain. But the young wheat plan* .equires nourishment until it is able 
to draw for its subsistence from the ground, and if the seed has been shrivelled, of 
course the substance is not there to impart that necessary nourishment to enable 
the embryo plant to produce a strong and healthy existence. I know from experi- 
ence that vegetable and flower seeds when plump and well ripened always produce a 
more satisfactory crop than obtained if tbe seed is not in good condition, and, gene 
rally speaking, I have found that no amount of nursing will turn weakly plants into 
a satisfactory crop; and it comes to this, if tho requisite ^tamiua has not been sown 
in the seed bed, we Beldom reap satisfaction in the harvest. Let us take, for 
instance, the potato, whi^h, of course, is not properly speaking a seed, but a cutting 
with so many buds and eyes. It is not trie case that the urown eyes always send up 
the strongest shoots ? Why? Beoause they aro the most perfect'y developed, and 
a r e ready to monopolise till tho life in the set, and the larger m reason tin; set is, 
the stronger >vill your plant be. I am a believer in uncut sets, for the reason that 
the ground coming in contact with the cut surface causes the latent germs ot <l .cy 
to set to work at once, and if the ground be wet the set which has been cut does not 
last long enough to enable, the young growth to set up a sturdy plant ; in fact, it 
very oftpn occurs that in moist seasons very many cuts sets do not grow at ail, 
whereas in the uncut excessive moisture does not causo a rapid decoy, theuoy 
allowing the full benefit of iti constituents as food for the infant fruit. We know 
that nature's primary object in giving fruit is iirnply as a covering to protect the 
seed. A.8 the seed within matures, the fruit linens ; and when tho seeds has pro- 
perly ripened, the fruit docays, and sets free the seed within, so that it may buffi 
forth niid take root in the ground. It is different in the case of wheat. The com* 
position of gluten, starch, Ac, outside is Intenued for more than a protection to the 
embryo plant inside. It is also meant to nurse it and provldo It with a certain 
amount of food until it is ablo to go a!om. I hold that as in tho animal kingdom 
so it is in tho vogotablo, and no farmer or breeder of stock would think of building 
up a (lock of ahuop or mob of bursas from anything but Uiu boni riroMnd d.im.i. 
Then why should they uho immature seed, and ospuoiully in the production of that 
staple product and food m mail -wheat? My advice would bo : rood your htu. k of] 
tho bhrivolled grain (if you cannot null it for a like purpose), and savo nothing but 
tho very best of everything grown on tho farm ; then you may with all reason cxpoU 
to voap a good and bountiful harvest, all other oouditionb beiug equal." 



CONSERVING MOISTURE. 

Thk most important problem presented to tho gardeno)* or oicluutlist ti that of 
conservation of soil moisture. U matters not how eiaetul he may bo in the sclec* 
tion of varieties or in the application of fertilizer if the soil is lacking in moisture 
all will count for little or nothing. It ia generally conceded that most soils contain 
plant-food in sufficient quantities for the production of the most bountiful crops for 
a number of years without any manorial supplements. But in most cues the pin nt 
food is not In an available form and »t must become solubh before it 3&S be used by 
plants. In this transformation moisture plays a most important part. Hoil water 
Is the medium for the carrying of tbe p hint -food from the soil to the plant. The 
Importance of soil moLture may be best appreciated by tho fact that the water 
evaporated from the soil during ths time of the plant's growth amounts to over 300 
times its weight. Moisturo iu the soil may be conserved by (1) humus, which may 
be done by ploughing uuder (if eropi or by application of barnyard manure. (8) 
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Undcrdrainago. (3) Application of lime. (4) Cultivation. The last is tho most 
important as it is the most effective in the accomplishing of the desired ends. Re- 
garding the importance of cultivation as a means of conserving the toil moisture 
Professor Ulair says:— 

"It is a fact that the soil particles hold water in the form of a film on their 
gj;face. The surface area of these particles depends ou their number or the line- 
ness of the soil. This readily seen by comparing a cubic foot of marbles 1 inch in 
diameter with a cubic foot composed of particles one-thousand of an inch in diame- 
ter. In the first we have an aggregate surplus area, according to King, of 277 
square feet, in the latter instance of 37,700 squaic feet. This fining of the soil is 
sucured by thorough and careful cultivation. 

"But this increasing of tho water holding capacity of the soil must be supple- 
mented by a retentive foroe which will check capillarity at the surface of the soil. 
The water moves by capillary attraction to tho surface where it is evaporated- 
explained in the same manner at; the upward movement of oil in the lampwiek or of 
ink in tho blotting pad, By breaking up of these capillary spaces next the surface 
evaporation will be chocked. In the same way a mulching of the surface prevents 
evaporation. Thii same operation having broken up the capillary pOTOi conserves 
the moisture by checking evaporation. But it is useless to commence this checking 
process late in the season, when drought is already apparent. No amount of culti- 
vation at this time can correct the fault which should have been prevented weeks 
before. The careful orchardist will cultivate early in the spring— or as soon as the 
land will permit It— repeating the operation at least once a week, unless frequent 
rains should make such an operation needless. As soon as a shower has passed and 
toe land has become crusted and dry on top, the harrow should be put to work 
remaking this dust mulch.

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PIG KILLING AND CURING.<^ JNWE .M- 

In response to an inquiry by "H.N.," Oeelong, for detail* upon ''cutting up a 
pig and curing for bacon," the following is a description of the B/ftUtd of killing and 
Wring so BOOOOttfullf carried out by Mr. George Daley, who has charge of the college 
piggeries at llawkesbury, Now Houth Wales :~ 

KU.MNO. « 

The slaughterman turns the pig ou its back, taking caro not to bruise it in any 
way ; he then btanci3 over it with one foot on each side of its shoulder. His assistant 
pulls back tho foro feet ; tho slaughterman then places ork hand on tho bottom of 
pig's jaw, and with the other hand he taLes his knife and quicklv makes an incision 
in the pig's throat from the brisket downwards ; then thrusts the knife in again at 
tbe end of tne cut nearest the jaw, with the edge turned slightly upwards, and runs 
it back to the brisket, giving the blade a sharp twist in order to cut through the 
jugula vein, taking care not to cut into the heart, as pigs generally bleed better if 
this is left untouched. Provided the stiokir.g is properly done the p ; g will bleed 
rapidly and suiters little pain. This is a very important point, as unless the pig 
bleeds freely tho meat will not cure well. 

HCALDINO. 

Where pigs are killed on a largo scale, such as at bacon fuotories, the water for 
scalding is kept at a temperature of from 165 deg. to 180 dog. Fahr., but where only 
a few pigs are being treated a safe scald is thrae buckets of boiling water to one of 
cold. Tbe pig is plunged into the scalding water and left there for about a muute, 
when the hair will readily leave skirt ; the pig is taken out and the hair rapidly 
scraped off, Should any hairs remain after scraping, they arc then shaved oil with 
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a sharp knife. The carcase is then scrubbed with a scud, using plenty of clenn cold 
water. After it has beon thoroughly cleanod the hind legs are cut below the gain- 
brel joint, so that both main cords may bo reached, tinder which thegambrol should 
be inserted. The pig is then hung up and the intestines removed, placing a piece of 
wood in the mouth to keep the jaws open and allow the blood to run out. After this 
the inside of the carcase is thoroughly cleansed, and it is then hung If cool place 
until the meat is firm enough for cutting up. 

CDTTINO DP. 

The trotters from the forelegs are first removed, and the head is then cut oft 
with a knife, starting from where the pig was stuck and continuing round the small 
part of the neck, and aiming at leaving as much meat on the sides as possible. 
After the neck is cut round the head and the body are turned round in opposite 
directions, and the head then comes off quite rapidly. The knife is then run down 
each side of tho backbone on the inside of the pig, and the fat removed, so that it 
wjll be out of the way of the saw when cutting the backbone. Kelt the knife is 
drawn down the back on each side of the backbone, starting from each side of tho 
tail and finishing at the neok. The coupling bone is then sawn through on the 
Inside of the pig between the two hams. Then the backbone is cut out by sawing 
down through the ribs on each side as closely as possible to the backbone, taking 
oare to turn the blade of the saw slightly below the last rib, po n« to cut the neck 
bone clean out. The two sides are then placed on the table, and the kidney fat is 
removed by first running the point of the knife round between the fat and where tho 
diaphragm had been cut out, and then the fingers are inserted between the fat and 
meat, and the whole piece is pulled out towards the ham. This fat supplies the best 
quality lard. The meat which lies on the inside of the backbone from the loins 
back to the knuckle bone of the ham is then cut out. This piece of meat is of no 
value for salting, and is coarse and stringy, but when fresh, if bakedorfried.it 
makes an excellent dish. In curing the oil in the knuckle bone of the ham often 
causes trouble, and some curers take the bone out. This, however, spoils the hum 
for market purposes, and a better plan is to make a cut into the bone with the point 
of the knife, and allow the joint oil to run out : this generally prevents any trouble. 
The trotters are then cut off the hams, and the sides stacked on either a brick or 
cement floor. When stacking the tlushy portions aro peppered all over with ealt- 
potro ; this removes any blood that may have boon loft on tho moat, and gives tho 
llu«h a nice pluky appoaranco. 

DM CU1IINQ. 

In dry outing tho bacon is i ihbed dally for nino days. For tho first day's rub- 
bing coarse salt, with a small quuntity of saltpetre, is used. For live pigs weighing 
from l:so to 140 lb., it takes about 50 lb. of I31ack Horse orand Liverpool salt and 
10 gr. of saltpetre For the other eight days a mixture of equal parts of brown 
sugar and salt is used. On the fi st day the sides are rubbed until tho salt com- 
monoes to Hiiok wi ll, whioh is generally in about seven minutes. The first two days' 
rubbing are ttio most important, and unless the meat cures then it may bo oonddored 
that it is in an unsuitable condition for curing. The salt and sugar mixture is used 
for imparting flavour as well as for curing. After the ribbing is finished tho meat 
is stacked in a tank or vat, first putting a thin layer of salt on the bottom ; a layer 
of sides is put on this with the rind downwards, then another layer is crossed on 
this, and so on until all the bacon hos been put in the tank. It is then turned every 
day for a week, tho sides which are at the top to-day being at the bottom to-morrow, 
and so on. This allows the pickle which is made during the curing to be well dis- 
tributed over all the sides. After tho tirst week it is turned overy otner day for from 
two in three weeks, varying it according to tho sizo of the pigs. It is then ready for 
washing, drying, trimming, and smoking. 

mi INI CORING. 

Two pounds of Black Horse brand Liverpool salt is dissolved in overy gallon of 
water. This liquid Is then strong enough to float an eg(j or a potato. To every 
gallon of tho liquid the foJUwiug is added 1—4 lb. brewn sugar, 2 oa, saltpetro, 2 oz.

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gal-prunella, £ lb. allspice ; and to every 50 gallons added 1 lb. ground pepper corns. 
The allspice is sown in a cotton bag to prevent it from mixing with the pickle. The 
pickle is boiled for an hour, and is ready for use as soon as it is cold. This pickle 
can be kept in constant use if it is boiled every two months, and replenished with 
spice, sugar, Ac. Boiling causes all blood, fat, &c, to rise to the surface, whensuch 
matters oan be easily skimmed off. Pickle properly looked after becomes stronger 
and morn valuable with age and will last a long time. The pork must be cold, or it 
will not take the salt properly. The colder the flesh the easier it is to' cure, proving 
the advantages of a refrigerator. Pump pickle into the shoulders and hams— from 
two to four injections in the shoulder, and two to three in the hams, according to 
their size. Three tanks or tubs are necessary. Those at the college are built of 
brick and cemented. Have bacon tank No. 1 empty. Cover bottom of tank with a 
thin layer of salt, ihen piace a layer of bacon, taking care, should any of the sides 
overlie each other, to put a sprinkling of salt between. Sprinkle salt all over the 
pork and also sprinkle very lightly with saltpetre ; then pack another layer of bacon 
crossways upon the first, and so on until all the bacon is in tank. When packing the 
tank, keep every layer a< nearly level as possible. Batten the meat firmly down, 
and cover the whole with pickle. If using now pickl?, add 1 lb. of brown sugar to 
every 10 sides, dissolving it in pickle before use. Miss one whole day before turning 
the bacon into No. 2 ta lk, viz. : — Bacon put into No. 1 tank on Monday should bo 
turned into No. 2 tp.nk m Wednesday, and into No. 8 tank on Friday. The bacon 
will then be ready to trko out of pickle on Monday, giving it seven days in tanks. 
Use saltpetre in No. 1 ,ank only. 

8TAKINO. 

Mark of! part of tt e floor for stacking the bacon upon it as it comes from tanks. 
Cover the space with i .It ; then put a layer of bacon, covering it with a light coat tf 
salt; then so on, taking care to have layer? level, and as much pressure on the 
pumped parts as possible. For the first fortnight turn the stacks twice a week and 
once a week for the otl er two or three weeks. The bacon can then be washed and 
smoked or hung up in tbe green state (unwashed; until required. 

Hams when cut jt.qm the side 

Keep tanks and picilo for haras only. Follow instructions as given for bacon, 
with tho addition of rubbing the face of every ham with brown sugar before covering 
with salt and saltpetre. After seven days take hums out of tanks and rub brown 
sugar over their faces ; ph oo them singly in rowi, resting on a support to keep them 
lovol ; then salt. For this purpose a room should be sot apart, and drained into a 
HiKull well in the floor, as the pickle that comes from the ham is worth keeping. 
Leave the hams in tho sug»r room one week. Oo found them every morning and 
cover any bary patchoa wi'h salt and sugar. Tik? the hamd from the sugar room, 
brush them with a dandy brush to remove any slime that may havo appeared on 
thom, and ttack them two do*>p In salt. The third week stack them three deep, and 
tho fourth week four deep. After tho four wock, build them into a square stack and 
turn it every wees for four weeks, giving the hams a good proaslng. When washed 
and soft, thoy oan easily bo batted Into shape, The humt ue now ready for washing 
? and smoking. Ibe ham pickle for pumping. 

WAHJIIKO. 

After the bacon Is cured it is placed In water just warm enough to bear one's 
hands in. and is then brushed over with a dandy brush, which removes all fat, sugar, 
ellme, Ac, from the surface. It is ihen placed in a tank or vat, and covered with 
clean, cold water, in which it is allowed to remain for from eighteen to twenty-four 
hours. This takes a lot of the salt out, and renders I; 9. mild cured ham. 

DRYING. 

The bacon is next hung up in a well ventilated room to dry. If the weather is 
favorable- i.e., if the days are fine and dry, with a slight breeze of wind during 
the greater (art of the time, the bacon is generally sufficiently dry in from six 
to seven dayt .

In trimming the bacon the sharp points of the rib bones are sawn off, and the 
remaining part of the fore leg also sawn off level with the thoulder. The knife is 
then run over the belly part of the rib bones and any loose pieces removed. The 
sweat skin is ocraped oil with a sharp knife, and the side is then rubbed over with a 
little olive oil, which gives it a nice glossy appearance. 

SMOKING. 

The bacon in then placed in the smoke house. The fireplace is outside the 
smoke house, and the smoke is conveyed through a flue to the interior. This allows 
of the bacon being smoked in a oool state, which is of oourse a great advntage. 
Native apple tree and hardwood sawdust, also damp corn cobs, arc used, and they 
are generally considered to soraewhst improve the flavour of the bacon. From four 
to five days' smoking is given, care being taken not to smoke too much, as this greatly 
affects the flavour. 



DESTROYING WEEVIL IN GRAIN. 

To prevent insects from getting into newly threshed wheat care should be taken 
that the bins nre perfectly clean. If bins or storehouses are thoroughly cleaned and 
whitewashed before tbe grain is placed in them, many cracks and crevices filled with 
insects will be stopped up. The granary should be made as tight as possible and 
thoroughly disinfected each season. Before the adoption of bisulphide or carbon, 
one remedy practiced was heating the infested grain to 140 degs. It was left in this 
temperature for 8 to 10 hours. The remedy was difficult to adopt and was not ex- 
tensively used. Tobacco, sulphur, and many other substances have been recom- 
mended, but have not been used with satisfactory results where large quantities of 
gnin are stored. 

The simplest, most effective, and least expensive of all remedies for stored grain 
insects is the use of bisulphide of carbon. To insure groin from the attack of insects 
it should be treated with bisulphide thoroughly after being placed in the bin. It 
is a foul smelling liquid which evaporates very readily. The fumes are heavier than 
air and penetrate the gi'ain, producing an atmosphere in which no insect can live, 
Although explosive, this material can bo handled without danger if caro is taken 
not to have lights of any kind around during the fumigation. Tho material oan be 
thrown iliiooily upon the grain without injuring it either for seed or edible purposes. 
About one lb., equivalent to a pint, is nocoaeary for one ton of grain in store. It 
should be poured in soup plates or tin pans, sot about on tho surfuco uf the grain. 
The price of bisulphide of carbon varies from 1,'i to iiO cents per lb., depending on 
purity and quantity purchased. There is a grade known as furaa-bUulpbhle of 
carbon, especially manufactured for the disinfection of grain and aeodd. 



REARING AND DEVELOPING HEIFERS. 

Mr. F. S. Cooliv, of the Massachusetts Agricultural College, U.S.A., writes as 
follows 

Some attention may well be paid to the selection of belfer oalves. Those of very 
small size, weak or seriously defective have no place in tho young herd. We are 
accustomed to have much regard to the parentage, and we do well ; but no less 
attention is due to tbe young heifer herself. The next consideration is the growth 
of the oalf. At no period ean growth be more economically secured than during 
ealfhood. Only choice registered calves are reared on whole rnilk in this State, ana 
it is doubtful if it will pay to use whole mil* for common stock where a cheaper 
substitute is available. A setback during the first few weeks is bard to overcome 
Mtorward. Feeding a little whole milk in the ration during the first month is one of 
the belt ways of insuring against setbacks. 
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My practice of rearing calves has been to separate the calf from its dam after 
the first full meal. It is taught to drink and f;ed on its mother's milk for a week, 
in moderate feeds twice a day. Warm sepa ator milk is inaduilly substituted 
during the second week, until it forms almost t tie entire feed. About 1 quart new 
milk per day is fed till the end of the first month. Two feeds da'ly are given, nlways 
warm and never excessive in amount; bu thiee feeds per day would be better. 
Culver are taught to er„t dry grain after two weeits old and given ad libitum a mix* 
ture of corn meal, oil meal, bran and ground oats in about equal parts. Coarse 
forage— hay, silege, or grass- is always supplied 10 the extent of the calf's appilite. 
The horns are removed by the use of eaust o potash during the first two weeks, thus 
securing the benctUs of dehorned cows without disfigurement or D ouble. 

While calves grow faster in almost complete confinement, i bawdier and more 
rugged oow results where they have daily exercise in yard or pasture. The feed of 
skim milk is continued during most of tin ii i at year ii the supply iocs not fall short. 
At all events, growth must be kept rapid by liberal footing, until t.ie heifiis arc went 
off to pasture Here, again, it is poor economy to keep stock on short feed. A 
stunted growth is a gptftt loss to the breeder. 

During the second winter heifers receive a small feed of th<2 gn in mixture given 
to milking stock, oonusting cf gluten feed, and cottonseed or other ooncentrate, corn 
meal and bran. The main thing is to keep growth active. S ze in a dairy cow iidda 
much to her value, either in the dairy or sale ring. 

Breeding should not take place until after the heifer is IH months old. Some of 
the best oows I have seon were allowed to reach two years oil be.'o "o ruing bred. It 
ia significant that some heef breeders do not receive for registry 13 pure-bred calves 
from pure-bred parents where thedari is under 27 months eld at tiifl time of calving. 
Breeding too young detracts much from the usefulness of heifers. 

Young cows require to be liberally fed. It must bo bo vie in nind that the two- 
year-old cow has not only to yield milk but also complete her growth. If concen- 
trates are withheld at this time, on the mistaken notion that they are injurious to 
young cows, not only is her milk flow lessened, but she Kti hindored from reaching 
her most useful development. It nay not be desirable to crowd young heifers with 
heavy feed, but when they milk deeply thero must bo the material to supply tho 
drain just as well as in mat are cows. 

HOW TO TIE CORN. 

When two persons cut corn together they may tio tho shocks so firmly that not 
one shock in a hundred will fall down in the heaviest storm. Take a half-inch ropo 
about '20ft. long and not so now ae to bo very smooth. Put i: once around the shock 
and after crossing tho ends give a steady pull, until tho shock is drawn tight. 
Without removing It, and still pulling tho ropo, carry the e.idb once more around 
the shook, cross again, and givo anothor steady pull. It will usually stay in position 
without any further aid, being hold bo by friction. Should it tend to como loose the 
ends may bo thrust unier a stalk of corn or wrapped mound an car. r i he shock 
can now be tied permpnently, after vbich the rope is removed. 



LUCERNE. 

(By E. D. Bulteii in the New rtoutb Wales *' ^fcricuHurnl Gazette.") 

SOIL. 

Tni soil best adapted for lucerne-gnwing is a deep loam, well drained, good 
brush land, or land tha'. has been under mane or potatoes will bo found very suit- 
able. Whon ploughing the land, if it Is found that foe nature of tho subjoil is auob, 
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that the roots oannot easily penetrate through it, tho subsoil plough should be used, 
and the soil loosened to a depth of 15 or Id inches ; (or then it can send down lt| 
roots to natural water, lucerne will attain its groutost perfection and resist any 
amount of drought. Lucerne roots have been known to penetrate t< a depth of iJO 
feet to 20 feet. 

PREPARATION 01? BOIL, 

The land should alwayi bo well ploughed, worked deeply, and brought to a very 
fine tilth by plenty of harrowing, and then rolled till fairly solid, so that the tiny 
seed may not go too deep, and that it may have every chance to germinate and 
root. When thr. seed is sown, once over with light harrow will sullice to cover 
it. 

QUANTITY OF HEED PER ACHE. 

As to the quantity of seed per aore, broadoast, opinions differ. On the rich Hats 
of the Hunter ltiver 15 lb. is the usual amount per acre. Some few farmers sow up 
te '20 lb., but 15 lb. is the generally recognised amount, and this quantity will ensure 
a liberal broadcast sowing to cover the whole surface. The seed being so small, it is 
very difficult to sow it with precision with the hand, as many seeds will tall through 
tho fingers, The use of the Tiger seed-sower is recommouded. This is a very 
handy sow»r, can be woiked by a boy, and may be regulated to sow any quantity 
per acre. 

SOWING. 

Lucerne may be sown in April, but end of August or any favourable timo In 
September for ohoice. The first crop in any ordinary season will take ten weeks to 
grow; it, is more or less full of weeds, generally more, and would not make saleable 
bay, bi.t would make first-class green fodder for farm purposes. 

CUTTINO. 

It is not wise to cut the first crop too soon ; rather err the other way. When a 
young she ot is noticed at the bottom of the stalk, then it is time to cut. Subse- 
quent crops may be judged from the same standard, or if the weather is very dry 
and the land not able or willing to send out shoots from the roots when the growing 
crop is matured, it will bo seen that the bottom leaves are getting yellow and falling 
oil, thou it is timo to mow it down. 

NUMHKH Or CUTTINOS. 

Tho numhor of cuttings per yoar varies with the season, sometimes it may be 
out eight tlmos, but a fair averagu la six. 

Tho avciago amount of dry or saved lucerne hay per acre per annum also varies 
with tho season ; In favour vblo seasons tons is easily produced, but in loss favour- 
able seasons and on poorer soils up to 5 tons may be produced. 

HAY-MAKINO. 

The length of time the hay should be allowed to lie on the field after moving 
depends entirely upon the weather. In dry summer weather, hay cut (say) Monday 
morning may safely bo raked into windrows next morning, after the dew has dried 
off. It may then be put into small heaps with the pitchfork. Leave in heap:, all 
night; next mcning turn heaps over for drying. It may then be cnitod and made 
Into a stack or rick. In dull weather it requires Beveral days between mowing and 
raking, and the same between raking and heaping. This will, however, be easily 
and quickly learnt from a very little experience. It is such a sensitive plant and so 
full of sap that the presence of the least outward moisture is very detrimental to 
good hay-making, and great care should bo taken to have it free from any exterior 
moisture before carting from the field. The best hay is that which is raked 
together a little early and allowed to make in little heaps. This will necessitate it 
remaining in tho field an extra day or two. Unfortunately this is not practised as 
much as it might be. If it were, the inferior hay found on the market would he a 
thing of the past, and it would bo to the advantage of farmers to give the hay more 
Held, for good hay will always bring its market valuo, and had hay is dear at any 
price, If hay beats or bwuiU in the stack or rick, it should not be prostcd before. 
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three weeks or a month ; If allowed to remain in little heaps for an extra day or so 
as recommended above, and does cot hoat in the staok, it may be jessed in a week 
or ten days after stacking. 

HAILING. 

It is advisable in pressing hay to put it up in small bales, say from 3 to 4 cwt. 
This will be found of mutual benefit to the grower and buyer, the buyers prefers it 
as it is handy to haudie and store, and the grower obtain a better price. 

HARVKSTINO SEED. 

On the Hunter River, when it is desired to let the crop go to seod, the one frown 
in December is genorully selected for that purpose as producing the most bloom. It 
must have a uniform, healthy bloom, and the pods must bo well filled. If It if 
found, as is often the case when very dry weather sets in, that the bloom is falling 
off and the pods do not come in rotation and are not filling well, it would be better 
to cut it for hay. Ruch hay will, perhaps, be a little coarse and dry. But a sued 
crop must realise 5 to cwt. per ucre to pay for the trouble, and unless there is 
plenty of bloom and well-filled pods that amount will not be produced. 

SELECTION Of SEED. 

It is moat osRential to farmers, when electing seed to sow, to see that they are 
getting the colonial-grown luceinc seed ; it would bo as well to always purohasefrom 
a reputable lucerne grower. All the seed grown on the Hunter flats and Tamworth 
is reliable. Lucerne commonly known as foreign or creeping variety should be 
guarded against. It is utterly useless for hay making. It cannot be cut for that 
purpose in tho winter ; instead of growing upright it creeps along the ground ; in 
summer it grows like ordinary lucerne and may be mown, but the winter cuttings 
are lost through its creeping propensities. As it is impossible to tell the deference 
between the soed of hay luoerne and the creeping variety— the two soedf. are exactly 
similar, alike as two peas, and if anything the creeping seed is brighter looking— it 
oannot be too firmly impressed on intending sowers to be on their guard again6t the 
creeping variety. 



POULTRY FARMING. 



(By 8. D. Thomson, Poultry Expert, H.JL College, In New South Wales 
'•Agricultural Gazette.") 

Notwithstanding the great number of papers publishing poultry matter, and 
the great number of questions publicly answered by the Press of the Common- 
wealth, and the great number of works on poultry and pamphlets issued gratuitously 
b? the various Governments, the cry is stili for more information. 

In this treatise I am going to supposo that those who are going to follow me 
interestedly through it, have passed the rudimentary standard of « How to set a 
Hon " " flow to batch out Chickens," and How to House and Feed Poultry," that 
is, up to the standard of ordinary farming of poultry, and that our efforts will bo to 
divul "s iho best and most profitable way to manage poultry for most successful 
results. 

First of all, I cannot do better than point out the defects that I have found 
existing in tho poultry department of tho general farms throughout Australia. I 
have travelled a good deal among the farming districts throughout the States, but 
moro so in tho various farming districts of New South Wales. In the north, in the 
south, and in the west I have invariably found the sarat conditions existing In con- 
nection with the farming of poultry. 

Firstly: I found that fowls as a rule were not housed in any way, being simply 
allowed to roast In cart sheds, pig-styes, stables, barns, or on open fences. This is 
undoubtedly wrung, and although I am aware that many mon, who can be even 
classed as authority on poultry matters, advooftte outside roosting, I am perfect/ 
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Steamers are Despatched <rom BRISBANE as under: 

For North Queensland Ports, on TUESDAY, FRIDAY (Fast North 
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willing to ndmit that, in many parts of the Australian States, birch can so roost 
without injury to their general health; yet I assert unhesitatingly that the same 
results in egf»- production cannot be obtained in the dead of winter, when eggs tire 
scarce, and there 'ore doubly valuable. Consequently, I vc-uld say to those who went 
eggs in the winter time, when you can make money, " House your poultry in as 
corafortabh quarters as ycu can possibly afford to do." 

Secondly : I found, in some places, the sole food given to i\ s poultry consisted 
of maize, with no ohange whatever, and while I am a great believer in mai/e feed- 
ing, much more so than the great bulk of our ruicutifio scribes, I unresei v< idly buy 
that it is very foolish to keej hens, from which you expect a good egg supply, on 
maize-feeding entirely. No , vary your crops, if only in small sections, such as 
millet, rapo, barley, buckwheat, snnflowor, tto., and if only grown in small quanti- 
ties, they will all be a welcome and profitable chunge four your poultry. 

Thirdly : I found on these farms that they generally carried nearly as many 
oocks us tboy did bene, woich simply meant feeding two in place of one for 
egg.production. 

It iB much better, If you wish to replenish your stock from your own proa action 
hi pullets, and also to hiuo a quantity of cockerels to send to market, to lit up a 
breeding pen or two whe* e you can run ten or a dozen hens with one cock for repro- 
duction of stock, and simply allow the great bulk of your hens to run by themselves, 
without any male bird with them whatever. This not only will keep up the quantity 
of egg-production, but will increase the quality of the egg, both in llavour and for 
keeping; and, by-the-bye, with the advance of education, nothing but infertile oggs 
will be tolerated on the market for food stuffs. 

Fourthly: I found that there i° -.aldom any rule in sending the bin's to ii.arket 
—no way of keeping a reoord of the different ages of th < lwns ; singly, when the 
time comes round for eending a consignment to market, fifty or one hundred birds 
(cocks and hens) are caught, without any discrimination as regards ages, and sent 
to market ; some of them aro sent when in their prime of laying, and others, more 
lucky than they, are left on the roosts, some of them ranging up to four, live, six, 
•uu moro years of ago. 

Fifthly: Insufficient attention is paid Is nests Tlio hens are allowed to begin 
to lay when they like and where they like; in fact, to go through an ordinary farm, 
and, in fuot, many socallod poultry forms for that matter, you could only come to 
the conclusion that eggs were not wanted, and that tho bous laid in spito i f tliu 
owner and their surroundingH. Now, by attention, a groat deid can bo done to 
onoourage hons to lay at tho time of tho year whon you want tin in to luy, because 
you want to got tho highest pile* for their oggs obtainable at any time, of ibu year. 
Provide them with nice little bos-nests, with nice clean straw and a few china eggs, 
and this will encourage your hens to nest, and, if well fed, well housed and eared for, 
this little encouragement will start them laying at a time when they would not Oth«r 
wiso commence to lay on the bare ground in some part of an out-of-the-w.i) shed, 
stablo, or some other building on tho farm. 

Sixthly On the manner of feeding. I have found young stock and tho eld 
stock I.d just the same— all together. Now, either the young growing stock 1.10 not 
getting enough or else the old hens are getting too much, ono result just as hud as 
the other. 

These are six great defects which exist in farming poultry to-day of which 1 
am aware, and if those people, from this article, see the absurdity of their methods, 
and realise how easily tho methods may bo righted, they will find a great gain 
appreciably in their yearly income without any more trouble, labour, or expense. 

Now that I havo pointed «ut the wrenrs, I will proceed to elucidate the right! of 
farming poultry ; and, by so doing, will be answering simultaneously a great many 
Inquiries on ho* to start and farm poultry profitably and successfully. 

As has often been said before in the case of poultry, just the same as in connec- 
tion with cattle, you cannot amalgamate successfully beef and milk, neither oan you 
do so in meat and eggs; you cannot bring your all-round fowls up to your lop 
nolchers of egg-production, nor can you bring them quite up to the acme of pei lec- 
tion for t/he table ; so that the u?m of scientific breeders has been to attain as near 
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the acme of perfection as possible. This hue been attempted in America by the 
production of the Plymouth Rock, and later on by the production A the Wyandotte, 
both of which on their first production were pretty near the mark both for eggs and 
for the table ; but then what do we find, and, mark you, there is no greater friend 
of the stud poultry breeder than your humble servant. We find the stud poultry 
breeder or " fancbr," as he is called, allows himself to be carried away by fads- 
some of them extreme— in the part-cular colour and lacing, to that, to a great 
extent, the first effort of the production cf the acme of perfection of a general utility 
bird is comparatively lost. Consequently we find Mr. Cook, of England, steps in the 
breach and, by scientific crossing, perpetuated a wtrain of fowls without any fancy 
laoing or marking and easily bred to colour, and we find the Orpington comes forth 
as a claimant for tho premiership in utility. But in this case also do we find the 
hand of the fancier destroying the utility of tho breed to some extent, and this forces 
mo to announce that the best way and most profitable is to produce your own general 
utility fowl. Now to those about to commence farm poultry, or to those who have 
already coram jnood, and who want to get on tho right track, here is what I would 
advise you to do : — 

■ I would advise you to take up Minorcas and Langshans ; they are two original 
varieties— no urtifioiai make about these ; their origin is lost in tho far back ages, 
and consequently they can be more profitably crossed -and the production will 
be the Orpington or gonial v-tiiity fowl before he is taken up by the show 
man. 

Breed your Minorcas very early, say in May, your Langshans in July, and your 
r-csos both ways in August, September, and October, and this will give you a greater 
uniform quality of oggs all the year round nan any one variety yet produced or 
likely to be produced, or any number of any other two breeds that can be named. 
Hun a flock of say 100 Minorcas, 100 Langshans, and 100 orosse?" fiom Minorca 
cock, and 100 crosses from Liiogshan cock without any cock with them, and you 
will have a groatei chance of making profit from poultry ihan by any method yot 
unfolded in any part of the known wond. 

I would M riof M all pullets first year with coppor rings, and the M second " y^j 
transfer the copper rings on to your new productions, replacing tho copper rings 
with aluminium rings for the second year, and immediately after laying out tor the 
second year I would " ring " them into market. 

If you have proper yards, and proper housing accommodation, there is no diffi- 
cult* in feeding and attending to this number, and in replenishing yearly your 
luring stock. 



MILK FOR CREAMERIES. 



(By J. A. Ruddick.) 

TnE following Instructive paper on the important subject of tho milk supply rue 
recently been published by the Canadian Department of Agriculture. It is the work 
of Mr. J. A. Ituddick, this country's late Dairy Commissioner and at present chief 
of the Dairy Division of the Canadian Department: — 

Tho patrons of a creamery have a direct financial interest in supplying only 
good, pure milk, free from taints or bad flavours, lHie greatest amount of ctuo and 
sHH, with which the buttermakn- may do his work, will not enable him to make a 
superior quality of butter from milk which is not In good condition. 

Generally tho patrons suppose that they do furnish milk in good condition, for 
tho simple reason that they aro not able to detect any thing wrong with it themselves, 
and are not willing always to accept the judgment of those who are specially trained 
in examining and handling it. One learas to judge milk, lite anything else, Very 
largely by comparison, io that the patron who handles only his own milk is not abli 
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to decide as to its builability for the making of finest butter so well as the manager 
of a creamery who daily compares many dilTerent saraj lis. 

The maker in charge is quite within his tights, and is protecting the interest) 
of the careful patrons, when he rejects all milk, which, in his judgmeut, is not lit to 
make butter of Uu> highest quality. Unfortunately, this practice if pushed to tho 
full extent would, iti present curtail the supply of mil* at many creameries, where 
an unbusinesslike competition induces thu makers to acoept, without question, any 
milk which comes to tbem from the area served by a neighbouring creamery or 
cheese faotory, at which it may have been refused because of its tainted condition. 
If tbe patrons supporting a creamery only realised that anyone who joins thorn 
under those condition*, is very likely to cause them serious loss, *t is quite certain 
that this sort of ' thing vould soon be stopped. 

Milk may become t rinted from :— 

1. Feed unsuitable for milking cows. 

2. Injudicious feeding. 

8. An impure water supply. 

4. Want of salt by the c^ws. ^ 

5. Absorption of odours. 

6. The germs wnich get into the milk during and after milking. 

FEED UNSUITABLE FOR IIILKINO COWS. 

There is in Canada an abundance of good wholesome food available for cattle 
'ceding purposes. The natural pastures are, on the whole, excellent, and ll is only 
in limited districts, or at certain seasons of tho year, that trouble is experienced with 
weed flavours. Among the cultivated foods, turnips and rape are two prominent 
exceptions io the rule of suitability which applies in general to Canadian fodder 
crops. Whi'o they are undoubtedly valuablo in a ration for growing or dry cattle, 
if turnips ana rape are fed, tven in limited quantities to milking cows, there is a 
likelihood of imparting to the milk a taint which oannot be eliminated by ally pro- 
cess known to the buttermaker's art. 

INJUDICIOUS r 4EDIN0. 

Some first class foods it fed alone, art! to excess, will cause indigestion and thus 
Indirectly affect tbe milk, One example of this kind is found in green clover. 

AN IMPURE WATER SUPPLY. 

An abundant supply of pure water is one of the essentials for the production of 
good milk. When cows aro compelled to drink the water of swamps, muddy ponds, 
or sluggish streams and ditci os, in which there is decaying animal matter, including 
their own droppings, there is a constant menace to their health, and unless cows are 
are i» good health they canrot give first-class milk. Moreover, the mud, often full 
of foul germs, which colleots on the legs, flanks, and Udders of the cows, and falls 
Into the milk at the time of milk, is a direct souroe of infection, which id often 
overlooked. 

want of salt by the cows. 
When cows have free access to salt at all times thev will give more milk, which 
will have a better flavour and keep sweet longer than when they do not get any at 
all or receive it only at intervals. 

( AUBORI'TION OF ODOURS. 

It is a well known fact tin milk will absorb pome odours to which it is exooscd. 
Warm milk will absorb odours quite as readily as that which has been cooled ; henco 
the necessity for removing it from the stable or milking yard as soon » s possible 
after It is drawn. 

Tbe foregoing causes of tainted or gassy milk have been mentioned as indi- 
cating some of the possible sources of such defects, but the rue common cause of 
aU is 

TUE UNDESIRABLE UEUMS WHICH (JET INTO MILK DURINO AND AFTtT. Mil, KINO. 

These germs are always associated with filth in some form or other. Careful 
investigations show that a very large proportion of the eases of taints or bad flavours 
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in vn\\k and its products are caused ny the conns which are always present in tho 
drop;)iii«a of animals. Such germs are to be found in huge numbers wherever such 
dropping aro deposited. The mud of stagnant pondw whore cuttle aro allowed to 
drink, and tho surfaces of barnyards of milking yards nro always swarming with 
ibcm. hence the reason why tho udders and flanks of cows should be always 
brushed before milking 10 rcmovo tho dried mud, particles of manure, hairs, etc., 
which might otherwise fall into the milking pail. Straining the milk, while it is 
necessary tc remove the visiblo dirt, does not get rid of these foul germs, which 
are tho actual causo of tho tainted milk. 

Improperly cleaned milk pails, strainors or milk cans are a constant source of 
contamination. 

Tho skim milk tank is a common source of infection at those creameries where 
tho skim mill: is returned to the patrons in the milk cans. The tanks should v<s 
kept thoroughly cleaned in order to lesson tho danger of contamination. They 
should bo emptied every day and washcu liko other apparatus in the creamery. 

The praeiico of putting cloth under the covers of milk cans, which is common 
in soma looeliiios, should be discontinued, because it is a frequent source of tainted 
milk. 

In dairy work it is not possible to completely exclude from the milk all the in« 
jurious bacteria, therefore the means which may be employed to prevent the growth 
uid development of such as have found access becomes highly importunt. 

AERATION ANJ» OOOMNO. 

Aeration and cooling uro tho two effectivo methods within reach of the p/UronJ 
for preserving milk in good condition for buttermaking purposes. 

Aeration, or, in. other words, the exposure of the milk to puro air in a thin film, 
or spray, or by forcing air through it, or by dipping or pouring, has tho effect of 
encouraging the growth of the desirable germs, and thus preventing in somo mea- 
sure tho undesirable ones from multiplying. It must not be forgotten, however, that 
unless aeration is carried on in a placo whero the utmosphero is freo from ('ust or 
foul odours, and away from barn yardE, stables, or other places whero cows are 
milked, it may bo tho means of contaminating the milk rathor than improving it. 

Milk is not prevented from turning sour by aeration, except as far as tho process*'* 
lowers the temperature. In cool weather the reduction of temperature may be com 
Btderablo, but on the other hand when the air is very warm, the effect is very slight 
It is advisable, therefore, during warn*, weather, to supplement the aeration with 
cooling by oold water. 

Utensils constructed to combine the effects of aeration and cooling are useful 
for this purpose, or the vessels containing tho milk may 03 surrounded with cold 
water. Cooling will be more easily accomplished if tho milk is held in email vessels 
rather than in large ones. 

HONEST MUX 

All milk supplied to creameries should be valued and paid for on the basis of 
the quantity of fat contained in it. The adulteration of milk by the addition of 
water, the removal of any portion of the cream, and the keeping back of any part of 
the strappings are forbidden by the Dominion Statutes. 

SUMMARY OP IMPORTANT POINTS. 

FOU TME litEAMEEY OWNERS. 

1. Provide a supply of good, puro water for tho purposes of the creamory. 

2. Provide etticient drainnge to prevent the slops and waste water from becoming 
a nuisance and possibly contaminating the products of the creamery. 

8. Whero skim milk is returns to the patrons arrange the skim milk tank so 
that ! t may be easily cleaned, and then insist on it being kept clem. «• 

4. Support your buttermaker In dealing firmly with patrcna who bring milk 
which is not in good condition. 

ICR THE UUTTEltMAKEIl. 

1. Attend personally to the taking in of the milk aa far as possible,

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2. Keep your weighing stand and everything thereon, including your own per- 
son, thoroughly cloun. You have no right to require the patrons to furnish clean 
milk unless you set a good example 

FOR T'!K I'ATMOMJ. t 

1. Only milk from cows in good health should be sent to the creamery, 

2. Milk from a freshly calved oow should not be sent till after the eighth 
milking. 

8. Puro water should be provided for the cows, and cows should be prohibited 
from drinking si.ognr.nt, impure water. 

4. A box or trough containing salt, to which cows have free access, should 
always be provided. 

5. Cows should never be driven fast, and it pays to treat them with invariable 
kindness. 

6. It pays to make cows comfortable under all conditions. 

j 7. All the vessels used in the handling of milk should be thoroughly cleaned 
immediately after their use. A washing in tepid water to which a little soda has 
been added, and a subsequent scalding with boiling water, will prepare them for 
Hiring, that they may remain perfectly sweet. A brush is preferable to a dish-cloth 
for use in cleaning. They should be protected from dust, which always cariies large 
numbers of the bad forms of bacteria. 

8. Cows should bo mi'ked with dry hands, and only after the udders have been 
washed or brushed clean. 

9. Tin pails only should be used. 

10. All milk should be strained immediately after it is drawn. 

11. Milking should be done, and milk should bo kopt only in a place where the 
surrounding air is pure. Otherwise the pretence of the tainting germs and odours 
will injure the milk. 

12. All milk should be aired immediately after it has been strained. That 
treatment is equally oeneficial to the evening and morning messes of milk. 

13. In warm weather all miik should be cooled to a temperature of 60 degrees • 
infer, or lower. 

14. Milk-stands should be constructed to shade the can or vessels containing 
milk, as well as to protect them from rain. Swine should not be fed near the milk 
itaud. 



PRACTICAL SUGGESTIONS ABOUT WHEAT. 

Wuitino on tho above subject, Professor L. A. Clinton, of tho Cornell Univer- 
ilty, U.S.A., says : — 

It is important that those who raise wheat fully understand the conditions undor 
which wheat is likely to bo a bucocss. In all cases where possible, avoid those soils 
which are sandy or gravelly, and which pi*rt readily with moisture. The wasteful 
summer fallow t ystem has now been almost entirely dona away with, and yet it had 
many things !£ recommend it in practice. The soluble plant food which 
was contained in the moisture of the soil was deposited near the surface, and when 
tho moisture evi.porated and the tillage which was Riven during the summer made 
available plant food in the soil. The sub-surface soil was compacted by the tramp- 
ing of the horse) and unconsciously the farmer produced oondu.ons which were 
almost ideal for successful wheat culture, and yet the practice way a wasteful ono in 
tbat it permitted the land to lie idle during the entire season. 

A better practice is the adoption of a short summer fallow where the land is 
ploughed from font to six weeks beforo time for drilling in the wheat. It is prob- 
able tbat in our northern latitudes, these conditions oan best be seoured by following 
with wheat after oats, or early potatoes cr beans, or any crop which oan be removed 
from the soil n few weeks beforo time lot drilling in the wheat. In the oa»e cf 
following o&ti with wheat, the land ihould be ploughed immediately after the eatc 
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are romoved and from the lime of ploughing, until the tirr.o of drilling in the wheat, 
the roller should be used occasionally and frequent barrowirgs should bo given. 

It will be seen that there is thus secured in a few weeks all the conditions which 
wero formerly gotten by summer fallow during the entire season. In the case of 
land upon which early potatoes or beans have boen grown, it is not only unneces- 
sary to plough the land for wheat, but much better results * ill bo secured with wheat 
if the land is not ploughed. Wheat doe i best whero the readily available plant food 
is near the surface of the soil and where the sub-surface soil is so compacted that 
during the fall the wheat will feed almost entirely near the surface of the ground. 

This causes the root growth to take place near tho surface and prevents the 
roots from extendiug deeply into the soil in the fall. Then when the winter or early 
spring freezes and thaws come and the attendant heaving of tho ground, the wheat 
roots instead of being broken off and tho plants destroyed, rise and fall with tho 
surface soil and ore pteserved intact. After tho heaving of the soil is over with, tho 
roller may be used upon the land, the surface soil compacted aud then the wheat 
roots be -Jin to forge deeper in the soil for their supply of plant food. It will bo seen 
from tho conditions outlined above that if fertiliser is to be applied for wheat, it 
should be applied as a top-dressing and should not unde* uny conditions be ploughed 
under. 

If tho supply of stable manure is sufficient for a top di easing of '.he entire 
wheat land, it would be best to be applied after the land is ploughed and before 
harrowing. If the manure is coarse and strawy, so that it is likely to interfere with 
the action of the drill, it should not be ploughed until ifter tho wheat is drilled in. 
In any case, the manure should not be applied for wheat before ploughing the land. 

In oase commercial fertilizer is to be depended upon for supplying additional 
plant food, one should be used which contains a relatively high per cent of phos- 
phoric acid. It is phosphoric acid which largely gives strength to ihe growing 
straw. On soils in about the average condition of fertility, we would recommend 
that where commercial fertiliser is to be used tho following amounts per acre bo 
applied: Acid phosphate, 150 to 200 lbs. ; muriate of potn.-'Ji, HO lbs.; dried blood, 
100 lbs. These niatcriali should bo thoroughly mixed before being applied and then 
should bo distributed evenly ovor the soil. Tho amounts mentienvd ahovo form 
only a light or moderate application of fertilizer and in ease tho so'! is known to bo 
deficient in any one of the ingredients mentioned, that one should be increased in 
tho application. 

If, when the wheat is beginning ' i grow in the spring, it is slow in eturtiugand 
retains its yellowish or pale appearance, it indicates that the supply of available 
nitiogen is deficient. Under these conditions an application of from 100 to 150 lbs. 
nitrato ot soda per acre will frequently produce remarkablo results. Many farmers 
aro at the prcsont time looking for a variety of wheirt which is proof against the fly. 
I bcli ;ve no such variety will be found ; but that it is possible to improve the condi- 
tions under which tho wheat plants prow that they will be able in a large measure 
to resist the attacks of the fty, as well as other enemies, and produce a satisfactory 
crop. 

With plants, very much as with animal*, the injury caused by diseased or fungus 
enemies depends largely upon the vigor and strength of the individual attacked. If 
proper soil conditions are produced, if abundance of available plant food is provided, 
tho wheat plant may be alio to feed the hessian fly and at the same time continue 
Us growth ami develop the grain. During the next few years those farmers in our 
northern and eastern states who desire to continue the growth of wheat should make 
a study ol the conditions ir. which it thrives and should bo far as possible make 
these conditions adapted to tho demands of tho wheat plant.

In an experiment, carried out lust year in connection with the Ontario Agricultural 
College, bu> ley showed it* great excellence in comparison with Indian corn for this 
purpose. PreviOiiH experiments a;, the college having shown that it was a bad pi no- 
tice to feed Indian corn alone, it was decided in this experiment to test a ration 
consisting of thrcn parts Indian corn to one part wheat middlings against another 
consisting of three parts barley to one part wheat middlings. The experiment 
extended over a period of 140 days, and resulted in an

for too pigs fed upon the barley. The average daily gain made by the pigs to which 
iho barley ami middlings were givon was lb., while the avrrngo daily gain to 
those who got the Indian corn and middlings was 817 lb. In addition to showing 
this superiority in the inattor of increase in wright, those fed upon the barley mix- 
ture also showed up to a marked advantage in regard to the quality of the bacon 
produced by them. When tho animals came to be slaughtered experts accorded a 
dUtinct superiority to those given the barley meal, both in regard to colour and 
firmness of thj meat. There is much difference of opinion In regard to the ndvan* 
tage of oooking mod for pigs, and this is also the case as regards the advisability of 
wotting or moistening the grain foods given them. With the object of testing the 
relativo methods of both systems, an experiment was carried out last year by tho 
Ontario Agricultural College. In this test four pigs were

consisting of equal parts of wheat and barley, and four other pigs of similar breeding 
wcro fed with the same meal mixture given dry. In the result, the animals receiving 
tho wet food mado an average daily gain of 1)5 lb., and consumed -ihl) lb. of meal for 
every 100 lb. of increase of live weight, whereas those that received the same meals 
In 1 dry condition made an a\ rage gain of 1.03 lb. per day, and required only 451 
lb. of mral to produce 100 lb. increase in live weight. The results of this experi- 
ment (say* a writer in an exchange) go to corroborate tho soundness of the pructico 
of feeding dry meals- u practice which has of late years been gaining consider a! 
on botlt sides of the Atlantic among pig breeders.

that tho drinking water be strictly clean, antplo in quantity, and ko. , cool. 
>ry serious derangements of the bowels are due to the birds drinking stale, unclean 
heated water, especially amongst the young birds, and some breeders attribute 
taken cholera to it. As the latter is, however, caused by miorobes, the most that 

1 be said about the stale, heated water is that it is conducive to the disease, which 
undoubtedly is. Of course, a good body of water in a deep vessel does not so 
■ickly get heated as a smaller quantity in a shallow dish ; but even the former 
Mid be kept constantly in the shade, and if possible whero there i.i a draught, 
irthenware vessels are preferable to those of tin or iron, and porous ware, such as 
at used for flower pots, has the advantage of keeping tho water nice and coo). Tho 
3 fashioned fountains, with the littlo bowl at the side, into which tho water 
adually trickles as it is used, keep the water cool and fresh, but they are awkward 
III, and still more awkward to clean. The best of nil drinking fountains aro 
ose made of porous ware, which aro quite open at the bottom, and have a small 
ile or notch near tho rim. They aro provided with a deep-rimmed saucer of 
•lieient size to comfortably take the rim of the vessel. This is tnen iillcd, the 
ucer placed on it, nnd tho whole quickly inverted, aflr-r which tho water trickled 
t into the saucer jiiRt as fast as it if} consumed. These fountains aro easily 
ubbed and cleaned.

typewriter, and anything usually attached or appurtenant to any of the boforomea- 
tioiicl articles in tho wuy of binding, monuting, or otherwise, and anything con- 
venient for thoir safe transmission by post which shall bo cent) ined in the .same 
packet; also printod, engravod, or lithographed oireulars, notwithstanding that 
Much circulars may bo letters or communications in tho naturo of a letter, provided 
they bear internal evidence that they ure intended for transmission in identical 
terms to several persous, the name of the addressee only been added in writing. In 
the case of circulars not wholly printed in ordinary type, engraved, or lithographed, 
but produced by some other mechanical process, such as chronography, copying press,

DIMENSIONS. 

No packet of taewspanors, nriutod matUr, or commercial papers must mm cd 18 
inches in length or 1 foot in width or dopth. 

Patterns and sample paeketa mm I not exceed 8 inches in length, 4 inches in 
width, 2 inches in depth; exoopt Jioso for Belgium, France, Greece. Italy, Japan, 
Luxemburg, Portugal, Switzerland, tho Argentine Republic, the United Kingdom, 
and tho United States— the limits for which an 1 foot in length, 9 iuchos in width, 
4 iuches in depth, and 120*8. in weight. 

General Rules. 

Postage stamps are of the following denominations £d., Id., 2d., 2\d., 3d.,

Upon receipt of any lotter oi packnt supposed to contain articles liable to 
Customs duty, a postmaster ghoul I advise the MM addrcasnd, and the in „r. it 
Customs Officer of the fact, aud also intimate to the former that he muht satisfy the 
Customs Officer as to tin. mature of the supposed dutiable articles, uud pay any 
Customs Charges before delivery j&n be roaue io him. 
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If thero hi no invoioo or moan* of Hutinfy iu^* tho Customs Officer oxcopt by 
oxaniinutien of tho contents, tho portion to whom it is addnwsed should authorise tho 
postmaster in writing to deliver it to tho Ciiitom* Officer for that purpose; but 
should thin ho objected to, tholottor or packet must then bo scut to tho Dead Letter 
OHion. 

Tho transmission by post of gold, silver, precious stonos, jowcllory, &o., is pro- 
hibited in nearly all tho countries comprised within the Postal Union except Oreat 
Ihitnin. 

Wedding Cake cannot ho forwareed, unless it is socurod inmotal covering, Of in 
such a way that it cannot affect the contents of the mail bag, or attract vermin 
Li<[iii(l medicines— not dangerous compounds— may bo sent within tho colony at 
letter rate, if packed in such mauuer as not to cause injury to other mail matier. 

Books. PMokots, periodicals registered as newspapers, and parcels of newspapers 
posted in Now South Wales and Victoria, and intended for delivery in Queensland, 
not dealt with in accortlance with the postal regulations of Queensland are surcharged 
the amount of deficient postage. 

A postmaster may refuse to receive or transmit by post, any letter, card, packet 
or newspaper exceeding the prescribed weight ; or of inconveuient form or dimen- 
sions, or containing, or reasor.aoly suspected to coutain any article likely to injure 
the other contents of the mail bagi or auy person. 

Newspapers. 

Under the new " Pout a! Act" {January t, 1892^, each Xewspaper \d. for 10 or*. 
or fraction of an ounce {Town ami Inland) ; Intercolonial, \d.for I tn* or fraction of an 
out*cc ; Foreign, hi. for 4 1Mb Newspapers printed and published in Queensland, when 
punted for Town, Inland, or Intercolonial, in bulk parcels not exceeding \Albn, in weight, 
tu t charged fur every lib. or fiMlion of a lb., One Penny. 

A Publication is deomed a Nowspaper when consisting wholly or insubstantial 
part of political or other news or of articles relating thoroto or toothor current topics 
with or wi*huut auvoiti*cm. its, wl. other priuted for sale or gratuitous distribution 
—provided: (I) It is printed and published in Queensland ; (2) It has the full title 
aud date of publication printed at tho top of the first page aud tho wholo or part of 
tho title and the date of publication printed at tho top every subsequent page and 
of every table of contents aud indox ; (3) It is published in parts or numbers at in- 
torvals'not exceeding one mouth. 

A supplement to a nowspaper is definod as fodows: — A copy of t!te daily or 
weekly issue of tho parliamentary dobates published by the authority of Parliament, 
oi any public.it ion oonsi»tiug wholly or iu substantial part of matter like that of a 
newspaper, or of advertisements printed on a sheet or sheets or consisting wholly ov 
in part of engraving, print, or lithograph illustrative of articles m tho newspapc. 
or of literary matter (tho letter- pross of the same being printed iu Queensland from 
typo set up in Queensland), or from stereotypo plate made therefrom and having 
tho printer's name thoreon, and, further, having the title and date of publication of 
tho newspaper priuted at tho top of evory ppgfl or the supplement or at tlio top of 
every sheet ir aide on which tho engriiyiug, print, or lithograph .appears. 

Evc y nowspaper shall bo sent without a covor, or iu a cover open at both ends. 
There HUN not bo iu or upon tho newspaper or covor auy communicative character, 
figure, letter or number except tho words 14 Nowspaper only M ora mark to indicate 
a report, article, or paragraph thorein ; tho printod title of tho newspaper, the 
printed namos, occupations and places of business of tho printer, publisher aud 
vendor Jseieof, aud tho n unc, occupation aud address of the person to whom it is 
sent, and the namo of tho porson sending the newspaper ; nor shall auythiug bo on- 
closod in or with or accompany the newspaper or oover. Evory newspuper shall bo 
folded or covered iu such a m -inner that tho title of it may b" vecognisod. 

All unregistered or irregularly postal newspapers :iud all newspapers, having 
any matter which is not I yuppleinont accompanying thorn, shall bo treated as 
packets. 

Newspapers muat bo posted an hour bofoto tho timo appointed for closing mails.

with tno flap lofl msealed or fastened ivith a binder or in sack manner as u ill permit of 
opening for examination and re-clottare. If tho cover botdit, the opening must be xulli- 
cieni to admit of the contents being easily withdrawn for examination. Postmaster! 
will,! owever, satisfy themselves as to be withdrawn without withdrawing them, ifpos- 
sible. Th.3 cover may bear the sender's name and address, and with Uu- &fuptien o f 
pat-kefs of printed boohs made up tn sack a manner an to plainly show contents, tin description 
of contents mint he endorsed thereon. Packets and books muy be tied with st ring or tape, 
but officers of the department may cut tho string or tape to exumino tho eond eta, 
but if they do so, inust tie the packet up again. Samu'es of seeds, drugs, \e., 
which cvuno. be sent as open packets, may bo onclosed in bags or boxes, fastened 
so a:i to be c««si?y undone and re-fastoned.

their identification. 

A record is open at the Hrist>auo Central Telegraph Office for tho registration of 
the full address, at which foreign telegrams roaehing any Telegraph Office in 
Quoensland, and bearing abbreviated or arbitrary addresses, are to be delivered. A 
fee of 10a. per year, or 2s. 6d. per month, is chargod for registration iu this colony. 
Application for registration to bo made by lotter to tho Under Secretary and 
Superintendent of Eloctno Tulegruplis. 

ThoTelcgraph Companies register names andnddrrsa of telegraph correspondents 
free of charge at all their stations, and in Loudon at U Old Broad Street, 8 leaden- 
hull street, and o Great Tower Stroot. 

Addresses rnav also bo registered at auy Government Telegraph Oltice in 
England or Scotland upon the p»yn out of ouo guinea to the Po.rtmastor-ticnerul, 
Loudon. This registration can 1k> often ted <»nly at tho telegraph station iu the town 
where tho firm is established, and not by letter from Australia to Londou, or vivc 
Derua, as different Arms sometimes select the some code word. 

Tho principal conditious undor which mossugos aro transmitted are as follows : —

Treatment of Snalce Bites. 

The following plain and simple directions for tho sueeossful treatment of Snsk •• 
oites should be borno in mind by everyone. T'uo groat point is, of oom -i . immo- 
l»ato excision and a oopious flow of blood from tlio wound. Stimulants are 
ruhuthlo in all cases. If oxcision hns licon neglected, tlion much depend* «m giving 
urge doses of stimulants, tha best of which U the strongest Liquor AmnXnia. 
The following directions must be carefully attend)*! to : — 
Immediately suck tho wound well for ten or hfteori minutes, ami tie n tapt or 
string tightly round as uoar as possible to tho wound, mid Itctwo* n it and 
tlio heart. (N.B.— Sucking is pcrfeotly tnie, unless there be sorak-hei 'jr 
cuts on the lips or tongue.) 
Tako hold of tho bitton part, and with a sharp ketfe cut a piooc of flesh not 
larger than a sixpence, or else cut open a bitten part freely, and Hpieexe 
out as much blood as possible ; but in other capos encourage the bloodi v.: 
by bathing the wound with warm water. 
After the wr und has bled ficely, upply a little Liquor Ammonia t<» the wound 
with cotton, wool or soft rag, and apply a poultice of powdered ipoeacu- 
anaha if procurable. 
The medicine must now be quickly given, internally, in dotW according to the 

bitten person's age, as follows ;— • 
To a grown-up person. 35 drops strongest ammonia, in rnther more than a 

wineglnssful of water, or spirits and water. 
From 1*2 to 16 years old, 20 to 2G drops in 4 tablespoonful of water, or spirit i 
and water. 

From 8 to 12 yearn old, 10 to 15 drops in 2 tpblespoonfuls of Water, or npiiits 
and -vtttcr 

From 4 to 8 years old, 15 to 20 drops in 2 tablespoonfuls of wat >r, or spirits and 
water. 

f:»nt« up to I years old, 3 to 10 drops in 2 tablesnoouiuls of wator, or spirit 

water. 
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The patient must, on no account, ho allowed to sleep until out of danger. Walk 
him about gently in the fresh air. and keep up hia ipirita with cheerful 
encouragement of success hy those arouud him. 

If the aiok person's nead has become deranged or heavy . the doses rr.u*t be giveu 
every twelve minutes, until the head becomes well, and. attor all, small 
doses must be giveu every four hour- until all the bad symptoms disap- 
pear. 

If the bite bo given by a whip snake, or one that kilts quickly, the doses must 
bu larger, and they must be given more frequently, uuui the patiout gets 
hotter. 

But if the bite bo givon by a carpet, diamond, or some other slow killing anakc, 
then about 20 drops must be giveu three times a day to a grown -up 
person, but this must be increased if tho bad effects of the poison get 
worse. 

If the bitten person be just on tho point of death, this medicine should always 
be given as it has frequently cured people in this state. 

When the person has lockjaw from the effects of the poison, or when his head is 
very bad, it should be help up, and the bottle placed under Lis noie for him 
to smell. 

When tho medicine has been ofion used, the strength of tho remainder be« 
cornea lean , therefore more drops should be taken. This must not be for- 
gotten. 

Tho bite of the Centipede, Tarantula, Scorpion, &o,, may be cured in a few 
minutes by the eitcrnal application of tho Liquor Ammonia ; and, if noces- 
aary, it must be giveu internally, as nbovo directed. 

All auimals may bo treated as directed above, but the dose must be proportioned 
to the eizo of the beast ; for instance, a full-grown bullock, cow, or horse 
will require a good tablespoouful of Liquor Ammonia, mixed with a pint of 
oil at l^ast. 

Numbora of lives hava been saved by the injection of the ammonia into ti e 
principal vein of the arm by means of a subcutaneous syringe, one of which alio- d 
be in possession of every station, homestead, and family in each district of tho oolr ,y, 
as thoy can now be had at a reasonable price.

If ammonia is availablo, give it, mixed with wator nvory half-hoi t, ae loug as 
depression exists, in the following relative dose*:— Two drops to m infant, and 
fifteen drops to an adult, regulating the dose according to age in the m! ovc propor- 
tions. If ammonia is not available, tfive uuy other spirit ; half a tcaspoonful to a 
child, and a ttaspoonfui to an adult, mixed with three parts of water. 

SUNSTROKE. 

Sunstroke is caused by over-heatiug the blood It is not necessary to be exposed 
to tho direct ray* of the sun to have sunstroke. An attack may DM on during the 
night. 

To prevent sunstroke, tho body should be loosely clothed, and the head and bank 
of the rock protected with some white material, The diet should bo staple, ami loo 
much animal food should not bo eaton during hot weathor, aud a I alcholio drinks 
should bo avoided. 

When sunstroke hai ocouriod, lay the patient in the cooleit place pro. 
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uriMfl, 'trooto his clothing, tnd doane him all over, but especially over load 
ind ^pin*, with cold water. The bowals should be weti moved with en enema, if 

procurable 

Notk.— This treatment must be continued until conpciouaness returns and fever 
i bates- 

CHOKING. 

When Iho food becomes impacted in the throat ao as to prevent brer. thing, it is 
ilmoat always in the mouth of the windpipe — the first opening in the throut imroo- 
dirtt. 1)' behind the tongue. In those cases the mouth should be opened to the widest 
extent, and in the case of children, kept open by inserting a piece ot wood between 
iho trout teeth, auftioiently thick to provont biting. The two forefingers of any per* 
jon should then be introduced, on** in each side of the mouth, and pushed over tno 
ionguo until they come into contact with the subatance causing the obstruction. The 
points of the finger or fingers should then bo got under it, and the subutnnne ex- 
tracted. It will tnsi»t the operation if the tongue is grasped by another person in 
;hu folds of a tow ril and held out of the mouth as far as possible. There is nothing 
to prevent any intelligent person adopting this simple expedient, the mouth of the 
windpipe being' much more easily reached than L generally supposed.

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How to Keep Typhoid Fever Out of Houses. 

From « summary of facta presented at a meeting of the National Health So- 
aiety, 44, Bornora-btreot, Oxford-streot W„ on June 13th, 1872: - 

FACTS. 

Sower Gas, while escaping into a houso, will under oortnir circumstances, pro- 
dure Typhoid Fever, and will, in all canes, oreate au uuwl.niesonn: atmosphere, 
causing feeble health, diarrhoiv, dyspepsia, &c., in those who stay much iu doom, 

Typhoid Fovor poison enters houses through openings into sewers or cesspools, 
o; through foul drinking water. 

The pipos through which Typhoid Fever can enter are the discharge and waste 
pipe* of each sink, wntdr-closet, and bath, or the overflow pipos of the water 
oUtenis. 

PRACTICAL RULES. 

1 . All discharge pipes should be thoroughly tapped. 

2. If overflow pipos of sinks, baths, &c, open the discharge pipes, they must 
«nter above the trap. 

3. The connection of the houae-drain with the .itreet sewer should always be 
trapped, and if possible, disconnected from the aewer by means of an open trap. 

4. Every water-closet pipe should bo ventilated into the open air from below 
tho trap of the cloac f , but the ventilator must not open near a wiudow. 

5. Tho waste-pipe of cistern should in any case, without any exception, be 
oarriod direct into the open air. 

C. Rain- water pipes should not be connected with the sowers, but shall end in 
tho open air, over or near u gully trap ; tho samo remark holds good of sink pipes, 
wherever practicable. 

7. Thus, if possible, no pipe but tho dischargo pipe of tho closet should bo con- 
nected with tho sower. Kvon the soil pipe can bo disconnected when it passes into 
tho open air, in a baok yard for instauuo. and provided thorn is a suftiripnt fall to 
( km a sypnon on tho sower or cesspool side of tho disconnect ion. 

HINTS. 

Tf you do not know n careful plunder, w^io can imHiIh mat the above arrange- 
ments exist iu your homo, ask tho Health Gtfioor of your district to recommend one 
to you. 

Unless you are positive there is no possibility of tho entrance of sewer gaa into 
your houso, you must keep open a sufhdeut number of wiudows, day and night, in 
all seasons, to secure ventilation. 

Ever householder, whether rich or poor, should give personal attention to this 
mutter. Health is too important a thing to be entrusted to subordinate*. 

N.B.— A trap is, iu otfoct, whatever bo its form, a bed in the pipo that will hold 
wuier. 

ADDITIONAL DIRECTIONS BV ONI OP THE BEST MEDICAL MEN 

IN ENGLAND. 

The following directions, mostly drawn up by Dr. W. Budd, should in all cases 
be carried into offect : — 

1. Tho room sl.ould bo cleared of all needless woollen or other draperies 

which might possibly s»tvc to harbor the poison. 

2. A basin charged with Condy's Fluid or solution of permanganate of 

potash, or somo other convenient disinfectant, should be kept con- 
stantly on tho bo J for tho patior* to spit into. > 

3. A hirjrn vessel containing water impregnated with permanganate of 

potash, or with Condy's Fluid, should always stand in the room for the 
roooption of all bed and body linen immediately on its removal from 
the person of tho patient. Most Strictly Obscrvod. 
f. Po3ket-bandkerchiefs should not bo used, and small pieces of rag em- 
p'oyod instead, for wiping th* nose and mouth. Each piece," aft o* 
be»ng once used, should be immediately burnt. 
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6. A* the hands of nurses of necessity become frequently soded hjr 
secretions, a good supply of towels and two basins, nn.t o.<ntiii>iii g 
water with Condy's Fluid or permanganate of potash, ami Hii»ther 
carboMo *oap and water, should be always at hand for the imuo .fiat* 
oraoval of tho taint. 

6. All glasses, cups, or other resscls, brushes, towel?, u«od by or about 

the patient, should be scrupulously cleaned and disinfected before 
being used by others. 

7. The discharges from the bowels and kidneys should be received on their 

very issue from the body into vessels charged wirh disinfectant*. 
Most strictly Observed. 
By these 1 measures the greater part of the germs which are thrown oil by interim] 
■urfaces may oe robbed of their powor to propagate tho disease.

Typhoid Fever. 

ITS TREATMENT AND CURE. 

Major-Oenertl A. Tllis has forwarded the following lotter to the Marl: la»* 
Express : — Tbe prevalence of typhoid fever and the interest which h attaebod to nil 
matters conr ;rnmg its treatment induces mo to send you the onclose 1 intemtinff 
memorandum from the late b ; r William Gull, M.D.. given to mo two yean after he 
was in attendance on the Prim e of Wales during his illness in 1872. It ha* been 
suggested that its publication -nay prove usoful, which must be my excuse lev 
troubling you. 

1. Typhoid fever is a disease vhich runs n more cr less definite course. It 
cannot bo stopped or cured by medicines. 

2. The ohiof thirg to bo done at t>e ontsot of an attack is to send the patient 
to bed, so as to save strength from the beginning. 

3. No Btrong purgative modicinos aro lesirnblo. 

4. As the fever dovolops, and tho strength grows Ions, light food should bo givei. 
nt short intervals— i.e., water, toast-wator, barley-water, milk and water, 1 :l.t 
broths (not made too strong or too gelatinous). ™ 

6. If there be restlessness or much agitation of tho nerves, vine (port, sherry, 
or claret) or brandy in moderate doses at short intervals. This niust be directed 
medically, but in general it may be said that the amount required is that which in- 
duoes repose and sleep. 

6. The bowels may be loft to themselves. If unmoved for twenty-four 
or thirty-six hours a lavement of warm water may bo necessary, but this will bo 
directed medically. 

7. Tho reetlosaness or wakofulnoas in fovor is best remedied by the careful 
giving of wine or spirit with tho food or in water. Sedatives such as opium are 
inadmissablo— mostly injurious. 

8. Tho bedroom to be kept at a temperature of 62(Vg. to C4deg. 

9. Great cave necessary to keep the bed clean and sweet. This most easily 
done by having asecond bod in the room, to which patient can bo removed for two 
or throe hours daily, whilst the othor ih thoroughly aired, and tho linen changed. 

10. All fatigue to be sedulously avoided. No visitors udmittod, and no other 
person but a nurse and one attendant to help her. 

11. Patient's room nevor to be left unattended for a moment, aa in the (Miriam 
of fever patient might jump from bod and injuro himself. 

12. Aa to medicines and tho treatment of complications, the immediato Medio*] 
attendant must bo responsible. 

13. Aa it is probable that the discharges from tho bowels in typhoid fovor may 
be a source of contagion, it is dosirablo that boforo being thrown down the lloaei 
they ahould be largely mhcod with Oondy's fluid or some other disinfectant. On 
the same principle, tho strictest cleanliness must be observed in the sick-room. 

14. There u no reason to believe that typhoid fovor ia contagious from person 
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(0 jMrntiti in Hie ordinary way. Tho largest experience shows that it does not cx- 
' • n<l like an ordinary contagious disease, to uurscgor others attending upon patients 
Mitlenng uudur the aim*). 

Prevention of Infectious Diseases. 

Tito New South Wales Board of Health has issued cards containing tho follow • 
lug directions for preventing tho spread of irfectious diseases : — 

GENERAL DIRECTIONS. 

When smallpox, cholera, diptheria, measles, typhoid or ccarlet fever has brokon 
out in u house, tho first thought Hhould bo to preveut its spi'ead. 

1 . Separate tho sick, without delay, from the rest of tho household by removal 
whoro possible, or by eomplote isolation at the top of tho house, with a sheet well 
wi4to I **Hh disinfectant hung 1 outside tho bodroom door. 

"i. Tho room selected should l»o light and airy, and should have a fireplace. 

:i. Kumovo at oneu all furniture that can be spared, and anything that may 
liuibor dust, dirt, or infection. 

4. Give striot ordors that no communication bo held with tho sick room, except 
through the nurse or some authorised person who has had the disease. 

6. Examine house-drains and water-closets, sinks, dust-bins, and any possible 
m um os of nuisanco ; remedy defects and disinfect freely. In times of epidemic the 
sewers should be disinfected. 

C. Look to sources of wator supply, house cisterns, water-butts, pumps, &c, 
i'-u- impurities and contamination by sewage. Water which is clear and pleasant to 
the taste may stiil do charged with sewer poison. 

7. Children living in an iufoctcd houso should not attend schools or visit other 
houses. 

8. Persons recovering from scarlatina should on no account bo allowed to mix 
with their fellows until sovoral baths have been takon, and tho peeling is com- 
pleted. 

*>. Tho bodies of persons who havo diod of fevor nro infectious, and should bo 
carefully related. They should bo buried with the least possible delay. 

In tho sick room nothing can replace fresh air, light, and cleanliness. Scents 
are useless. Reinovo all superfluous furniture, carpet, curtains, hangings, &c, set 
everything in order, and dean up. If tho room is not isolated, hang a sheet before 
the dOOT outside, and keep weli wotted thrco or fonr times daily with Condy's Fluid 
or carbolic ucid. Avoid stuff dresses. Keep within reach a basin with Condy's 
Fluid to spit into ; and where thoro is no fire to burn than, n Inrge basin to receive 
tho squares of rugs used in plaoo of handkerchiefs, also some disinfectants for tho 
utensils.

Keep r>t hand a fubor pan with 
disinfectant lot receiving soiled linen. Pour disinfectant freely down sinks and 
lUlOf ulfMitl- In scarlatina, oil tho body when the skin is poeliug, twice daily, and 
into warm baths with soap. When sickuc. J in come to on end, disinfect the room 
.md all that has been in contact with tha invalid. 

DISINFECTANTS. 

Fresh A ir.— Tho best and cheapest. To bo got by open windows and a fire. 

Hut Air. — '230- to 300- FMi. Wealing apparel, bedding, «Src, which cannot be 
washed, to bo well opened amf exposed to this heat for at least au hour. 

Hot Water.— "Vo bo used froely with soap. Linen suspected of infection should 
bo boiled when at wash. 

Carbolic Acid.—VuUim. A wlnegiassful well mixed with a pint and a-half of 
warm water for use in night stools, sinks, w.o , or fcr wetting a sheet to hanp in 
the doorway. A wineglassful to one and a-half pint of water for washing walls, 
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furnituro, &c. Carbolic Acid Soap: For the hands. M l DougaW s Poutlcr : A com- 
binatiou of sulphate of magnesia and tar acid. 

Chloride of Lime.—- Must be kept dry. lib, to a irallon of water for utensils, 
ainka, w.c.f. drains, &o. lo». to a gallon of water for linen, whir:h must not bo 1« ft 
long in tho solution bcforo be'ng wrung out in fresh water, as it is corrosive. Set. 
to a gallon for washing furniture, &o., but it is apt to loavo dampness. 

Chlorine Oas. — Poisonous and irritating to tho lungs when used in Bsetm, V<>r 
an unoccupied room. Clone fireplace, windows, 4c, as directed under ■ulphoroui 
acid gas. Pour over a quarter of a pound of black oxide of magnesia in ■ dish, 
laced high, naif a pint of muriatic acid (spirit of salt), and leave fur six hoars. It 
leaches, and is apt to make white-limed walk sweat. Useful for cabs. 

Oonc't/s Fluid. — A teas)X>onful to a pint, or a wineglpssfui to a gallon of water, 
for utensils, skins, floors, mu, for gargling, washing the hands, for baths, for adding 
to drinkiag water, and for linen, which Hhould be well soaked and rung out in < h au 
watc: i. : allowed to stand for a vory few minutes in solution of this strength it in 
discolored. To remove stain., steep, beforo drying, in water containing salts of sorrel 
lez. to tho gallc . When the piiik oolour is loBt the fluid is inert. The solution is 
useful for vaporising in an occupied room. 

Oreen Copperas (Sulphate of Iron). — lib. thoroughly dissolved in ■ gallon of 
water, for drains, &e. A teacupful of this solution should be poured into tho uteri rik 
beforo each time of using, and a pint down the w.c. after e;,ch visit 

Sulphurous Acid Oat. — Poison. For unoccupied rooms. Where windows and 
fireplaces have been securely fastened with paper and paste, break from half a 
pound to a pound of brimstone into small pieces, mix with live coals in a pipkin or 
on a saucepan lid, supported over a bucket of water by a pair of tag*, closo up tho 
door and leavo for fivo or six hours. Clothing should be spread out on ropes, ko, 
It bleaches, and. is sot to burn into sulphurio acid, which render clothing damp and 
rotten. 

Other Disinfectant*. — Charcoal, dry earth, quick limo, chloralum, perchlorido nf 
iron, chlondo of zinc (Sir W. Barnott's fluid, a wincglassf ul to two and a-half quarts 
of water for gcnoral use. Poisonl. Chloride of soda, a teasiioonful to a pint for 
soaking linon, chlorido of potiss (Eau do Javello). 

HOW TO U3E THEM. 

For basin to spit into, Condy's fluid ; to receivo dirty rags, &c, Oondy's fluid 
or chloride of lime, if they oannot bo burned. 

For gargling, washing. &c, not personal uio, Condy's Fluid ; lift) for vapori- 
sing to cleanso and froshou the air; not poisonous wheu diluted ; carbolic toilet MMp 
for tho hands. 

For impuro drinking water boU or filter through charcoal, or add solutiou of 
Condy's fluid nntii it retains a faint pink colour. 

For utensil or bedpan, green copperas or chlorido of lime, or carbolic acid, to be 
added on each occasion boforo using them. 

For w.c., sinks, &o., chlorido of limo, or carbolic acid, or green copperas, somo 
to be poured down whenever used, and an oxtra gallon occasionally. 

For cleaning foul air in occupied room, frosh air and Condy's fluid ( vaporised). 

For linen, soak well in chlorido of lime, or Oondy's fluid, or in chloride of 
soda, butdo not leavo long before transferring to clean, and, if possible, boiling water. 

For woollen clothes, bedding, Ac, hot air. Burn useless and inexpensive 
articles which can be spared. 

For unoccupied rooms, sulphurio acid gas or chloride gas, followed by thorough 
scrubbing with soap and water. White liming. 

For cabs, chlorino gas or sulphurous acid gas. 
* For washing furniture, floors, 4ro., Condy's fluid or chloride of limo, or carholio 
gr.d. Soap and water. 

For a decomposing body sprinklo with M'Dougall's powdcr ; -r pour Sir tV. 
Burnett's fluid over before closing the coffin. 

For off< isive heaps of refute which cannot Le removed, cover two of three i&chtft 
de*p with charcoal, quicklime or dry earth. 
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For offensive drains, ditches, «S:c., chloride of lime (lib. disinfects 1000 gallons 
of running sowugo), or chloride of lime, or perchlorido of iron. 

N li. — Carbolic acid and sulphurous acid ^as go well together, but should not 
ba used with other disinfectants, such as Oondy's chlorine, and the chlorides. 

In England, under the Sanitary Act 18GG, penalties are recoverable—If a per- 
son wilfully, and without proper precautions, expose himself or others in public 
when suffering from dangerous infectious disease. If a person enters a public con- 
veyance while suffering from infectious disease, without first informing the ovrner 
or driver of the fact If an owner or drivor of a public conveyance does not at once 
provide for the disinfection of his conveyance, after it has to his knowledge conveyed 
an infoctod person. If a person, without previously disinfecting them, give ., lends, 
Rolls, exposes, or transmits (except for disinfection) any clothes, bedding, &c, which 
have been exposed to infection. If a person knowingly lets any house or room in 
which a person suffering from infectious disease lias been, without having thoroughly 
disinfected it to tho satisfaction of a qualified medical practitioner, as testified by a 
cortificato signed by him.

In every < aso of {atrial, the Minister or oOieiultng person ought to receive from 
the undertaker, or perton having charge of the funeral, a certificate rom the Dis* 
triot Registrar, certifying the registration or the (loath — unless in the case of in- 
quest, when a certificate from the coroner or magistrate holding the iuquest will bo 
luftlolunl ; and if any dead body shall be buried without such ccrtilicf.te, the person 
who iiciy bury the sumo, or perform any funeral or religious service tor the burial, 
or who shall in any way dispose of the ouijr, shall forthwith give not ee of the facts 
to the District Registrar ; and undertakers aro bound, under a penalty not exceed- 
lag AID, to lodge with the District Registrar, imiucdiidely alter the burial, a 
cri iiiicate nf such burial signed by tbomselves, and countersigned by two witnesses.

Toowoomba. 

WlfHE town of Too voomba, iho onpital of tho great platoau of the Darling Down*, 
J is situated on t 10 summit of the Grout Dividing Range, at an elevation of 
11)21 foot h1k>vo tho lovol of tho soa, It was not originally intended fur, or surveyed 
aM, a sito for u town. Owing to tlio hostility manifested by tho oarly pioneers in 
the ''forties" and ** fifties '* to any cuoroachmcut on their runs for town daps or 
other purposes, tho fow persons who wore anxious to do business with tho inon ou 
the etations were obliged to settle down at what is now known as Drayton, then 
known as "The Springs "—from the beautifully clear springs of water there, and 
which were permanent in the driest seasons. At one tuno Drayton was a pluee of 
oonsidorablo importance. It poH.soM.sod a court house, built of tho most primitive 
materials, and on court day, which was generally hold onoo a month, tho town was 
full of country just icon i.nd visitors, and a very huge amount of business was 
transacted. In 1855, Toowoomba, which is un aborginul numo. signifying H (hither- 
iiiff oj the Waters" while by others it is considered to mean 11 Great in the Ftttioe,'* 
began to attract attention, and in that year a large quantity of land wus sold by tho 
Now So.ith Wales (iovernmont iu farm lots as suburban to the town of Drayton. . 
As Toowoomba was the point of ingress and egress over the Mniu Range, a largo 
amount of traffic ueccssanly pasnod through it, pacing cut to the Western and South- 
western distriots then iu process of development, and occasionally nsmany as thirty 
or forty bullock toams have been socu in ono oneampmont on what is now known ;.s 
tho Mort Estate, behind tho present Koyal Hotel. In 1858 the population of Too- 
woomba was considerably increased, and farming on a small scale was carried ou by 
several persons. On the proclamation of tho separation of the colony on the 10th of 
Dooembor, 1859, Drayton and Toowoomba and tho surrounding su burls* extending 
northerly as for as Crow's Nest and west to Oarabooya were formed into an electoral 
district, returning one member to Parliament. The number of electors o:: tho roll 
nt tho first general olootion was 243. It now returns two momberw to Parliament, 
nnd has an electoral roll of 3,000 doctors. In 18G0 tho population had increased to 
Much an oxtent as to justify tho inhabitants in applying for incorporation under tl;o 
New South Wales Municipal Institutions Aot of 1858. Tho town was accordingly 
nroclaimxl incorporated on tho November 14, 1860, and the late Mr. W. H, (iroom, 
M.L.A., was uloctod first mayor. Sovonteen candidates preyonted themselves f. * elec- 
tion as aldermen at the first Municipal oloction, of whom uiuo wore eh* ted, Mr G room 
heading tho poll. Tho area comprised within tho Municipality is t7SI acres, and is 
divided into threo Wards. Tho Municipal Council consists of nine aldermen, threo 
for each Ward, ono of whom is annually chosen as Mayor. Ono alderman retires 
from each Ward annually, so that tho ratepayers have ample opportunities of infusing 
new blood into the mamrgemeut of their local affairs. Tho increase of population 
rendered a ' east of tho Wards necessary, and tho threo Wards are known as South 
Ward, Fa • Ward, and West Ward. Tho number of ratepayers on the roll for 
1JG2 a as undor : South Ward, 470 ; East Waid, 610 { Woat Ward, 382. 

Tho population of Drayton and Toowoomba, according to the consus of 1 901 , was 
14,0G1, and? that of the district including HighHolds, Uoombungoo, Crow's Nest, 
Plainby, Westbrook Homestead Areas, Boaunraba, Umbirora, Pittsworth. Greon- 
mount, Gomoran, Meringandan, and Emu aud King's Crooks, and tho various agri- 
cultural areas, at about 20,000 — making a total of about 36,000. Tho proporties 
that woro sold by tho Crown near tho town in largo blocks have been 
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mostly subdivided, and tho town now present* the appearance of a 
bustling, aotivo pluco of businoss. Tho climate in, wi'hout exception, tho 
fiucst in Queensland, and with railway oomraunicsutiou with tho metropolis three 
times a day, Toowoomba has become a favorito place of resort to thoso desirous of 
having the rather warm climate of Brisbane to enjoy tho cool, invigorating breezes of 
tho Downs. His Excellency the lots Sir Arthur Edward Kennedy selected Too- 
woomlui as a locality for a summer residence, and every year Noted a large brick 
building on tho summit of the range for the purpose. Iu IS'Ji Sir Henry 
Wylio Nornutu rented a portion of the Blue Mountain Motel for tho 
summer mouths, uud he and his family oujoyod tho change, and siwko in bigh 
terms of tho cxhilornting climate, and of tho charming scenery everywhere to be 
found among the mountains. In 1890 his Excellency Lord Lamingtou rented 
Westbrook Hall from November to April, 1897, and rented the Blue Mountain 
Hotel for the summer of 1898. Ten acres of land have been reserved on tin Main 
Range as a situ for a summer residence of tho future governors of Queen-hr.id, 
As residence situs, for niuo months out of tho twelve, the oatiteru slopes of tho 
Main Rango are uuequallod in any part of Australia, Frotoeted from the westerly 
winds, the climate is porpotual spring. Frosts are unknowu, and garden produco 
of aM kinds can be grown all tho year round. 

Forhapa in no part of Queensland is agriculture, outside sugar cane growing, 
advancing more steadily than in tho Toowoomba distriot, and the scenery along tho 
Highfields Road, and on tho roads branching off to Cawdor, Meringundan, and 
Glencoe, ia teautiful in the extreme — the well cultivated farms as far as the eye can 
extend affordiug every indication of progress and prosperity. The dairying 
industry is oxtending in all directions, aud it is quite a sight to soo, in many 
districts, scores of milk oarts daily wending their way ta the creameries. 

Toowoomba has thirteen places of public worship— the Church of England (2), 
the Church of Rome, Methodist (2), Presbyterian, Congregational, Baptist (2), 
Lutherur, and Independent German Church (3). A Jewish Synagogue has. also 
b ieu elected. 

In schools the town and district aro well provided for. There are fifteen 
primary State schools. On the 1st of January, 187(», themw Education Act came 
in to operation, and from that date the teaching iu all State sehisils haw been purely 
s.rular ; Stale aid to non-vested sehisd.s ceased at the end of IH80, There nro several 
private s'-houls for young Indie* of a high class elianictor, and pmatc (Iraummr 
Schools for l»oys, conducted by g.dieinen of high intellectual ullsiuinonls. ASiato 
(Jranuniii Selii'olhaH been electee* i,i a com!, of CI7.0O0, end is now the chief jhIuch- 
tionul establishment of tho western districts. Mr, W. A. Turves B.A., is the head 
master. There U also a splendid Christum Brothers College (or boys, occupying a 
commanding [>osition on the western side of the town, which is splendidly patronisod. 
A new Roman Outholio Convent willshortly bo erected. A Mechanics' Institute and 
School of Arts ban long been established, and a new block of buildings, comprising a 
Town Hall, School of Arts, Technical College, and huge Public Hall, has been 
uruotod, and is an oruauie.nl te Ku I hvuu •street. The School of Arts pr(»perly, which 
was formerly held in trust for tho town by Messrs. James Taylor, W. H. Groom, 
uud Martin Boulton, was handed over iu trust by d^ed to tho Municipal Council by 
the expressed widi of the Trustees, subscribers, and general rate])ayurs of the Muni- 
cipality for oducational purposes ouly. A Technical College has boon established 
in connection with the School of Arts, and is tho WOO. Ml of imparting technical know- 
ledge In various branches of industry to a large number of students. 

The commercial importance of the town is recognised by the banks. The follow- 
ing banking institutions have branch establishments in Toowoomba ! — Bank of Now 
South Wabis, Australian Joint Stock Bank, Commercial Banking Company of Sydney, 
Union Bank of Australia. Queensland National Bank, Royal Bank of Queensland, and 
Bank of Australasia. Tho Toowoombu Permanent Bcuofit Building and Investment 
Society is one of tho oWst and most valuable institutions of tho town, and has boon 
the means el enabling hundreds of workmen and others to orect thoir own ) "inos 
and become their own landlords. In this tiocitty thousands of pounds o local 
money have been invested which return good interost to the investor*. Ic is well 
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and ably conducted, and commands general confidence A second HOcioty is also in 
operation, called the Darling Downs Permanent Benefit and Building Society, and 
has proved useful to tlio district. During last year the 5th Queensland Bowkoit 
Building Society lias been formed. 

The town in average seasons is tolerably well supplied with water, which is laid 
on to most of the streets of the Municipality. The c°st of the waterworks was C20,000. 
The money for the works was obtained ou loan, and is repayable in annual instalments 
extending over 40 years. The water rate covers the cost of management 
and maintenance, and provides the xnouoy for the annual payment of interest and 
principal. A further loan of £G(XX) has been obtained from the Government to 
extend the Waterworks, and increase the supply. £1000 was voted by Pnrtilinonl 
as a loan to the Municipality for the erection of swimming baths. A handsome 
and commodious structure has been erected, and the baths aio now open te the 
public. 

The public hospital is at present under tho dual coutrol of the Government and 
the subscribers. It is supported by voluntary contributions, and ;>artly by State aul. 
It has accommodation for 50 male putieuts, 12 female patients, o.d 9 
childreu. The number of admissions during the year is 093. The average 
number of patients in daily during tho year is 03. It is managed by a 
committee of eight members, four chosen by the subscribers and four nominated by 
tho Government, aud is under tho superintendence and managemeutof Dr. Leu GHide, 
as resident burgeon, and all the medical practitioners of the town are honorary 
surgeons of the institution. There is also a complete staff of trained foiuale noises. 
The average amount of voluntary contributions is £900 per aunum. The old hospital 
buildings were converted into a public school, and a now hospital erected at a oust of 
XU.oUO, exclusive of £1000 paid for the site. The grounds ire beautifully laid out, 
and tho fiuo collection of oruaiueutal trees give the institution a bright und cheerful 
appearance. Tho hospital is built with an easterly aspect, aud has 30 acres of land 
attached to it. It is one of the finest sites in the town. There is a separate residence 
for tho house Burgeon, aud patients can be privately treated in private wards if they 
10 desire ou payment of proscribed fees. Complete qut.rters for tho trained nursing 
staff have been erected, and the whole establishment has been thoroughly eqnlpp I 
and renovated. T n commemoration of tho Diamond Jubilee of Queen Victoria, 
a now wing, natnod "Tho Vietoria Wing," has been erected at a cost of 
£2,300, and which will still further iuo»oaso the usefulness of what is now the 
largest hospital west of tho Muiu Kunge, 

The Indies' Honovolent Hociuly is one jf the standard institutions in Tuo- 
woomba. ll is well inauuged by a uumiiiittno of ladies who bestow mm-h time and 
labour ou their work, In orUor to oulargo tlio scope of thoir usefulness, lb- JJoeiely 
have buitt a "Home" for old peoplo, called the h Brodribb Homo," and tho 
Government donate £250 per anuum towards its maintenance. 

The industries of tho tewn and district are progressing most satisfactorily. 
There are four Hour mills, four steam saw-mills, one foundry, u large ami oXtetf 
sivo brewery, two maltiiig-housos, tin tin-plate working rwtalilishlueutri, 
boot factories, cordial and steam limited water manufiiotorie,-., coach- building 
establishments, whoolwrights, four tanneries, two extensive fellmongciiug estub- 
li.-hnmnta, four printing otneos, two soap factories, steam laundry, while several 
largo Brisbane oummuruiul houses havo resident ugoucies. 

At Oakcy, on the Dalby railway line, aro situated tho works f*i tho Hogarth 
Meat Preserving Company, whose moats and meat extracts have obtained a high 
repute in the European as woil as in tho colonial markets. A coal mine is aW> 
in full swing at Oakey aud employs a large numbor of hands. 

Tho Gowrio coal mines aro situated near tho Gowrie Crossing, ou tho Western 
Hoe of railway. The output of coal is over 16,000 tons per annum. 

Toowooinba is aL the central dopotof tlio Southern and Western railway lines, 
and trains leave daily for the south- western, western, and north-eastern districts, 
The Sydney express mail train also passes eanh way through Toowooinba dailv, Satuv- 
days excepted. Trains icavo daily for Syduoy, Melbourne, Adelaide, Brisbane, 
Ipswich, Woiwiok, l^ulby, Itoma, MituhyU, Cuurioville, Ouunamulla, ritlswoitb, 
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Crow's Nest, Ciiburlah, Oakcy, and Jondaryan. Through trains from Toowoomba 
to Cunnaraulla leavo ovcry Tuesday and Friday at 8 p.m., calling at all tho inter- 
mediate stations. Thuro is au excellent and wull provided loncshment-room at tho 
Toowoomba station, a building boing erected during tho year especially for the pur- 
pose. 

A brunch railway from Toowoomba to CrowV Nest runs for a distance of HO 
miles. This But has opened up a large agricultural district, and also v listed tho 
development of our timber resource*. Iu the Crow's Nest district there are thousands 
of aires of tho finest pino forests to bo found in all Queensland. The climate of 
Crow's Nest is execptionably beautiful, being situated on tho eastern watershed, and 
is .sheltered from the westerly winds. A few miles from Crow's Nest is a beautiful 
waterfall, while tho oountry around comprises some spleudid scenery. Game is in 
abuudauco, and the listrict is ouo of tho best shootiog preserves in thecolouy. Frosts 
are seldom experienced, and the result is that gin don produce iu tho ee stern (dopes 
can bo groAvn ail tho year round. Here r.lso thettairyiug iudustry is rapidly extend- 
ing, and butter and cheese bout regularly to Brisbane. 

Another branch line from the Overall Bridge on the Warwick line to Pitts- 
Worth, a distance or 17 miles, has been constructed. This connects another Luge 
agricultural area with Toowoomba. Pittsworth is steadily growing into an impor- 
tant inland town ; possesses some of the finest hotels iu thouolony, lias several stores 
aud receiving depots, and is fast assuming tho proportions of a prosperous district. 
Being in the centre of a large grazing district, monthly s»ilos of stock are held, and 
buyers come from all quarters to make purchases. Quail are in abundance, aud thei o 
is a largo field for sportsmen. 

The public institutions of Toowoomba aro tho Post Office, Telegraph Oflieo, 
Land Office, Railway Offices. Works Office, Court House, Gaol, and Industrial School 
for young girls. A large and handsome two-storey block of public buildings has 
been erected in Margaret-street. Tho ground floor is occupied by tho Public Lands 
and Defcuco Force Departments as eJiioos for the various officer., ; and the upper 
storey for tho holding of the Supreme and District Court Sittings, and the ordinary 
police business. There are also offices aud retiring rooms for the judges, counsel, 
magistrates, jury, witnesses, and the various officers of tho court. The whole block 
is surmounted by a clock tower, sixty feet iu height, in which is fittod a large four- 
1'aced clock, purchased in London at a cost of C2">0, which chimes tho quarter hours, 
and tho striking of tho hour* can Ih) heard all over the town. 

An Asylum for tho Insane is in course of erection at Toowooniba at an ultimato 
cost of £100,000. Tho first section, not Including tho administrative block, is com- 
pleted, the contract price Ix'ing £'2H,7<>0, and is occupied, and fonr additional 
wards have been created at a cost of £0.000. Aeontraotfor £i 1,000 has now boon 
let for the erection of two new wards, which when oomploted will accommodate <i70 
patients. Dr. Nicoll is tho Medical Superintendent, and ho is peculiarly well 
qualified f or thoofHce. The Asylum grounds comprise 1G0 acres, uod eu additional 
100 had teen purchased as grazing area for the cows of tho establishment. A 
kitchen and laundry, worked by steam power on tho most approved modern prin- 
ciple, has boon erected, at a coat of £7,000. A handsome brick rcsideneo has nlso 
been erected for the Medical Superintendent. 

A new block of Muuicipal Buildiogt ereoted on the site of the old School ot 
Arts in Buthven- street, was completed in tho oarly part of last year. The oil 
Town Hall in James- street hud been built and furnished at a cost of £41 00 iu the early 
eighties. This was a most up-to-date structure at that time, bnt for ootue time 
past, owing to its disrepair, the public opinion was genorally in favor of the Cor- 
poration building a new structure. Besides, James-street was no longer tho oentre 
of the town, aud tho old Assembly Rooms— or Iheatre Royal - was hardly a lit place 
to which toinvite tho leading histrionic talent, ete. The School of Arts boing destroyed 
by firoiu 1809, ripened publio opinion for tho change, and satisfactory arrangement* 
were made with tho eommitteo of that institution which led to tho erection of the 
now block comprising Municipal Chambers, School of Arts, Technical College and 
Town Hall. A special Act of Parli*mont was passed euabliug the Council to sell 
the land and tU old itruoture. The Town Hall proper is moit commodious, having 
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a capacity of 1500 scats, including dress cirolo. Evory accommodation bus now 
boon made for artiste*, oto , tho slidoa for the seo'^y are most complete, mid. the 
furniture is especially good. Tho stock *oeiior Jf especially painted by u loading 
artist of Bydnoy, in really superb ; and everything is v Jii looked after by ■ caretaker. 
The Prime Minister of Austruliu on his visit hero paid a special compliment to Too- 
woouiba residents ou haviiug erected such a magrnnoont structure, and nil orition 
are agreed that the mil is one of the boat to bo found in any of the provincial tow Ul 
in Australia. The total cost of the Municipal Buildings to date (including furni- 
ture) is £10,689 lis. i>d. t aud various small improvements are still being uu. ie. 
The whole block is surmounted with a magnificent clock tower— ti»j cluck pouting 
£300 in London, and thcu are cicely laid out piota on oaoh side of tho main outruueo 
to tho buildings. 

Toowoomba has a public park of 70 aero?, and a portion of it is now laid out as 
a Botanical garden, and mado a hud thy phtoo of rccroution from funds supplied partly 
by 'lie Legislature, aud partly by tho Municipality. It is now vetted in tho Muni- 
cipal Council, who have now the management of it. There lias also boon KMWVi 1 
H most beautiful spot on tho Main Range, uudur Picnic Point, OOB tabling 32 aerOH - 
roods, for recreation purposes. It commands one of the graudcNt mouulaiu views to 
l»e soon in Australia. 

There arc threo Masonic Lodges, throo loi!gos of Oddfellows, A. O. Foresters, a 
llcehnbito 8<>oioty, several Blue Itibbon Societies, and two other benefit so it t i- , 
The Caledonians and Hibernians have each a society. There is also an excel lem 
Fi"o Brigade, managed by a Board, consisting of representatives of the Government, 
the Municipal Council, aud toe ftro insurance companies, and maintained from funds 
contributed in equai amount by tho governing authorities. 

Toowoomba has three newspapers — The Toowoomba Chrouiele, of quod crown 
sizo, published on tho moruing.i of Tuesdays, Thursdays, and Saturdays, and 
has a largo and constantly increasing circuhttion, both in town and country. It is 
the recognised leading journal of the Darling Downs and Western districts, and 
circulates largely in all those districts, and is considered the best medium for 
advertising, as it circulates among subsoriberH of large purchasing power. It is 
the best read paper on the Darling Downs. Tho Settler and Smith Queensland i'ionei ,' 
is a weekly newspaper, published la counecth 1 with the C'tro'.irle, every Friday at 
noon, and circulates among tho /arming y .-.datum in all purls ot tho districts. 
The Settler is the only weekly newspaper fi Wished in Toowoomba. Tho l)at lmj 
Downs On^tte, is issued daily. 

In addition to tho Waterworks, n Ons Company is in active operation aud light 
tho streets, tho stores, aud all the public ollices with gas. The company has boon 
a marked success, and never fails to pay a dividend of 10 f& cent, per annum 

Thoro sro two agricultural societies in Toowouiu^a: one holds its exhibition in 
August, when live stock is chiotly exhibited— the other in January, when grain, 
vegetables, fruit, flowers, aud wines arc exhibited, Each society is tasjefod by tho 
Legislature, to tho ext out of >0a. for every raised by private biibseription to tho 
extent of £126. There is also an Horticultural Society, for the exhibition of 
flowers, &c. 

Tho present Mayor of Toowoomba is Charles B-owbothnm, Esq., and tho A Mermen 
are Messrs. Hear) Webb, J. G. Palethorpe, Walter Trapp, William Thorn, 
Edward Smart, John Fogarty, Mathew Keeffe, and A. Mayes. Mr. A. Merritt is 
Town Clerk ; Mr. John Walton, Rate Collector ; Mr. Thomas Stockham. Inspector 
of Nuisances ; Mr. E. Corr, Foreman of Works. 

Tho Toowoomba Municipality comprises an aroa of 2733 acros, ami is divided 
into three Wards. Tho est iuiaU d population is over 12,000, and tho estimated number 
of dwellings l.aOO. The assessed capital is Co09,410. Tho amount of rates I vied 
at 2d. iu the £ ou tho uuimprovod value of tho land and lighting rate was £5002 
The Endowment from tho Consolidated llovouuo of the colony is about lis. ,sd. Air 
cuoh £ of rates actually received. The water rate* levied last yonr nmounLd to. 
£3300. The endowment, however, i* payable at tho will of tho Legislature. 

The Parliamentary representatives of Toowoomba are John Fog.uty, E.->u., a:u£ 
Jamei Tolraie, Eeu,. ; ot Aubigny, William Thorn, Esq. ; of Cambooya, Donald 
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Mackintosh, Esq. ; and Cunuinghnm, Francis Kates, Esq. The district, formerly 
known as Drayton and Toowoomba, has been subdivided, and now comprises three 
electorate, returning four members to the Assembly. The electorate of Dray ton 
and Toowoomba has an historical record, the lata Mr. W. H, Groom, on the 11th 
August, 1900, complotod ;19 yoars of consecutive representation of the town in the 
Legislative Assembly. No other member of Parliament in Australia can show such 
a record of continuous Parliamentary services. Mr. Groom was elected in March 
as the first representative in the Federal Parliament of the DarliuK Downs, of 
which Toowoomba is the centre. He died in August and was succeeded in the re- 
presentation of the Darling Downs by his third son, Mr. L. E. Groom, M.A., L.L.M 

The Police Magistrate is Major Moore, and the Clerk of Petty Sessions Mr. 
Galloway. 

In whatever view Toowoomba is regarded, situated as it is in the centre of a 
rich pustorul and agricultural district, ]x)ssossed of natural and climatic advant-gca 
unexcelled, and railways branching from it in all directions, it is impossible not to 
bo impressed with tho promising future that lies bcfoie it. Within the past thirty- 
nine years it has grown from a village, with a population of two hundred souls, to 
its present largo dimensions. In tho next ten years, if its growth is as steady and 
continuous as in tho past, it must become— as in fact it may be said to be now — the 
mofrt important inland town in Queensland. Commercially, it is regarded as the 
soundest, fiuauci; lly, of any town in Queensland. 

Tho suburb,., of Toowoomba, including the populous district of High fields on the 
north, and the prosperous settlements of Clifton, Emu and King's Creeks to the no.itli, 
r.nd on tbg Westbrook and Eton Vale Homestead Areas, arc occupied ill icily by a 
farming nopidatioa. In tho suburbs are very beautiful gardens tJiat would do no 
discrodi to any country in the world. Here will be found growing >n abundance 
tipples, <H?ars, apricots, pcaohe*, nectarines, mulberries, oranges of all descriptions, 
plums of all varieties, loqunts, quinces, and other fmits of all kinds. The grape 
grows here in abundance, and is cultivated with great care and attention by several 
German colonists, who have also manufactured wine of excellent quality. Tho wines 
of the late Mr. Her*/er. of the Middle Ridge, received high commendation at tho 
Indian and Colonial Exhibition at London, in 1887, and those of Mra. Beh and the 
Into Mr. Hcr/cr were not only highly common Jed, but were awarded u certificate at 
tho Centennial Exhibition at Melbourne. Koine ol tho gardens arc places of public 
resort, and arc a sort of llatlou Uadou on a small scale. 

Along tho Warwick rail way lino, andatashor' disUmooi <imlt,iM(Jir>numnuut, olio 
of tbcuiost floiu ishingof our agricultural seltlomm.l*. Hisfintodfur itssplniididlmUur, 
which is made in largo quantities, and attains tho premier t , rices in the metropolitan 
market. A large choose factory has bocu established hero, and the e)mo*e mnnufnc* 
turcd is pronounced of excellent quality, and commands a rsady *uh«. Dairy farming 
is conducted on a largo scale, and ouo of tho largest and n tat successful dairies is 
that of Mr. Thomas Allen, quo of the pioneers of this industry, who nnlks daily 1 *)U 
covs, end who has shown what steady, persevering industry and indomitable oourago, 
in the fuco of difficulties, can do. A visit to Greeumount will amply repay the visitor. 
There is an excellent and well eonductc' hotel, under the personal management of a 
son of the late Mr. Charles Bell. A few days can well be spent here, not omy in view* 
jug the beautiful scenery and farms and dairies, but also in fishing and shooting. 
King's Oreok, full o* ! fish, and with large and well-filled waterholes, is only a shot 
distanco from Greenmount. Fishing excursions car eaaily bo arranged at Mr. 
Bell's hotol. West f."»m Greoumouut is Clifton, which is steadily growing as a 
town, and possesses four public-houses, some of them two stories, several stores, a 
Stato school, two lmnks, a School of Arts, and places of worship. The subdivision 
and sale of tho Clifton Estate has uot ouly largely increased the truffle returns >A 
the railway, but has led to the formation and growth ot the Clifton township, and 
added value to all tho surrounding property. 

Tho Government t irehaaed Heading too Hill, under the provisions of the 
Agricultural Land Purchase Act, and this beautiful estate, 32,000 acres in extvnt. 

beta all selected and Unpwtd, It will form another iroportaut agricultural 
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centre, and give the town of Oliftox which it adjoins, a largo accopsion of business 
and increase its iroportanoe. 

Tho town of Oakey, on the Dalby line, is rapidly becoming a flourishing town, 
and is increasing in buildings and population. Tho snle of the Weslbrook lai ds 
lias largely added to the area of close settlement, and, with tho moat works aud 
coal development, a prosperous future is before it. 

Jondaryau township is situated ou the muiu Dalby lino, about 30 miles from 
Toowoomba, and is a steadily improving locality. It is the outlet for ull the sur- 
rounding fanning and grazing .selector*, und umtains hotels, s f ores. and other busi- 
ness places. Withm a short distance is Jonduryan head station- -one of tho IfttQttit 
bheop-roaring properties in iiueouabiud. Dairy farming and wheat-growing are 
increasing rabidly in the Jondaryan districts. 

Highfiolos, in addition to its agricultural rcsoun.es, has vast quantities of 
timber, which gives employment to a large number of hand*. It ha.s four steam 
saw mills, and supplies tho district for miles around '..ith the most valuable timber. 
A brand, railway from Pongarry J miction to Crow's Nest, via Meringundan and 
Geham, has been constructed. The traffic on this liuo is fairly satisfactory, and, as 
population increases, it must prove of great value to all the surrounding localities. 
It is now more than paying all its working expenses and maintenance. 

Wyroeraa, on the Warwick line, is the outlet for the reoently-purehase! West- 
nrcok iands. and will soon become a station of considerable importance. 

Emu, King, and Spring Greeks, Back Plains, North Branch, Beauaraba, Pitts- 
worth, Southbrook, Crosshill, Clifton, Umbirom, Heringandan, Gomoran, and the 
various Homestead Areas, form the most prosperous agricultural sottlomentu in 
Queensland, and tho same may be sa'd of the districts south a". Warwick. Wheat, 
barley, oats, and lucerne are grown here in large quantities, and tho hay, when 
pressed in bales, is sent by rr.il to the Brisbane markets. It is here that the cross- 
bred Leicester sheep and lambs arc pla<ujd in lucerne poddook.s, and, when in condi- 
tion, are despatched by rail to tho markets of Toowoomba, Ipswich, and Brisbane, 
where thev realiso sometL.os exceptionally high prices. It is now recognised that the 
full development of such magnificent lands as we have on tho Darling Down.-:, will 
be a great footer in restoring prosperity to the oolony. Thii season (l'JOl) a 
record return of wheat took place, over a million bushels being harvested, but un- 
fortunately tho prioa te not satisfactory. Moro attention has also been given to tho 
growth of malting barley for the use of the local malting- houses. 

Tho Agricultural Land Purchase Aot of lbUt, wbioh enables the Government 
of tho day to purchase laud, suitable for close settlement, to the extent of £100,000 
per annum, has boon put iu force ou the Darling Downs, aud several large ureas ut 
lioudingtun Hill, Westbrook, North Toolburra, Pittsworth, Clifton, Piuoluntis, 
Ulougalluu and Goomburra, have boon purchased These areas, amounting to 
about 140,000 acres, have been surveyed, and thrown open for selection, aud huvo 
nearly all been taken up. Other purchases aro to follow, so that it will not be 
long before tho whole of the maguihoent Darling Do wna are covered with sibling 
homesteads and a prosperous sural population.

Y^TTTSWORTII, the prosimt terminus of tho Beiiuaruba Branch Railway, in 
X siluatod in tin mil roof an ituportant agricultural imd pastoral district, ll la 
$Q mile* by road, in a W.S.W. direction from Toowoomba, ami !J0 miles by rail. 
Twenty yearn ago it formed a part of tho Fulton ahoep ran, owned by tho .ate Mr. Jus. 
Tyson, aud lint* the oponing of tlio railway its progress Iiiim Iwon rapid. It ia «ur- 
rounded by tho farming settle incuts of Southbrook, Umbirom, Broxburu, Beauaraba 
and Motley Scrubs, Bpnngsidi), Gentleman's Hoat, North Branch, Kiniora, and Yar- 
ranlea. A large tnul inercunin,,r amount of cultivation is being Oftffitd on within tho 
arou of those settlements, the produce from which, together with sheep aud wool from 
thooutlving stations, keep the Sloaunrabn Bruimh pretty busy. There is known to 
exist, all through tho district, largo deposits of excellent coul. The educational re- 
quiromeuta of tho district are provided for by seven State Schools and oight Provisional 
Schools, at which there is a largo and incroaaing attendance. Wool is also brought from 
G(K)ndiwindi and surrounding siatious thereto into Pittsworth. Worl, &c.,is taken 
to Pittsworth fur transmission tc the port of Brisbane from the following stations, 
viz. : — Vandilhi, Condamino Plaii s, Kurrowah, Pine Creek, Lemon Tree, Brookstead, 
Taudawnr.na, KyawoMia, Brook f. eld, Yarrandine, Ross valo, Gillies', Porter's, North 
Branch, iialgownio, Wen tern Crock, and from a largo number of srnull shecpowncrs. 
There is a considerable amount < f settlement and a large quantity of first -class 
agricultural lend at Back Crock, 31* miles west of Pittsworth. It is anticipated that 
tho 1 ail way will bo extended to that place in tho near future. Tho mail coach leaves 
Pittsworth for I'ina Creek twice a week, Sundays and Wednesdays, via Brookstead, 
Yaudillu, ana Milhnerrun, also miming to Inglewon.t on Sundays. There is 
a nice building there, belonging to tho Church of England denomination ; 
tho roinist'o- from Pittsworth ofticiatof, Also, a new hotel, kuowu as tho Domvillo 
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Hotel, and is kept by Mr. T, Callaghan. The police station there U in chargo of 
Mountod -constable Craronton. The township is growing fust. Population of 
Pittsworth, 800 ; census dibiriot. 11,000. Many new buildings Lave been lately 
erected, and etheiu are in course of erection. Pino Creek, which in known us 
Turalliu, is eight miles distant from Milhnorran, and is also growing steadily. 
There is ono hotel there, known as the Itoyal Onk, and is Kent by Mr. 1*. J. 
Bolger, in conjunction with a store. There is also a store and butcher's ifam, V 
by Mr. J. Moloney. Mrs. J. Moloney ia poHtiniHtrom at the latter, and Mi. B, W 'ai- 
pole is postmaster at the former townahip. Mr. J. Johnson runs a coach l»i-v ( ■, l hf 
to Millmerran, lonving Pittsworth on Tuesday and Saturday mornings. The mails 
close for Toowoomba and Brisbane Mondays, Tuesdays, Thursdays, Fridays, Snt ir- 
days, at 6.35 a.m., and on Wednesday a at 6.6 p.m. and 1 p.m., and arrives Mond* jrp, 
Tueadavs, Thursdays, Fridays, Saturdays, at 4.10 p.m., Wednesdays 18.36. and 
8.25 p.m.

Good WtiU v 
is pfoeurubte at a depth of from 88 to ;to feet, Doting the last few yi an the town 
has made rapid progress, and somo Urge wA creditable buildings have boon en utod. 
Much of tho surrounding land was resumed by tho Government irom the owm r of 
Goomburra, and sold in small farais. It is now peopled by a sturdy claws of farmers, who 
are cultivating tho moat of it, and aro fairly prosperous. Wheat is largely grown, 
and, in favourable seasoiih, somo magniiloout returns aro obtained. MuLc and 
lucerne aro also oxtonnivoly cultivated, aud heavy crops aro tho rule. 

The population of Allora at tho cousin, of 1801 was 0G0, uow about 1200. 

Allora is a inuuh ipality, which If well managed by tho local aldermen, and the 
revenue judiciously expanded. A branch lino of railway const ruet( d under the 
provisions of the Railway Guarantee Act connects the town with tho main line at 
Hcudon.

Warwick. 

AN tho Condamine, a.xmt 30 miles from its source in tho Killaruey Mountains, is 
\r tho centre of ono o» the most important agricultural districts in Queensland. 
It occupies a pleusjint and healthy site, commanding a distant view of the Main 
Kangn, and almost surrounded by the river on which it. is sit'.uiled. The streets are 
broad, well forniod, and remarkably cloan. Two pub* squares, occupying A mi- 
tral position, are tastefully laid out and planted with flowers, ornamental irtvs, 
largo rose tan*, and hhrub*. Warwick oontaina many hands >mo and substantial 
public buildings, mostly of atone, of which «; plentiful supply is obtainable in tho 
neighlxiurheo.i. Then? aro four churches — Anglican, Borneo OftthoBo, Wes- 
leyun, nml IVosby tcrian — all built of stone; idao, Solvation Army barrack*. 
Tlure are four banks— the Australian Joint IHook Banlt, Mie Bank of New 
South Wales, tho (Queensland Nnlitmal Bank, aiul the Koyul Bank. Tlic (io- 
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vernment building nre all of a substantial character, as also is the Town Hull. The 
Poac Office is a very handsome building, and the new Police Statiou it* also quite in 
keeping with the progcaas of the town. Two local newspapers circulate (the Arym 
and tho Wat wick hUmm/ier t<»<l Ti*M* y bi-weekly), amongst thu inhabitants of f he town 
and district. '1'heso journals are conducted with judgment and skill, and 
exhibit a fair amount of literary ability 5 and may fairly chum a good rank 
amongst the provincial newspapers m Queensland. Perl aps no town in 
Queensland has suttered to such an cxtout from the evils of land monopoly as War- 
wick. In justice to tho townsi>eople, it must Imj static that they struggled man- 
fully against tho iufoads of s^uattordom. These struggles, however, availed only 
to a slight extent against the s(juatter, aided as he wm by corrupt admini Urnticn 
and time nerving otheiuls. Warwick at Uie present day is actually lev^tou in by 
extensive private holdings, yielding moderate return hi the proprietors ami the 
inimum of revouue to the coluny. The holders of these estates are now finding it 
convenient to subdivide and sell to selectors and farmers, Of late years thi» course 
has been pursued to a great extent, and the result of closer settlement by the yeo- 
man class has added prosperity to the towu and district. Au Aet was passed in 
1894- -the Lands Purehaso Aet— which gives the Government power to reputchaso 
these large estates for ebso settlement. This has been achieved, and it has added 
materially to the wealth tui importance of the Darling Downs district. Under the 
Act several properties have already been purchased, and selected by small holders. 
Certain arms have previously been secured to the bena-fide settler ; such, for instance, 
as the agricultural res-rvos at Swan Creek, Freestone Oct k Snndy Creek, Kmu 
Creek, Emu Valo, Giadtioid, N. Toolburra, S. Toolburra, Rom nthal. Darkly Flat, 
and Killamoy. These areas, though limited in oxtent, are fertile, and yield 
abundant crops of maize, wheat, oaten ami he urno hfiy, potatoes, tobacco, kc. 
Th re are also some good vineyards in the neighborhood, the principal of 
whuli Assmanshausen, the property of Mr. Jacob Kuclter, of Sandy Ctaek, 
Some rich gold-b-anng reefs havo been found iu the district, ana 
mining is being canied on ai Talgai, Pikedale, Thane's Cre^k, and Darkey 
Plat. Favourable reports arc being frequently received i'ruin these localities, und 
there b littlo doubt tint with suitable machinery and experienced miners, payable 
gold, and 111 good quantity, will bo obtained. It is (Meitidoully hoped that there 
will bo een&idernble development of Hum Hold wlieu the Herder Railway from War- 
wick, which work will ho eominein cd curly in tho now year, i* constructed. War- 
whk contninsn pn pulsion of (IU01 census), and ;he diMi id, hailing Downs 
Fast, S4HI, Amount the industries 'may lid specified iwn large steam ftottr mith, 
owned by Names aid Co., Ltd., ana tlm Farmers' Milling Com rainy, whi( li art 
kept constantly at work. Tin ■dour manufactured at these establishments of tho 
Ix-st quality, and commands au -^tensive sale throughout the colony. Tho Warwick 
tlour has secured {ra prize c f "no ilrisbano Kvhihitiou for M-vueal years past . Warwick 
is well provided for «^sution.4lly . There nr.' I wo Stale Schools the Wjo w 'u k W< >i, 
containing three sopnratird^mi tments, and showinge total average ati'-mlance of foil 
hundred and fifty children; and tho Fast Warwick mixed school, .showing au 
average attemlauce of one huedred ami forty pupils ; a denominational n hoo! eon- 
ne' letl with tho UoJtum Catholic Church , showing an average utteuduuee of three 
hundred pupils ; and pvivate schools make up the number id educational cslub- 
lishmentu. Tho School of Arts provide* a free reading -room for the ratepayer.*:, and 
is assisted by tho Muuicipal Couucil to the e.xtc:.t ot £";! per annum. Technical 
classes on an extensive soalo are also established. A local telephone 
exchange has bftill established, and through telephonic communication 
with Toowoomba, Ipswieh, and Brisbane also. In the Warwick district 
the largost cheese (notary in tho colony is erected. It is capable of turning 
out I] tons of cheese per day, and taking in 3G00 gallons of milk per day. Meawra. 
Rcid and Denham are the proprietors of this factory. The malting industry hai also 
bcuu established, au oxtensive Malihouse (which, however, has been idle since 
itw erection) having boon erected near tho railway station. 4 upended is a list of 
the Government and public institutions, and rlso of tho luciemmis ami trades.

Stanthorpe. 

fKK towu of Stanthorpe was formed in tho your 1872, through a find of nlluvial 
Tin Oro of audi magnitude that oru to tho value of over £4,0U0,UOO was Turned 
and sent to market. It u* hituatod within thrco miles of tho border of New South 
Wales and Queensland, and about half-way between tho towus of Tenterfield 
(N.8.W.) aid Warwick (Q.), and about 200 miles from Itrisbauc, tho capital of tho 
colony. Tho defined area of miuoral Inn. Is around Stanthorpe is about 550 square 
inili'a. During tho pu3t year about £20 000 (twenty thousand pounds) has been 
spout in thocoustnieiion ol three tin dredges which havo been built with the object 
of treating the poor tin ground iu au economical manner. One dredge— that 
situated on the Uppor Broadwater— has already c( mmenced operation?, and not- 
withstanding that tijoro woro soveral little obstacles to overcomo at tho beginning 
there is no doubt now of the dredges proving a suneess, and paying good interest 
on the capital invested. It is contemplated to build several more dredges in the dis- 
trict within the next year. Silver and copper are found in large and payablcquauti- 
ties, and odo claim alone, "Tho Silver Npur," the output for 1800 was 122,000 ozs. of 
silver obtained, which, with a percentage of copper, nas realised £17,000. At this 
mine extensive machinery has been erected, and smelting operations are in full swing. 
Other mines, viz., 7ne Queeu, Pikcdale Silver aud Cojner Mines, dtc., are in course 
of development, and extensive machinery has boon purchased of the latest do*igns to 
thoroughly provo the district. The Sundown Copper Mining Company, Limited, 
has carried cut some very important work during the year, aud the mine uevjr 
looked better than it does at present. Some tt ousands of pounds have been received 
for copper scut away from tho miue. Apnrt from the mining, the squatting stations 
around the township aro noted for tho high-class wool produced, and the brar.?i of 
Messrs. 0, F. White, Hracker. Lomax, and MnLood have always figured a'uongst 
tho highest iu tho list of tho London wooltrokers. Tobacco leaf which is admitted 
by experts to bo the be* t leaf grown in Australia, is grown in the district ^rinoi- 
pally at Inglewood aud Texas, and under the Federal Tariff and the benefits of 
Interstate Freotrado it is believed that tho tobaoco- growing industry will develop 
rapidly. Asa ground for tho bolief, a Sydney firm have just purohased one hun- 
dred tous of leaf at Texw. The population of tho district rumbora about 2000. 

One of the advantages oi the district is tho fruit growing industry, whioh is 
making rapid strides since its introduction, and through tho adaptability of tho 
rlimato. the hardiest European fruits eau bo easily grown, more particularly a| pie*, 
pluinN, pears, grapes, and vegetables of the choicest description that do not grow mo 
well through tho heat in any ether portion of Queensland. The fruit- growing 
industry promises to bo ono of tho largest factors in the prosperity in tho noar 
futur-j. Mi'. Benson, tho Government fruit oxpert, estimated Inst year there wore 
30,000 fruit trees in the district. 

Tho cliioato is bracing at all soasens , cold in tho winter ; but the avorage 
Summer heat is from 7o to 80 dtflrrcos, and uiwuya cool nights, and tho modionl 
faculty throughout the coiony strongly recommend the district for a hoalth resort, 
tho water, RUM particularly, being so improi'unlod with mh.ural as to be as clear as 
crystal, and to invalids has a most beneficial effect. 

The schools are well attended, about 300 robust children attending daily.

Roma. 

ypHF town of Romn is 318 miles from Brisbane, and 218 from Tocwoomba, aitu- 
X utod on the Southern and Western Railway. It* population, according to the 
MOlTil of 1901 1 is '2.373 persons ; the population of the district is 7, 110. Compared 
with the previous census the population of the town shows an increaso of 517 per- 
sona During the last seven yours, a largo amount of settlement has taken place in 
the distriol, and the population of to* town hus also been considerably increased. It 
ii a thriving town, and does a considerable amount of busiuess. It is surrounded by 
hovernl large station , but its prosperity and advancement hugely depends on the cul- 
tivation of thcsoU ; and in this respect it has nothing to fear. The hind is unquestion- 
ably uf first-class eharactor and quality, audit wi'll adapled for grape* and fruit 
t reus of all descriptions, in particular the orange. A largo influx of settles has 
taken place during the lust few years. Many of them have come from Smith 
Australia and Victoria, attracted by the glowing rep uls of the vouurkuble fertility 
of tlm lands In tint Mimtnou district, for the cultivation of wheat, 'Phis cereal is 
now lirinly established, and the staelc agricultural industry in the district. Wit 1 . 
a steadily increasing land settlement, und cultivated areas, the future of the Muianoa 
us a ai't ut agricultural centre is assured, and Roma is already recognised us the 
ecntial town of South- Western Queensland. 

The climate i i warm and dry during tho summer months, and tho rainfall not 
reliable; heuco grain crops are uncertain, although wliiat is grown in large quan- 
tities There is a dryness and healthiness in tho utmospheve at Roma quite distinct 
front the coast districts, and which is regarded as a safeguard U|Jm any violent 
att; ok ai rust, although it must not bo expected to be altogether free from it. But 
it I us an exceptional climate for wheat cultivation, and the most should bo made 
of it. During tho season of li)0l, there wero about 17,00(1 ucres under wheat, and 
us the season has been a favorable ono, a yield of at least 00,000 bags wasoonihluntly 
exported. Harvesting is at present ^ovomber) in full swing, tho crops averaging 
4 lags per aire. 

Roma lee a reput&tiou of being the sanatorium of tho West. Sir Horace 
To/or (thou Hi mo Secretary) visited Roma in Fobruary, 181)7, and proposed to the 
Hospital Committee to build a hospital for pulmo.iary patients. The Hospital 
Committee wero in favour of the proposal, but on account of some op|K>sition in the 
town, and an adverso decision by tho Board of Health in Brisbane tho project was 
abandoned. 

The vino flourishes at Roma luxuriantly, and there are .several vineyards of over 
30 ism in extent, and others varying from 1 to 20 acres ouch, while largo urous have 
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been placed under wheat. Vines, oranges, plums, apricot, poarhos, nndotherfruit tntm 
huvo been lnrgoly planted recently by selectors on houiostoa J areas. Tftfl vines in all 
these viueyards are healthy, and yield abundantly in fuvore bio seasons. With (he soil 
and climate peculiarly adapted for wheat aud the vine, them is a bright future in 
store for Roma. Energy and capital aro required to develop it -4 resources, and 
there is certainly no lack of the former, judging xrom what ban already b. ao 
achieved. Every year our local vinegrowors are increasing the area under crop, 
and the enlargement of the wine cellars shows '..hey are going in extensively for 
wine-making. 

Roma is well supplied with stores and hotels. All tho buildings, both business 
and privato, have a solidity about thoin which indicates tho confidence of the people 
in tho permanency of the district. 

A Hour mill, with machinery of the very latest improvements, is in full work, 
being a brand of the Queensland Milling Company, a largo firm of millers estab- 
lished in Brisbane, which has proved a great boon to tho district. A second flour 
mill ha* boon eroctod on the co-onerativo principle, the sharehohh 1 s in which aro 
oomposed of the butduess pooplo aud farmers of the district. Tho float munuiao- 
tureu i^h been patentod lin ger tho name of *' Kxctlsior," and is found to s o tn par a 
most favorably with other brauds. 

Roma was incorporated on the 25th May, 1867 ; it lapsed in 1875, and was re- 
incorporated in 1870. Since then a great many substantial improvements )im v.- U a 
effected by the Corporation. A loan of €3,500 was obtained under the " Loottl 
Government Act of 1878, H and has been expended in macadamising the prim ij>al 
streets of the town. Largo sums have also been oxpendod iti recent metalling lb* 
side streets. The estimated ares, of tho Municipality is 10,000 acres, and the 
rateable value of the property it* £54,000. The revenuo from rates amounts to 
£000. An effort has boon made to increase the boundaries of the Municipality by 
annexing some of the land ueludjd in tho Divisional Board boundaries, but this 
has not yet been accomplished. 

Early in 1807 the Municipal Council eutered into a contract with the Govern- 
ment to sink an artesian bore in Roma. The terms of agreement were that the 
Municipality should pay half tho cost, aud the Oovornincnt the, other half, tho 
boring to be continued until a supply sufficient for tho wants of the town had been 
tupped, fn the event, of no wa»or supply being obtuinod tho (lovorniuent were to 
bear tho whole cost of tho work. Actual boring was oommounod on July (lib, ami, 
after ubu'i' a mouth's constant work, a first supply was hi nek at a depth of 700ft,, 
the wator juft rising above tho top of tho ansiug, Boriug was continued until a 
supply of 300,000 gallons per day wss struck, at a depth of under 1700ft. This 
was not considered a sufficient supply by the ratepayers, but, in spite of protests 
aud an offer by the Council to contiuuo boring at its own expense, the Govet umont 
removed tlo plant, and shut down the bore. The Couucil has refused to take over 
tho bore in its present unfinished condition. As tho outcome of negotiations with 
the Government a second bore has beon put down near the sito of tho liivt one. 
This second bore is now down about 3700 feet, and tho flow from it is SI 0,000 g&U 
Ions per day. The flow from the first bore has deoreased to 00,000 gallons per day. 
Early in 1001, a large quantity of natural gai was encountered in tho new bore, 
which at present is allowed to escape by a pipe separate from that by which the 
water escapes. Tests of the gas show it to b**of very high quality as an illuminaut, 
and the Municipal Council has decided to make it available for the US* of tho rate- 
payers The pipes for reticulating the town with water are being delivered, and 
the work of laying them will be proceeded with immediately. 

Daily last yen? Mr. Ren wick commenced his 00^ tract for the erection of j now 
court house, which is to cost £6000. Tho work is almost completed, under tho 
supervision of Mr. P. H. Jobuson, Government Inspector of Work*. The sum of 
£0000 has also been voted by Parliament for the erection of a now gaol in Roma, 
tho total cost to bo £18,000.

Y^LEASANTLY situated on tho north hank of tho M'Intyro River, at tho 
\ anthem lx:rdor of Queensland, and distant \ ">'l utiles from i'oowoomba hy tlie 
nearest practical road, Uoondiwiwli is a hmi\ business centre of u thriving district.
